Treasure  Island  Informational  Update 


Quality  of  Life 

In  anticipation  of  the  multi-day  Bay  Bridge  closure,  Project  Office  staff  is  working 
in  close  coordination  with  CalTrans  to  minimize  the  impacts  of  the  closure  on  the 
Island  community.  CalTrans-issued  Vehicle  Access  Passes  will  be  distributed  to 
all  residents,  commercial  tenants,  athletic  leagues,  community  organizations, 
City  Departments  and  Special  Event  attendees,  allowing  for  vehicle  travel 
between  the  Islands  and  San  Francisco  throughout  the  .closure  period.  CalTrans 
is  also  working  directly  with  the  SFFD,  SFPD,  SF  EMS  and  SFMTA  to  assure  that  the 
MUNI  108  bus  route  and  emergency  vehicle  access  to  and  from  the  Islands  are 
not  affected  during  the  closure  period. 

Treasure  Island  Back  to  School  Night  took  place  on  August  14th  at  the  ShipShape 
Building.  Representatives  from  TIDA,  SFPD  and  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  participated  in  the  event,  which  was  attended  by  approximately  100 
parents  and  school-aged  children.  Recology  Golden  Gate  donated  300 
backpacks  which  were  distributed  to  the  Island  children,  assuring  their  school 
year  is  off  to  a great  start. 
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Community  Resiliency 


TIDA,  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  (TIHDI)  and  SF  SAFE  are 
sponsoring  Urban  Community  Leadership  Workshops,  a 14  week  program  led  by 
SF  SAFE  whereby  a class  comprised  of  Island  residents  and  community  members 
learn  Community  assessment  and  stakeholder  identification,  values  based  goal 
setting,  servant  leadership  and  practical  skills  application.  This  workshop  series 
seeks  to  establish  a core  of  leaders  amongst  the  Island  community  and  to 
improve  existing  on-lsland  relationships  and  community-based  goals.

Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $288,023  for  the  July  201 3 period,  calculated 
per  the  sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  You  should  note  that 
these  expenses  reflect  a suspension  of  reserve  funding  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  but  continue 
to  include  accrued  funds  to  pay  Possessory  Interest  charges  of  the  property.  In  addition,  the  amount  disbursed 
has  been  reduced  by  $9,378,  recouping  1/36^  of  prior  year  audit  adjustments  outlined  in  the  2010  Audit  (with 
an  additional  $13.32  deduction  in  final  repayment  month). 

Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current 
accretion  due  and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for 
replacement  reserve  eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that 
these  costs  are  reimbursed  from  the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  July  2013  , actual  Total  Revenues  were  about  2.97%  below  budgeted  Total  Revenues.  Total 
expenses  for  July  201 3 were  approximate  0.09%  over  budgeted  for  the  month.  The  result  was  that  Funds 
Available  for  July  2013  Distribution  were  $313,054  or  about  8.75%  below  budgeted  amounts. 

Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 

Based  on  operations,  a total  of  $313,054  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available 
for  distribution  for  the  July  2013  period.  These  revenues  are  distributed  as  follows:

I hope  you  and  your  family  have  had  a great  summer.  We’re  very  excited  about  the  success  of 
the  summer  program  for  Treasure  Island  youth  at  the  Ernest  Ingold  Clubhouse  (El)  in  the  City 
and,  of  course,  at  Camp  Mendocino.  We  loved  having  the  kids  with  us  in  these  two  unique 
settings.  Swimming  each  day  in  the  El  pool  was  clearly  a highlight  for  many  of  the  Island  youth. 

I’m  writing  to  inform  you  that  after  careful  consideration  we  have  decided  not  to  reopen  the 
Treasure  Island  Clubhouse  for  the  start  of  the  school  year  due  to  the  ongoing  remediation  work 
next  door  to  the  Clubhouse.  We  are  working  with  both  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Agency 
(TIDA)  and  with  TIHDI  to  find  an  alternative  location  for  a small  school-year  program.  We 
hope  to  secure  a location  soon,  but  we  expect  this  will  not  be  until  early  September.  We 
encourage  you  to  contact  your  child’s  school  to  see  if  they  have  an  after-school  program  that  you 
can  sign-up  for,  or  contact  any  of  our  other  Clubhouses  in  San  Francisco  (see  attached  or  visit 
www.kidsclub.orgk  including  El  where  the  TI  staff  will  be.  Clubs  have  shuttle  service  from 
certain  schools  so  please  ask  the  Clubhouse  that  you  call.  You  will  have  to  arrange  for 
transportation  back  to  Treasure  Island,  however. 

As  you  are  hopefully  aware,  we  held  two  parent/community  meetings  over  the  summer  to  keep 
parents/guardians  informed  about  our  thinking  regarding  future  programing  on  Treasure  Island. 
As  we  have  expressed  to  our  partners  and  City  government,  we  remain  concerned  about  how 
much  longer  it  will  take  to  remediate  the  site  next  door  to  the  current  Club,  what  state  the  lot  will 
be  in  after  remediation,  and  whether  the  street  will  re-open.  Until  we  have  clarity  on  these  things 
and  feel  good  about  each,  our  future  on  Treasure  Island  will  be  uncertain. 

We  will  reach  out  soon  with  an  update  on  our  search  for  a new  site.  In  the  meantime  if  you  have 
questions,  feel  free  to  reach  out  to  Maxine  Wilson,  Vice  President  of  Operations,  at  (415)  445- 
5433;  Kiki  Johnson,  Administrative  Assistant,  at  (415)  445-5477;  or  Jennifer  Berger,  Vice 
President  of  Program  Services,  at  (415)  445-5420.

Dear  Supervisor  Kim, 

Thank  you  for  your  engagement  and  advocacy  on  behalf  of  residents  of  the  Villages  at  Treasure  Island  during 
the  past  year.  Unfortunately,  this  isolated  multi-decade  “interim”  neighborhood  has  effectively  had  little  or  no 
“voice”  in  our  own  governance.  Even  as  our  elected  District  Six  Supervisor,  your  seat  on  the  TIDA  Board  is  “ex 
officio”,  that  is,  without  a vote.  I hope  you  agree  that  adding  language  to  the  JSCo  SubLease  requiring  TIDA 
Board  approval  for  material  changes  to  Residential  Lease  should  be  part  of  a greater  effort  to  remedy  this  lack 
of  truly  democratic  and  fully  transparent  governance. 

I also  appreciate  that  you  asked  for  review  of  the  JSCo  SubLease.  Incidentally,  back  in  late  February,  Project 
Director  Michael  Tymoff  did  agree  in  principle  to  propose  adding  language  to  the  SubLease  to  require  TIDA 
Board  approval  of  any  amendments  to  the  Residential  Lease  that  make  material  changes.  His  proposal  was 
ultimately  a response  to  the  underlying  concern  expressed  in  a email  from  several  residents  to  City 
Administrator  Naomi  Kelly,  dated  January  9,  2013  (copied  to  you;  attached). 

A requirement  for  approval  of  material  changes  to  the  Residential  Lease  by  the  TIDA  Board  at  least  gives 
residents  a chance  to  comment  on  such  changes  as  an  Agenda  Item  before  the  Board,  and  it  also  gives  the  TIDA 
Board  requisite  authority  over  proposed  changes  so  as  to  address  residents'  concerns.  Adding  language  limiting 
unilateral  changes  of  the  Residential  Lease  to  the  JSCo  SubLease  will  also  bring  it  into  closer  conformance  with 
the  San  Francisco  Rent  Stabilization  Ordinance,  and  is  consistent  with  longstanding  TIDA  Board  policy  to 
follow  the  “spirit”  of  the  Ordinance  for  the  Residential  Lease. 

However,  given  the  passage  of  time  and  the  departure  of  Mr.  Tymoff,  and  the  appointment  of  Bob  Beck  as 
Director  of  Development,  I am  concerned  that  this  promised  proposal  may  have  “fallen  through  the  cracks”. 
Consequently,  I drafted  this  letter  and  will  share  it  with  stakeholders  in  the  hope  that  we  may  all  stay  on  the 
“same  page”.  Finally,  I ask  that  your  Office  share  any  pertinent  information  on  such  a proposal  to  revise  the 
SubLease  as  may  be  available.

On  Tuesday,  September  3,  2013,  the  Navy’s  contractor,  ITSI  Gilbane,  will  begin  radiological 
surveying  the  outdoor  open  surface  areas  in  the  residential  portion  of  Treasure  Island.  The 

purpose  of  this  work  is  to  compliment  survey  work  already  completed  in  April  2013  by  the  California 
Department  of  Public  Health  (CDPH).  Work  is  anticipated  to  last  for  approximately  10  weeks.  The 
work  area  is  in  the  housing  area  of  the  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island.  See  map  on  page  2.  The 
areas  to  be  surveyed  are  the  outdoor  spaces  within  the  93  acre  residential  neighborhood  at  Treasure 
Island.  This  includes  your  residential  front  yards  and  fenced  backyards,  parking  areas  and 
carports,  paved  roads  and  sidewalks  and  open  grassy  areas  between  the  buildings.  You  will  be 
getting  a separate  notice  about  access  to  your  backyard  area  and  carport.  A towed  radiological  survey 
vehicle  will  be  used  in  your  neighborhood  to  scan  the  surface  and  some  samples  will  be  collected.  See 
the  figure  below  to  see  what  the  vehicle  will  look  like. 

This  notice  gives  information  about  the  work  planned,  and  who  you  can  contact  for  more  information.  In 
the  coming  weeks,  residents  will  be  required  to  provide  the  Navy 
contractor  personnel  with  safe  access  to  your  backyards,  move  pets 
indoors,  clear  the  ground  surface  as  much  as  possible  and  remove 
cars  from  your  carports  when  work  is  planned  for  your  unit.- Your 
housing  provider  will  post  a residential  notice  at  least  24  hours  prior 
to  the  Navy  Contractor  entering  your  backyard.  Parking  in  some 
areas  may  be  restricted  so  that  cars  do  not  block  off  areas  that  need 
to  be  surveyed.  A traffic  control  plan  will  be  implemented  and  sfgns 
will  be  posted  to  give  you  notice  of  when  streets  will  be  closed. 

Schedule 

• Work  will  begin  the  week  of  September  3,  2013. 

• Surveying  will  be  done  only  during  the  day  from  8:00  a.m.  to  5:00  p.m.,  Monday  through 
Thursday. 

• The  project  should  be  complete  by  the  end  of  October,  201 3 

• You  will  receive  a notice  at  least  24  hours  before  we  need  to  access  your  backyard  and 
carport. 


Project  Background 

The  residential  area  of  the  former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  called  Site  12.  Before  homes  were 
built,  the  Navy  performed  many  different  activities  in  this  area.  Some  areas  at  Site  12  were  used  as 
training  schools  for  sailors.  They  were  trained  on  cleaning  radioactivity  using  radiological  survey 
equipment.  There  were  some  areas  where  gauges  and  other  low  level  radioactive  devices  were 
disposed  of  and  buried.  These  areas  are  restricted  to  public  and  are  not  a part  of  this  survey  work. 

Due  to  the  former  uses  of  Site  12,  CDPH  conducted  radiological  surveys  in  April  2013  to  ensure  that  the 
residents  are  safe.  The  California  Department  of  Toxic  Substances  Control  (DTSC)  is  the  lead  state 
oversight  agency  for  the  cleanup  of  chemical  and  radiological  contamination  at  Treasure  Island.

Bay  Bridge  Mews  for  July  201 3 

Bay  Bridge  Opening  Postponed 

The  Toll  Bridge  Program  Oversight  Committee  (TBPOC)  announced  that  the 
previously  scheduled  Labor  Day  opening  of  the  new  East  Span  of  the  Bay  Bridge 
has  been  postponed.  The  contractor  now  forecasts  the  steel  saddle  retrofit  for  the 
failed  bolts  on  the  east  pier  of  the  Self-Anchored  Suspension  Span  will  be 
completed  by  December  10,  2013.  The  TBPOC  will  select  a bridge  opening  date 
based  upon  actual  completion  of  the  retrofit  work,  weather  windows  and  traffic 
impacts.  Stay  tuned  to  BavBridaelnfo.org  for  the  latest  information. 


Comprehensive  Bolts  Report  Released 

The  TBPOC  released  its  investigative  report  into  the  32  bolts  that  broke  on  the 
Self-Anchored  Suspension  Span  (SAS)  and  its  review  of  2,306  similar  bolts  on  the 
SAS.  Based  on  the  findings  of  the  report,  only  the  32  bolts  that  failed  must  be 
replaced,  via  the  steel  saddle  retrofit,  before  the  new  span's  opening.  All  other 
bolts  are  performing  as  designed,  but  will  continue  to  be  monitored  and  inspected.

FULL  BRIDGE  CLOSURE  DURING  HOLIDAY  WEEKEND 

This  Labor  Day  weekend,  the  Bay  Bridge  will  be  closed  to  take  the’original 
East  Span  out  of  service  and  to  open  the  new  East  Span  to  traffic.  Work 
will  be  done  at  the  Oakland  Touchdown  and  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  Tran- 
sition Structure  to  connect  the  new  bridge  to  the  existing  Toll  Plaza  and 
Yerba  Buena  Island,  respectively.  Crews  will  also  perform  essential  con- 
struction activities,  including  paving,  striping  and  erecting  barrier  rail.

'mhting  fixtures,  cleaning  and  painting  the  cable,  and  repairing  finger 
its.

BAY  BRIDGE  CLOSED  LABOR  DAY  WEEKEND 
USE  ALTERNATE  BRIDGES 


While  the  Bay  Bridge  was  closed  during  Labor  Day  weekends  in  2006, 
2007  and  2009,  essential  construction  work  was  successfully  completed 
on  schedule.  Taking  advantage  of  historically  light  traffic  on  the  bridge  dur- 
ing the  holiday  weekend  helps  minimize  disruptions  to  motorists,  residents 
and  businesses.  Experience  gained  from  previous  closures  will  help  us  per- 
form this  construction  safely  again  this  year. 

This  closure  marks  the  final  step  before  the  new  bridge  opens  to  traffic. 
Since  1 936,  the  original  East  Span  has  facilitated  the  movement  of  people 
and  goods  throughout  the  Bay  Area  The  7.1  -magnitude  Loma  Prieta  earth- 
quake in  1 989  significantly  damaged  the  region’s  transportation  structures, 
and  exposed  the  vulnerability  of  the  existing  East  Span.  Since  that  day,  the 
Toll  Bridge  Program  Oversight  Committee  has  worked  diligently  to  replace 
the  original  bridge  and  move  everyone  onto  a safer  structure.  Following 
the  safe  rerouting  of  traffic  to  the  new  East  Span,  the  original  East  Span 
will  be  demolished,  a process  that  will  take  approximately  three  years. 

GETTING  AROUND 

Residents  and  visitors  will  have  numerous  alternatives  for  getting  around  the 
Bay  Area  while  the  entire  Bay  Bridge  is  closed  during  Labor  Day  weekend. 

Motorists  should  allow  extra  time  for  travel  and  use  of  other  bridges, 
including  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge,  the  Richmond-San  Rafael  Bridge,  the 
San  Mateo-Hayward  Bridge  and  the  Dumbarton  Bridge. 

■Tide  access  to  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  Treasure  Island  for  residents,  em- 
ployees and  visitors  will  be  maintained  via  special  permit  from  San  Francisco.

NEW  EAST  SPAN  DEBUTS  NEW  DRIVING  EXPERIENCE 

When  the  bridge  reopens  to  traffic  on  Tuesday,  Sept  3,  motorists  will 
encounter  a new  driving  experience,  as  traffic  moves  from  the  upper  and 
lower  decks  of  the  original  bridge  to  the  parallel,  side-by-side  decks  of  the 
new  East  Span.  The  new  side-by-side  configuration  will  open  up  panoramic 
views  of  the  San  Francisco  bay  and  surrounding  hills. 

BIKE  AND  PEDESTRIAN  PATH 

For  the  first  time  pedestrians  and  cyclists  will  have  the  chance  to  travel 
across  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge’s  East  Span,  on  a 1 5.5- 
foot-wide  bike/pedestrian  path  that  will  extend  the  2.2  miles  to  Yerba 
Buena  Island. 

Before  the  pathway  can  fully  connect  to  Yerba  Buena  Island,  crews  will 
need  to  demolish  a portion  of  the  existing  bridge  that  sits  in  the  way  of  the 
new  bike  and  pedestrian  path.  Contractors  must  dismantle  portions  of  the 
original  bridge,  including  the  S-Curve  detour  that  was  put  into  place  in 
2009,  in  order  to  install  the  rest  of  the  path  and  connect  it  to  Yerba  Buena 
Island,  as  well  as  replace  the  temporary  path  at  Oakland  Touchdown.  The 
bike  path  is  expected  to  be  complete  by  summer  201 5.  Information  about 
pathway  access  will  be  available  prior  to  bridge  opening.

By 
registering  your  bicycle  in  San  Francisco,  the  owner’s  serial  number  will  be  secured  in  SAFE’S  database 
making  it  easy  to  return  to  its  owner  if  the  property  is  ever  stolen.  Across  the  country,  many  police 
departments  are  realizing  the  need  for  bicycle  registration  programs.  San  Francisco  is  one  of  the  most 
vibrant,  green  and  progressive  cities  in  the  country  which  also  has  some  of  the  most  bicycle  friendly 
streets  in  any  U.S  city.  Now  is  the  time  to  educate  bicycle  owners  and  halt  the  crime  of  bicycles  through 
SAFE’S  Bicycle  Education  and  registration  program.

How  the  bicycle  registration  will  work: 

Registration: 

1. )  Customer  buys  bicycle  at  store  in  San  Francisco  and  becomes  aware  of  safe  practices  of  securing 

a bicycle  and  is  informed  about  SAFE’S  city- wide  bicycle  registration  program  upon  receipt. 

2. )  Bike  owner  registers  their  bicycle  online  through  our  database  system,  through  mail  or  at  any  of 

the  participating  bicycle  shop  sponsors.  Bicycle  model,  brand,  serial  number  and  identifying 
characteristics  are  provided  on  form.  A tamper  resistant  registration  sticker,  “This  bicycle  is 
registered  by  the  SFPD  and  SAFE”  is  sent  to  the  owner  upon  completion  of  the  registration  to 
place  on  the  bicycle. 

Recovery: 

1 . )  Bicycle  owner  rides  bike  for  many  years  until  he/she  locks  bicycle  on  the  street  and  returns  to  see 

that  the  bicycle  has  been  stolen.  Bicycle  owner  reports  crime  to  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department  and  files  a police  report. 

2. )  A police  officer  at  an  SFPD  district  station  recovers  the  bicycle.  Appointed  officer  at  station 

sends  an  email  to  SAFE’S  bicycle  registry  with  the  description  of  the  bicycle  and  serial  number. 
The  bicycle  owner  is  notified  from  SAFE’S  office  and  confirms  the  stolen  property  is  theirs  based 
upon  the  serial  number.  The  bicycle  owner’s  property  is  returned  successfully. 


Program  Goals  and  Objectives 

SAFE’S  registration  program  is  designed  for  bicycle  owners  to  become  aware  of  safe  practices  on  how  to 
store  and  lock  your  bicycle  and  so  they  can  have  a peace  of  mind  when  registering  their  bicycle.  By 
registering  your  bicycle,  the  information  about  the  bicycle  will  be  held  in  the  SAFE’S  database  where  all 
district  stations  and  police  officers  will  have  access. 

Goal 

To  decrease  bicycle  theft  by  enrolling  all  San  Francisco  bicycle  riders  in  SAFE’S  registration 
program  and  to  educate  riders  on  theft  prevention. 

Objectives 

a. )  SAFE  will  partner  with  bicycle  stores  and  their  owners  to  educate  their  customers  on  the 
prevalence  of  bicycle  theft  by  getting  80  percent  of  the  stores  in  the  city  to  cany  information 
about  the  bicycle  registration  program. 

b. )  The  bicycle  registration  program  will  register  5,000  registered  bicycles  in  six  months. 

c. )  To  alleviate  SFPD’s  resources  and  take  the  burden  off  the  department  by  deterring  thieves 
away  from  registered  bicycles.

The  Problem  of  Bicycle  Theft: 

Tens  of  thousands  of  bicycles  are  stolen  every  year  from  San  Francisco  residents  according  to  the  SFPD.  Nationally, 
Transportation  Alternatives  has  estimated  that  upwards  of  a million  bikes  get  lifted  annually  (most  aren't  reported). 
The  F.B.I.  values  stolen  bicycles  and  their  parts  at  $350  million  a year  and  has  seen  an  increase  in  bicycle  theft 
nationwide  while  car  theft  has  decreased.  Bicycles  are  becoming  a major  mode  of  commuting  to  work  for  many  in 
the  city  and  the  roads  are  designed  increasingly  for  bicycles.  This  type  of  transportation  is  not  going  away  anytime 
soon  as  people  are  looking  for  more  effective,  greener  ways  of  getting  to  places.  With  the  increase  in  bicycles, 
unfortunately  comes  the  increase  in  bicycle  theft.  Within  seconds  a bicycle  can  be  stolen  even  with  an  adequate 
lock,  driven  away  and  then  sold  in  minutes,  according  to  the  FBI  Uniform  Report. 

Currently,  the  city  of  San  Francisco  does  not  have  a bicycle  registration  program  where  one  can  register  their  bike 
and  if  it’s  recovered,  have  it  returned  to  the  rightful  owner.  The  resources  of  the  SFPD  are  very  limited  due  to 
budget  constraints.  There  is  no  police  department  dedicated  to  investigating  bicycle  theft  nor  is  there  a current 
bicycle  registration  program  in  the  entire  Bay  area  or  state.  Each  district  station  investigates  bicycle  thefts  on  their 
own  according  to  the  SFPD  with  their  respected  investigators.  Each  district  station  is  responsible  for  their  own  type 
of  website  or  education  on  such  robberies  at  present  and  currently  only  two  (Mission  and  Park)  out  of  the  ten 
stations  are  able  to  build  their  own  bicycle  theft  education  website. 

Bicycles  are  stolen  daily  in  every  neighborhood  in  San  Francisco;  thieves  are  selling  them  quickly  to  get  fast  cash 
and  as  more  riders  are  hitting  the  streets  there  are  more  innovative  ways  the  bicycles  or  parts  are  being  stolen.  In 
order  to  combat  the  ongoing  bicycle  theft,  education  campaign  and  registration  programs  are  needed  greatly.

Introduction 

The  Navy  has  an  ongoing  cleanup 
program  at  sites  throughout  the  former 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island 
(NAVSTA  TI)  in  San  Francisco, 
California.  This  Fact  Sheet  provides 
information  on  one  of  these  cleanup 
sites,  including  a description  of  the 
actions  that  will  be  taken  to  complete 
the  cleanup. 

The  Navy  is  proceeding  with  the 
cleanup  for  Installation  Restoration 
(IR)  Site  27,  also  known  as  the  former 
Clipper  Cove  Skeet  Range.  The 
cleanup  will  consist  of  removing 
sediment  containing  lead  shot  within 
75  feet  of  the  shoreline.  This  removes 
the  potential  for  diving  ducks  to  reach 
and  possibly  consume  the  lead  shot. 
The  sediment  will  be  removed  by 
dredging,  which  will  begin  in  late  July 
2013.  The  cleanup  is  being  conducted 
in  accordance  with  two  federal  laws: 
the  National  Oil  and  Hazardous 
Substances  Pollution  Contingency  Plan 
and  the  Comprehensive  Environmental 
Response,  Compensation,  and  Liability 
Act  (CERCLA). 

The  sediment  cleanup  for  IR  Site  27 
consists  of  the  following:  1)  dredging 
sediment  within  75  feet  of  shoreline; 
2)  disposing  of  sediment  off-site  from 
Treasure  Island;  3)  backfilling  the 
bottom  of  the  area  with  clean  fill;  4) 
implementing  sitewide  institutional 
controls  (ICs)  to  minimize  sediment- 
disturbing  activity,  which  could  expose 
lead  shot  currently  buried  at  the  site; 
and  5)  monitoring  sediment  to  ensure 
the  effectiveness  of  ICs  and  the 
integrity  of  the  backfill  material. 


Regulator)  Agencies  Concur  on 
Cleanup  Plan  for  IR  Site  27, 
Former  Clipper  Cove  Skeet  Range 

The  Navy  and  its  cleanup  partners,  the 
Cal/EPA  DTSC  and  the  Water  Board, 
concurred  on  the  selected  remedy 
~ presented  in  the  Record  of  Decision. 


Site  History 

NAVSTA  TI  was  an  active  military 
installation  from  1941  to  1997,  and  it 
primarily  provided  training,  administration, 
housing,  and  other  support  services  to  the 
U.S.  Pacific  Fleet.  IR  Site  27  is  an  offshore 
site  located  in  Clipper  Cove  on  the  south 
side  of  Treasure  Island.  Clipper  Cove, 
which  is  directly  connected  to  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  and  tidally  influenced,  is 
currently  from  3 to  18  feet  deep. 

Until  1989,  a portion  of  Clipper  Cove  was 
used  as  a naval  skeet  range.  As  clay  targets 
(skeet)  were  launched  from  the  shoreline, 
naval  personnel  fired  lead  shot  over  the 
water.  The  positions  of  the  shooters  and  the 
angles  at  which  the  skeet  targets  were 
thrown  resulted  in  a fan-shaped  fall  zone  for 
the  lead  shot.  The  extent  of  lead  shot 
contamination  was  determined  to  be  no 
more  than  750  feet  from  the  firing  point. 

Previous  Investigations 

Results  of  past  investigations  and  risk 
assessments  conducted  for  IR  Site  27  are 
documented  in  the  Record  of  Decision.  It 
was  determined  that  lead  shot  in  IR  Site  27 
sediment  is  responsible  for  potentially 
unacceptable  risk  to  diving  ducks. 


Site  Cleanup 

Sediment  in  an  area  within  75  feet  of  the  shoreline  contains  lead 
shot  at  concentrations  exceeding  the  risk-based  cleanup  goals. 
TSe  cleanup  area  is  approximately  2.4  acres  in  size,  with  planned 

.ment  removal  by  dredging  to  a depth  of  about  1.5  feet.  This 
will  produce  approximately  6,300  in-place  cubic  yards  of 
sediment,  which  would  be  equal  to  a football  field  piled  about 
3.2  feet  high  with  sediment.  During  dredging,  the  area  will  be 
surrounded  by  a turbidity  curtain  to  prevent  the  release  of 
suspended  sediment  into  the  surrounding  waters. 

The  dredging  will  be  accomplished  using  a special  environmental 
clamshell  bucket.  The  environmental  clamshell  bucket  is 
relatively  light  weight,  does  not  have  teeth,  and  is  equipped  with 
features  to  minimize  sediment  resuspension,  including: 

• Rubber  gaskets  and  instrumentation  to  improve  the  seal 
when  the  bottom  and  top  seals  close  and  the  bucket  is 
lifted  through  the  water  column 

• Buckets  that  form  a flat  bottom  when  closing  and  allow 
the  sediment  to  be  removed  in  layers 

• A differential  global  positioning  system  and  geographic 
information  system  technology  used  to  precisely  locate 
the  dredge  head 
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Environmental  Clamshell  Bucket 


After  the  impacted  sediments  are  removed,  the  area  will  be 
backfilled  with  6 inches  of  thick  filter  layer  and  12  inches  of  thick 
protective  armor  layer.  The  filter  layer,  which  will  consist  of  sand 
and  gravel  placed  between  the  protective  armor  material  and  the 
underlying  sediment  surface,  will  prevent  the  movement  of 
particles  into  and  through  the  armor  layer.  The  armor  layer  will  be 
rock  with  an  average  diameter  of  3.5  inches,  which  will  protect  the 
backfill  against  erosion  and  prevent  exposure  of  the  lead  shot  to 
diving  ducks. 

The  dredged  sediment  will  be  placed  directly  into  a water-tight 
w or  barge  for  transport  to  a dewatering  facility  located  at  the 
former  Naval  Air  Station  Alameda  (now  known  as  Alameda 
Point).  Alameda  Point  has  been  identified  as  a suitable  reuse  site 
for  the  sediment  removed  from  IR  Site  27.  The  sediment  will  be 
reused  as  a subgrade  material  beneath  the  cap  of  a landfill.  The 


sediment  will  initially  be  offloaded  from  the  barge  to  a dewatering 
pad  located  near  IR  Site  17,  known  as  the  Seaplane  Lagoon. 
When  sufficiently  dry,  the  dredged  sediment  will  be  screened  and 
sampled  to  evaluate  its  acceptance  for  reuse  at  Alameda  Point  and 
then  transported  and  placed  as  subgrade  material. 


During  all  phases  of  the  IR  Site  27  cleanup,  health  and  safety 
protocols  will  be  in  place  to  protect  workers  and  the  community. 
Turbidity  will  be  monitored  in  Clipper  Cove  to  ensure  that  the 
dredging  operations  do  not  adversely  impact  water  outside  the 
contained  dredging  area.  Dust  will  be  monitored  and  controlled  at 
IR  Site  17  to  ensure  that  no  dust  is  generated  that  could  impact  site 
workers  or  off-site  receptors.  To  prevent  unauthorized  entry  by 
pedestrians’  vehicles  or  water  craft,  work  areas  will  be  secured 
with  fencing  or  the  turbidity  curtain.  Additionally,  at  IR  Site  17  a 
full-time  Project  Biologist  will  monitor  all  off-loading  work  to 
ensure  that  these  work  activities  do  not  impact  the  California  least 
tern  or  brown  pelicans,  which  are  prevalent  at  the  Alameda  site. 

Project  Schedule  and  Traffic  Impacts 


To  support  the  IR  Site  27  cleanup,  initial  waste  characterization 
core  sampling  activities  will  begin  in  early  July  2013.  The  IR  Site 
27  sediment  dredging,  which  will  begin  in  late  July  2013,  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed  by  late  September  2013. 
Demobilization  from  Treasure  Island  is  scheduled  to  be  completed 
by  late  October  2013.  During  the  cleanup  at  IR  Site  27,  road 
closings  are  not  expected.  The  Navy  will  coordinate  with  any 
affected  tenant  throughout  the  duration  of  the  cleanup.

Arrest  of  the  Week 

TRESSPASSER  IN  POSSESSION  OF  A GUN 


Southern  Station  foot  beat  officers  were  dispatched  to  the  Sunnyside  Hotel  locate  at  135  6th  Street  on  the  report 
of  a trespasser.  The  reporting  party  who  was  the  night  manager  advised  of  a female  trespasser  who  entered  the 
property  without  permission  and  refused  to  provide  her  identification.  Based  upon  her  behavior,  management 
requested  that  she  be  escorted  out  of  the  hotel. 

Officers  were  directed  to  an  open  hotel  room  on  the  second  floor.  As  they  looked  through  the  open  door,  they 
observed  illegal  narcotics  paraphernalia.  They  contacted  the  occupants  and  found  two  subjects  including  the 
female  trespasser.  The  male  suspect  who  was  holding  a gym  bag  was  found  to  be  on  active  felony  probation  for 
dealing  illegal  drugs.  A search  of  his  person,  revealed  a loaded  handgun  in  his  waistband,  a large  amount  of 
currency,  and  a large  amount  of  crack  cocaine  and  black  tar  heroin. 

The  female  subject  was  found  to  be  in  possession  of  crack  cocaine  and  narcotics  paraphernalia.  Both  were 
booked  into  jail  on  felony  weapons  and  narcotics  charges.  One  more  firearm  was  taken  off  the  streets  along 
with  a significant  amqunys&itiiaal^'cotics.  Occurred:  7-16-13  at  7:08am.

Foot  beat  officers  have  been  assisting  in  follow  up  investigations  within  their  area  of  responsibility.  While 
walking  the  beat  they  observed  a male  subject  attempting  to  walk  inside  one  of  the  local  hotels.  The  officers 
\cognized  this  subject  from  a previous  crime  incident.  During  that  incident,  the  29  year  old  suspect  threatened 
.Arm  against  a hotel  employee.  The  employee  felt  he  was  in  danger  and  believed  the  suspect  would  act  on  his 
threats.  He  therefore  requested  assistance  from  the  police. 

This  information  from  the  earlier  investigation  was  disseminated  to  other  officers;  thus  resulting  in  the 
recognition  of  this  violent  suspect  as  he  entered  the  hotel.  Officers  were  able  to  detain  the  suspect  without 
resistance  or  violence  and  discovered  he  was  in  possession  of  drug  paraphernalia  as  well  as  car  keys.  Officers 
located  the  suspect’s  vehicle  parked  on  Minna  Alley.  A records  check  revealed  the  vehicle  had  been  reported 
stolen  by  an  Oklahoma  resident  who  had  rented  the  vehicle  while  visiting  San  Francisco.  Although  the  suspect 
denied  any  knowledge  of  the  vehicle  theft,  his  jail  identification  wristband  containing  his  picture  was  found 
inside  the  vehicle.  Officers  were  able  to  close  several  cases  with  the  arrest  of  this  suspect  and  more  than  likely 
prevented  further  acts  of  violence  at  the  hotel.  Occurred : 7-12-13  at  5:18pm . 


MUM  iPhone  Theft 

Although  cell  phone  thefts  are  down  in  recent  weeks,  the  same  types  of  thefts  still  continue  to  occur  on  a regular 
basis.  A 33  female  victim  from  Alameda  was  seated  at  the  MUNI  bus  shelter  near  773  Market  Street  and  using 
her  iPhone  5 when  an  unknown  suspect  approached  her  and  snatched  the  phone  out  of  her  hands.  The  suspect 
then  fled  to  6th  Street  and  was  not  located  or  identified.  The  suspect  is  described  as  a white  male  adult,  25  to  30 
-4sars  of  age,  5-04  in  height,  and  last  seen  wearing  a light  colored  baseball  cap  with  khaki  shorts.  PLEASE  BE

Hot  Prowl 

Officers  responded  to  the  Bayside  Village  apartments  on  the  report  of  a hot  prowl.  The  33  year  old  victim  said 
she  heard  someone  messing  with  her  front  door  and  subsequently  gained  access  to  her  apartment.  The  victim 
ran  to  her  closet  and  attempted  to  call  police.

The  driver 
reported  he  was  stopped  at  a red  light  when  the  female  suspect  approached  and  shattered  the  back  window  of 
his  cab  with  an  unknown  weapon.  The  driver  then  drove  off  a safe  distance  and  followed  the  suspect  until 
police  arrived.  Although  the  motive  is  unknown,  it  appears  the  incident  may  have  sparked  after  a minor  traffic 
violation.  The  48  year  female  from  Concord  was  issued  a misdemeanor  citation  for  vandalism  and  given  a court 
date  to  appear.  Occurred : 7-15-13  at  1:45am. 


^ Bicyclist  Arrest  after  Chase 

Officers  were  on  routine  patrol  in  the  morning  hours  near  Market  and  3 rd  Streets  when  they  observed  a bicyclist 
riding  in  front  of  them.  The  bicycle  did  not  have  the  required  lights  and  reflectors  as  required  by  the  California 
Vehicle  Code.

The 
suspect  was  found  to  be  in  possession  of  several  paint  spray  cans  and  a small  amount  of  hashish.  He  was 
booked  into  juvenile  hall  of  numerous  charges.  Occurred:  7-12-13  at  1:58am. 


Observant  Business  Owner  Catches  Burglar 

A business  owner  on  the  200  block  of  Sutter  Street  had  previously  reported  he  was  the  victim  of  a burglary  after 
a suspect  had  kicked  in  the  door  to  his  shop  and  stolen  an  undisclosed  amount  of  currency.  Following  the 
incident,  the  business  owner  printed  photos  of  the  suspect  from  surveillance  footage  and  distributed  them  to 
surrounding  business  owners.  One  of  these  business  owners  said  he  recognized  the  suspect  when  he  came  into 
his  business  and  inquired  about  services.  The  inquiry  was  probably  just  a rouse  and  the  suspect  was  more  than 
likely  scouting  out  another  place  to  steal  from.  The  witness  followed  the  suspect  to  6th  Street  and  Stevenson 
were  foot  beat  officers  were  flagged  down  and  stopped  the  suspect. . The  56  year  old  suspect  was  confirmed  to 
be  the  same  person  from  the  earlier  burglary  and  was  also  wearing  the  same  jacket  and  clothing.  A records 
check  also  revealed  he  was  on  active  parole  for  a prior  burglary  conviction.  The  suspect  was  booked  into  jail  on 
^felony  burglary  charges  as  well  as  a parole  violation.  Occurred:  7-12-13  at  7:55pm. 


Violent  Transient  Threatens  Police 


Homeless  Outreach  Officers  were  conducting  patrol  of  the  area  near  Bryant  Street  and  Main  Street  when  they 
observed  numerous  homeless  encampments  set  up  along  the  sidewalk.  Based  upon  the  violation  of  the  City’s 
t'i\  il  Sidewalk  Ordinance,  the  transient  subjects  were  advised  to  collect  their  belongings  and  start  their  day.

He  was  subsequently  detained  before  having  an 
opportunity  to  do  harm.  He  was  booked  into  jail  for  violation  of  the  sit/lie  ordinance,  threatening  a police 
officer,  and  several  outstanding  arrest  warrants.  Occurred:  7-15-13  a t 7:11am. 

Treasure  Island  Burglary  Leads  to  Arrest 

A resident  on  Keppler  Court  (Treasure  Island)  was  awoken  to  the  sound  of  shattering  glass  coming  from  the 
...  k tg  door  of  his  do  wnstairs  apartment.  He  went  downstairs  to  investigate  and  observed  three  black  male 
suspects  inside  his  residence.  Upon  seeing  the  victim,  all  three  suspects  fled  out  of  the  townhome.  Moments 
later  officers  responded  to  the  area  and  a description  was  broadcasted  over  the  radio.  One  suspect  who  was 
observed  wearing  a blue  hooded  sweater  was  found  and  arrested  at  a nearby  bus  stop.  The  remaining  two 
juvenile  suspects  got  away.

Dumbfounded  Thief

and  was  subsequently  detained  after  a brisk  afternoon  jog.  The  iPhone  was  determined  to  have  been  stolen  in  an 
auto  burglary  earlier  in  the  day  near  Golden  Gate  Park.  The  fleeing  suspect  was  arrested  on  being  in  possession 
of  stolen  property  and  several  felony  arrest  warrants  including  burglary.

Auxiliary  Law  Enforcement  Response  Team  (ALERT) 


The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  developed  a volunteer  citizen  disaster  preparedness  program.  The 
Auxiliary  Law  Enforcement  Response  Team  (ALERT)  will  recruit,  train,  credential,  and  uniform  volunteers  to 
assist  law  enforcement  in  the  event  of  a natural  or  manmade  disaster.  Volunteers  must  be  at  least  16  years  of 
age  and  live,  work,  or  attend  high  school  in  San  Francisco. 

The  ALERT  program  is  modeled  after  and  works  in  partnership  with  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department's  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response  Team  (NERT).  The  ALERT  program  will  train 
members  of  the  public  to  assist  law  enforcement  in  essential  tasks  after  a major  disaster.  Such  tasks  may 
include:  traffic  control,  foot  patrol  of  business  and  residential  areas,  reporting  criminal  activity,  working  in 
partnership  with  NERT  volunteers  to  provide  well-being  checks,  assisting  with  medical  aid,  at  district  police 
stations,  or  with  Animal  Care  and  Control  in  the  handling  of  pets,  securing  resource  locations,  and  delivering 
logistical  supplies.  In  addition,  ALERT  members  will  direct  individuals  to  mass  casualty  and  shelter  locations, 
assist  at  reunification  centers,  provide  support  at  schools  for  reunification,  and  participate  in  Operation  Return. 

Volunteers  will  receive  training  from  both  the  San  Francisco  Fire  De]5hftment  and  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department.  ALERT  volunteers  will  first  complete  the  Fire  Department’s  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response 
Team  (NERT)  training  ( www  .sfgov.org/sfhertL  and  then  graduate  into  an  eight  hour  Police  Department  course 
specifically  designed  for  ALERT  team  members-.  The  ALERT  program  will  have  Basic,  Senior,  and 
Supervisory  level  positions.  Based  upon  the  volunteer’s  level  of  additional  training,  he/she  may  wish  to  obtain 
Senior  or  Supervisory  level  status. 

All  ALERT  volunteers  will  be  subject  to  a basic  background  check  given  to  all  Police  Department  volunteers. 
After  the  completion  of  training  and  having  met  any  and  all  requirements,  the  ALERT  volunteer  will  be  given 
identifying  credentials  reflecting  their  level  of  training  and  role  within  the  ALERT  program.  For  a

While  assisting  paramedics  with  placing  the  subject  onto  the  gurney,  one  of  the 
officers  observed  tattoo  on  the  subject’s  right  wrist.  The  officer  had  remember  the 
“666”  tattoo  from  a department  crime  alert  a week  before. 

The  crime  alert  identified  a wanted  suspect  from  a Wells  Fargo  Bank  Robbery  in 
which  the  female  subject  attempted  to  rob  the  bank  by  passing  a note  and  stating 
she  had  a gun.  Witnesses  and  surveillance  footage  captured  the  “666”  tattoo  as  well 
as  the  suspects  physical  description  which  was  subsequently  confirmed.  The  . 

suspects  was  medically  cleared  by  hospital  staff  and  booked  into  county  jail  for 
attempted  robbery  of  a bank.  The  firearm,  if  any  was  never  found  or  even 
confirmed.  Occurred:  07-30-13  at  7:00am.

The  57  year  old  victim  was  on  a bench  of  the  Powell  Street  MUNI  station  and  removed  an 
Apple  brand  iPad  from  his  bag  and  showed  the  item  to  a younger  subject  sitting  next  to  him. 
Although  it  is  unclear  why  the  victim  did  so,  the  youngster  next  to  him  was  subsequently 
determined  to  be  one  of  several  suspects  loitering  in  the  MUNI  station  looking  for  “easy  prey”. 
Without  provocation  a second  unknown  suspect  approached  the  victim  and  grabbed  the  iPad  out 
of  his  hand. 


The  older  victim  was  unable  tc  pursue  the  suspect  and  lost  sight  of  him  in  the  station.  Luckily 

other  bystanders  had  witnessed  the  crime  and  one  outstanding  gentleman  gave  chase  to  the 
would-  be  thief.  This  suspect  ran  into  the  awaiting  MUNI  coached  and  gave  the  item  to  a third 
female  suspect.  This  suspect  quickly  exited  the  coach  and  began  to  run  upstairs  towards  the 
street  level. 

By  this  time  the  victim  had  contacted  the  station  agent  to  report  the  crime.  As  he  did,  he 
observed  the  good  Samaritan  chasing  the  suspect  who  was  holding  his  iPad  in  her  arms.  The 
Auspect  was  cornered  and  the  iPad  was  recovered.  The  good  Samaritan  and  the  victim  were  able 
lo  detain  the  suspect  until  BART  officers  noticed  the  scuffle  and  placed  her  under  arrest.  The  13 
year  old  thief  was  booked  into  the  Juvenile  Justice  Center  on  several  robbery  charges.  The  other 
two  suspects  were  not  identified  and  only  described  as  black  male  teenagers,  one  wearing  a 
purple  t-shirt  and  the  other  wearing  a black  jacket.  Occurred:  7-25-13  at  8:50pm. 

Bicycle  Thief  Captured 

On  July  25th,  officers  responded  to  a parking  lot  on  the  500  block  of  Folsom  Street  regarding  an 
auto  boost.  They  contacted  the  parking  lot  attendant  who  witnessed  the  boost  and  alerted  the 
vehicle  owner.  It  was  discovered  that  a Felt  brand  road  bicycle  valued  at  over  $5000  was  stolen 
from  the  victim’s  vehicle.  At  that  time  the  area  was  searched  but  the  suspect  was  not  located. 

The  same  alert  attendant  observed  the  same  transient  subject  today  as  he  entered  the  parking  lot 
again.  This  time,  already  knowing  what  the  suspect  was  going  to  do,  the  lot  attendant  called  91 1 
and  officers  quickly  responded.  The  suspect  was  detained  and  positively  identified  as  the 
suspect  from  the  earlier  incident.  Unfortunately  the  bicycle  was  not  in  the  possession  of  the 
thief  and  investigators  are  following  up  on  several  leads.  Occurred:  7-25-13  at  1 1 :00am. 

^ Burglary  Suspect  Arrested 

Officers  were  dispatched  to  the  area  of  5th  Street  and  Harrison  Street  on  the  report  of  an  auto 
boost  which  had  just  occurred.  While  enroute,  dispatched  provided  officers  with  a physical 
description  given  by  the  original  reporting  party.  This  description  included  a white  male  adult, 


long  hair,  and  wearing  head  phones.  Near  the  area  of  Folsom  Street  and  Harriet  Street,  officers 
observed  a familiar  subject  who  matched  the  description  broadcasted  by  dispatch.  As  they 
attempted  to  contact  the  42  year  old  thief,  the  suspected  decided  he  did  not  want  to  speak  to 
officers  and  fled  on  foot.  After  a quick  jog,  the  suspect  was  taken  into  custody  without  further 
resistance. 

The  officers  learned  the  suspect  was  currently  of  San  Francisco  Count  y felony  probation  for 
burglary.  He  was  found  to  be  in  possession  of  a small  porcelain  chip  from  a spark  plug  which 
was  believed  to  be  used  as  a tool  for  shattering  windows.  Burglary  suspects  commonly  use 
porcelain  from  spark  plugs  because  the  material  is  harder  than  glass.  They  will  sometimes 
attach  the  chip  to  a piece  of  string  and  hit  the  windows  with  it  in  order  to  quickly  shatter  them. 


The  vehicle  owner  was  contacted  at  the  scene  and  said  he  found  nothing  missing  from  inside  the 
' ehicle;  however  he  snorter)  the  headphones  taken  from  the  suspect’s  head  after  the  foot  pursuit. 
The  victim  identified  them  as  his  belongings.  The  suspect  was  booked  into  county  jail  for  a 
probation  violation  and  auto  burglary.  Occurred:  8-1-13  at  6:01prn.

Arrest  of  the  Week 

Monday,  August  5th  at  approximately  10:23pm,  Officer  responded  to  the  Cable  Car  Turnaround  near  Market 
Street  and  5th  Street  regarding  a shooting.  Numerous  officers  responded  and  five  subjects  were  subsequently 
detained  in  the  surrounding  area  after  fleeing  from  the  scene.  One  26  year  old  subject  was  located  at  the  scene 
and  found  to  have  a gunshot  wound  to  his  lower  leg. 

Officers  conducted  a thorough  investigation  which  leads  to  the  following  summarized  conclusion  of  events. 
Apparently  there  was  a large  group  of  subjects  hanging  out  near  the  Cable  Car  Turnaround.  These  subjects  were 
later  detained  and  found  to  be  young  residents  from  the  east  bay.  A juvenile  from  San  Francisco  approached  the 
other  group  and  began  yelling  at  them.  The  juvenile  subject  then  removed  a firearm  and  began  shooting  at  the 
“victims”  striking  one  in  the  leg. 

The  suspect  fled  Hallidie  Plaza  and  was  noticed  by  a police  officer  who  was  in  the  immediate  area.  As  the 
officer  grabbed  a hold  of  the  suspect,  the  youngster  admitted  to  shooting  the  victim  and  advised  the  officer  he 
had  a handgun,  inside  his  waistband.  The  officer  retrieved  the  loaded  pistol. 

Although  the  victim  and  the  other  detained  subjects  were  completely  uncooperative,  several  witnesses  as  well  as 
the  suspects  own  admission  confirmed  the  events  of  this  evening.  The  juvenile  was  booked  into  the  Juvenile 
Justice  Center  (JJC)  for  numerous  charges  and  the  other  4 detained  subjects  were  released  without  further 
incident.  Occurred:  08-05-13  at  10:23pm . 

Investigation  ofthe  Week 

A 38  year  old  San  Francisco  man  was  walking  north  on  6th  Street  near  Minna  Street  and  looking  at  his  Apple 
iPhone.  He  was  approached  from  behind  and  struck  in  the  head  by  two  suspects.  His  iPhone  was  ripped  from 
this  hands  and  the  victim  was  subsequently  kicked  repeatedly  in  the  head.  Following  the  incident,  the  suspects 
fled  and  were  not  located.  This  victim  was  transported  to  the  hospital  with  non-life  threatening  injuries. 

Officers  were  able  to  obtain  video  surveillance  of  the  attack  which  was  reviewed  later  in  the  day  by  Officer 
Gardiner.  Officer  Gardiner  recognized  one  of  the  suspects  from  previous  encounters  on  6th  Street.  Officer 
Gardiner  relayed  this  information  to  other  patrol  officers  the  following  day  during  afternoon  line-up. 

At  the  start  of  their  shift.  Officer  Cummins  and  Officer  Kugler  drove  to  6th  Street  and  were  checking  the  area 
when  the  observed  the  suspect  casually  hanging  out  on  the  street  comer  near  Natoma  Street.  He  was  detained 
and  positively  identified  as  the  involved  suspect. 

The  officers  notified  Lt  Balma  who  leads  the  Southern  Investigative  Unit  regarding  the  arrest  and  Lt.  Balma 
remembered  a similar  Robbery  case  from  February.  Lt  Balma  was  right  and  the  subject  they  had  on  this 
Robbery  was  identified  as  the  subject  who  committed  the  Robbery  in  Febmary.  GREAT  JOB  BY  ALL!!  The 
identity  and  arrest  of  the  remaining  suspect  should  be  forthcoming.  Occurred:  08-07-13  at  9:47pm . 


Significant  Incidents 

Blatant  Cell  Phone  Robbery 

At  approximately  1pm  in  the  afternoon,  officers  responded  to  the  area  of  Market  and  6th  Streets  on  the  report  of 
a cell  phone  robbery.  They  contacted  a 33  year  old  woman,  visiting  from  Georgia.  The  victim  told  officers  she 
was  standing  on  the  comer  and  looking  at  directions  on  her  cell  phone.  She  was  then  tackled  by  a male  suspect, 
knocking  her  to  the  ground.  While  on  the  ground,  the  suspect  pried  the  phone  from  her  hands  and  fled  into  the 
Tenderloin.  The  suspect  was  described  as  a Hispanic  male  adult,  20  to  30  years  of  age,  5-06  in  height,  and 
medium  build.  The  suspect  was  last  seen  wearing  a dark  hooded  sweater  and  dark  pants.  He  was  not  identified 
or  located  Occurred;  08-04-13  at  1:09pm. 

Computer  Robbery 

The  area  of  Annie  Street  and  3rd  Street  is  a bustling  area  during  daytime  areas  and  not  a very  common  place  tor 
street  crime  to  occur.  Unfoumately,  this  was  not  the  case  for  a person  walking  down  Annie  Street  holding  his 
Apple  computer  in  his  arms  and  talking  on  a cell  phone.  The  two  suspects  must  have  maided  him  as  easy  prey. 
The  first  suspect  approached  an  attempted  to  grab  the  computer  from  his  arm.  When  that  attempt  failed,  a 
second  suspect  came  from  around  the  comer  and  struck  the  victim  in  the  forehead.  The  suspects  were  able  to 
grab  a hold  of  the  laptop  and  fled  into  a blue  colored  Chevy  SUV.  Both  suspects  were  described  as  black  male 
adults,  23-26  years  of  age,  and  wearing  hooded  sweaters.  These  suspects  and  their  getaway  vehicle  appear  to  be 
connected  to  another  robbery  earlier  in  the  day  which  occurred  on  the  400  block  of  Townsend.  Occurred:  08- 
■13  at  11:27am.

Telephone  Scam 


; A 66  year  old  victim  came  to  Southern  Station  to  report  that  he  was  the  victim  of  phone  scam.  The  day  prior, 
the  victim  stated  he  received  a phone  message  from  a person  identifying  themselves  as  a “State  Office 
Investigator”.  When  he  returned  the  message  the  victim  was  told  he  owed  $3500  in  taxes  and  if  not  immediately 
paid  he  would  subject  to  arrest  as  well  as  the  revocation  of  his  passport  and  status  here  in  the  United  States. 
Fearing  the  worst  and  because  the  victim  was  not  familiar  with  due  process  here  in  the  States,  he  walked  over  to 
7-Eleven  and  obtained  $3500  in  prepaid  credit/money  cards.  He  then  relayed  the  card  numbers  to  the  suspect 
via  telephone.  When  the  victim  spoke  with  family  members  later  in  the  day,  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  he 
had  been  scammed.  Occurred:  08-06-13  at  3:20pm 


Auto  Burglary 

Officers  responded  to  the  area  of  Brannan  Street  and  2nd  Street  on  the  report  of  an  auto  burglary.  The  38  year 
old  victim  from  San  Francisco  said  she  parked  her  Mini  Cooper  at  approximately  6:00pm.  When  she  returned  at 
10:30pm,  she  found  the  rear  window  smashed  and  a property  missing.  Specifically,  the  victim  reported  that  a 
backpack  which  was  lying  on  the  back  seat  had  been  stolen  by  the  suspect.  Luckily,  no  valuable  property  was 
inside.

Alarm  Activation 


An  alarm  activation  occurred  at  a commercial  office  building  located  on  the  300  block  of  Clementina  Street.

A Sacramento  family  was  visiting  San  Francisco  and  shopping  inside  the  Westfield  Mall  on  Market  Street. 
While  in  the  food  court,  the  49  year  old  victim  placed  his  cell  phone  down  on  the  table.  Without  warning  a male 
suspect  approached  and  snatched  the  phone  from  the  table.  This  14  year  old  suspect  from  Oakland  was  unable 
to  speed  away  from  the  pursuing  victim  and  was  physically  detained  across  the  street  near  Hallidie  Plaza  when 
passing  officers  noticed  the  disturbance.  Officers  observed  the  primary  suspects  13  year  old  accomplice 
approach  the  victim  and  begin  punching  him  in  the’b'dck  of  his  head.  This  attack  allowed  the  first  suspect  to 
break  the  victim’s  hold  but  fortunately  other  good  Samaritans  intervened'and  detained  him  down  the  block.

The  sales  associated  said  the  suspect  attempted  to 
purchase  a $700  pair  of  shoes  and  wanted  to  pay  for  the  item  by  verbally  reading  off  the  credit  card  number.

Dear  Southern. Station  Community  Members, 

The  officers  at  Southern  Station-have  made  some  tremendous  arrests  this  week  (read  below). 
CThis  week  alone  there  have  been  three  arrests  where  the  suspects  were  armed  with  loaded 
nandguns.  Two  of  the-arrests  were  made  by  different  officers  acting  on  their  observations  while 
on  patrol.  This  type  of  activity  we  call  is  something  that  is  self  initiated  by  the  officer  based  on 
his/her  observations.  The  other  arrest  was  made  off  of  a 91 1 call  where  a citizen  provided  the 
dispatcher  with  a great  description  of  the  suspect  and  officers  responding  to  the  scene  located 
i the  suspect.  The  officers  here  on  a daily  basis  go  .out  with  a lot  of  enthusiasm  .and  vigor  to  make 
SOMA  safe. 

I have  received  numerous  emails  in  regards  to  the  uptick  in  graffiti  lately.  We  did  make  an 
arrest  over  the  weekend  of  5 individuals  from  out  of  town  that  came  to  SOMA  with  the  intent  to 
vandalize  property.  There  was  another  case  where  a few  residents  forwarded  me  the 
| photographs  of  the  graffiti  which  I sent  off  to  our  Graffiti  Abatement  Officer  Martin  Ferreira. 

Officer  Ferreira  was  able  to  identify  the  “TAGS”  and  advise  me  of  the  identity  of  one  of  the 
' individuals  and  provided  me  his  picture.  This  tagger  is  not  from  our  city  but  the  Southern 
! Officers  are  all  looking  for  him.  If  you  do  see  taggers  vandalizing  a building  please  call 
immediately  and  provide  our  dispatchers  with  a head  to  toe  clothing/physical  description.  If  you 
see  them  enter  a vehicle  try  and  get  the  license  plate  or  provide  a description  of  the  car. 

If  there  is  graffiti  in  your  neighborhood  please  send  the  photographs  to  the  Southern  Station 
( 6_email  (southern.  station@sfgov.  or  g).  An  officer  on  my  staff  works  with  Officer  Ferreira  in 
. collecting  these  photographs  and  trying  to  identify  the  vandal(s).

Auxiliary  Law  Enforcement  Response  Team  (ALERT) 


The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  developed  a volunteer  citizen  disaster  preparedness  program.  The 
Auxiliary  Law  Enforcement  Response  Team  (ALERT)  will  recruit,  train,  credential,  and  uniform  volunteers  to 
assist  law  enforcement  in  the  event  of  a natural  or  manmade  disaster.  Volunteers  must  be  at  least  16  years  of 
age  and  live,  work,  or  attend  high  school  in  San  Francisco. 

The  ALERT  program  is  modeled  after  and  works  in  partnership  with  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department's  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response  Team  (NERT).  The  ALERT  program  will  train 
members  of  the  public  to  assist  law  enforcement  in  essential  tasks  after  a major  disaster.  Such  tasks  may 
include:  traffic  control,  foot  patrol  of  business  and  residential  areas,  reporting  criminal  activity,  working  in 
partnership  with  NERT  volunteers  to  provide  well-being  checks,  assisting  with  medical  aid,  at  district  police 
stations,  or  with  Animal  Care  and  Control  in  the  handling  of  pets,  securing  resource  locations,  and  delivering 
logistical  supplies.  In  addition,  ALERT  members  will  direct  individuals  to  .mass  casualty  and  shelter  locations, 
assist  at  reunification  centers,  provide  support  at  schools  for  reunification,  and  participate  in  Operation  Return. 

Volunteers  will  receive  training  from  both  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department.  ALERT  volunteers  will  first  complete  the  Fire  Department’s  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response 
Team  (NERT)  training  (www. sfgov.org/ sffaerf) , and  then  graduate  into  an  eight  hour  Police  Department  course 
specifically  designed  for  ALERT  team  members.  The  ALERT  program  will  have  Basic,  Senior,  and 
Supervisory  level  positions.  Based  upon  the  volunteer’s  level  of  additional  training,  he/she  may  wish  to  obtain 
Senior  or  Supervisory  level  status. 

All  ALERT  volunteers  will  be  subject  to  a basic  background  check  given  to  all  Police  Department  volunteers.

SFPUC  spokesman  Tyrone  Jue  said. 

Treasure  Island  often  falls  victim  to  outages  caused  by  birds  and  other  issues  because 
of  a lack  of  redundancies  built  into  the  system,  Jue  said. 

“If  a bird  strategically  hits  a power  line,  it  can  cut  off  power  to  the  whole  island,”  he 
said. 

The  404-acre  island  is  still  owned  by  the  U.S.  Navy  and  is  in  the  process  of  being 
handed  over  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco. 

“We’ve  done  some  upgrades  to  try  to  improve  the  redundancies,  but  there’s  only  so 
much  you  can  do  without  doing  a whole  capital  overhaul,”  Jue  said.

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NEGOTIATIONS  WITH  NAVY  SLOW 
TRANSITION  THAT  COULD  SOLVE 
TREASURE  ISLAND  POWER 

OUTAGE  TROUBLES 


San  Francisco’s  Treasure  Island  lost  power  briefly  Thursday  morning,  a recurring 
problem  with  the  island’s  aging  infrastructure  that  city  crews  are  trying  to  patch  up 
but  cannot  permanently  solve  while  the  property  is  still  owned  by  the  U.S.  Navy. 


Thursday’s  outage  covered  most  of  the  island  and  lasted  just  over  an  hour,  starting 
around  7 a.m.  and  ending  around  8:10  a.m. 

A seagull  that  flew  into  overhead  wires  and  died  caused  the  outage,  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  spokesman  Charles  Sheehan  said. 


Sheehan  said  the  outage  was  the  seventh  in  2013  on  the  404-acre  island,  which  has 
some  parts  of  its  power  system  that  date  back  to  the  1 940s. 


The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  in  201 1 approved  a massive 
redevelopment  project  to  add  thousands  of  new  residential  units,  commercial  space, 
a ferry  terminal  and  other  new  infrastructure  on  Treasure  Island,  where  the  U.S. 
Navy  closed  its  base  in  1997. 

However,  the  island  and  infrastructure  is  still  owned  by  the  Navy,  with  plans  to 
transfer  it  to  the  city  in  four  major  phases  scheduled  to  start  in  October  2014  and 
ending  in  2021 , said  Bob  Beck,  development  director  of  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority,  which  is  overseeing  the  transition. 

The  redevelopment  has  been  delayed  because  of  a lawsuit  against  environmental 
plans  for  the  project,  as  well  as  lengthy  negotiations  with  the  Navy  over  the 


Beck  said  in  the  meantime,  his  agency  is  working  with  the  SFPUC  on 
“improvements  that  can  be  made  to  the  existing  system  to  increase  its  reliability, 
with  recognition  that  virtually  all  of  these  utilities  are  going  to  be  replaced  as  part  of 
the  development.” 

Sheehan  said  more  improvements  were  made  in  2012  and  earlier  this  year, 
including  adding  sensors  that  SFPUC  crews  can  use  with  infrared  goggles  to  see 
where  hot  spots  are  on  wires  and  make  preemptive  repairs  before  a possible 
outage. 

Crews  are  also  stepping  up  their  inspection  of  transformers  on  the  island  and 
increasing  the  trimming  of  tree  branches  near  power  lines,  he  said. 

Residents  and  business  owners  said  the  problem  was  much  worse  last  year  but  has 
gotten  better  since  the  improvements. 

Jim  Mirowski,  owner  of  Treasure  Island  Wines,  said  frequent  power  outages  last 
year  were  “a  disaster”  but  have  lessened  in  recent  months. 

“There’s  been  a few  but  it’s  been  better,”  Mirowski  said. 

Mark  Brueaker,  a resident  on  the  island,  said  “it’s  been  really  bad  in  the  past,”  as 
frequently  as  once  or  twice  a week  but  also  said  it  had  gotten  better  recently. 

Sheehan  said  Thursday’s  outage  would  have  happened  whether  it  was  on  Treasure 
Island  or  elsewhere. 

“It’s  not  unique  to  our  system,”  he  said.  “A  bird  flying  into  lines  will  cause  an  outage 
anywhere  in  the  country.”

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CHP  warns  drivers  crossing  new  Bay  Bridge  span

OAKLAND  --  Drivers  should  keep  any  "wow"  factor  under  wraps  and  leave  the  gawking  up 
to  their  passengers  when  they  cross  the  shiny,  new  Bay  Bridge  for  the  first  time,  law 
enforcement  and  bridge  officials  cautioned  Wednesday. 

The  new  bridge  - with  its  soaring,  side-by-side  traffic  decks  and  iconic  signature  white  tower 
rising  high  in  the  sky  before  Yerba  Buena  Island  --  could  prove  to  be  quite  a distraction, 
especially  at  50  mph  the  whole  way.  And  don't  even  think  about  using  the  new  span's 
shoulders  --  the  old  one  doesn't  have  any  --  as  a handy  spot  to  pull  over  and  snap  pictures 
of  the  unaccustomed  and  unimpeded  view,  warned  Bay  Bridge  spokesman  Andrew  Gordon. 

"You  will  get  a ticket,"  Gordon  said.  "There  are  plenty  of  places  on  Treasure  Island  to  stop 
and  take  pictures." 

But  all  that  won't  worry  Caltraris  and  the  California  Highway  Patrol  until  after  the  new  bridge 
opens,  which  is  set  for  5 a.m.  on  Tuesday,  Sept.  3. 

In  the  meantime,  the  state  urges  motorists  to  plan  ahead  for  the  five-day  bridge  shutdown 
which  begins  at  8 p.m.  on  Wednesday,  Aug.  28,  by  using  51 1 .org  to  check  out  transit 
options  or  considering  using  other  toll  bridges. 

On  Wednesday,  avoid  being  stranded  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  by  giving 
yourself  plenty  of  time  to  make  it  back  across  the  span  before  the  CHP  begins  the  first  rolling 
traffic  breaks  that  signal  the  start  of  the  shutdown.  Those  could  occur  anytime  in  the  hour 
leading  up  to  8 p.m.,  said  CHP  spokesman  Sam  Morgan. 

Ramps  and  approaches  from  interstates  880,  580  and  80  in  Oakland  will  be  closed.  In  San 
Francisco,  nine  ramps  will  be  blocked  or  detoured.  Treasure  Island  residents  and  workers 
have  been  issued  permits  but  must  access  the  western  end  of  the  bridge  at  Harrison  and 
First  streets. 

"Be  patient  and  obey  directions  of  law  enforcement  personnel,"  Morgan  said  as  part  of  a 
broad  message  to  the  public  delivered  Wednesday  afternoon.  "If  everyone  is  singing  from 
the  same  sheet  of  music,  this  production  will  go  off  without  a hitch." 

Among  other  tips  from  the  CHP,  Oakland  and  San  Francisco  police: 


Other  toll  bridges  will  likely  have  more  traffic  during  the  closure,  so  build  in  extra  drive 
time. 
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Fill  up  your  gas  tank,  make  sure  your  vehicles  is  in  proper  working  order  and  pack 
extra  snacks  and  drinks  --  nonalcoholic,  of  course  --  in  the  event  you  are  caught  in 
congestion. 


Attempting  to  circumvent  a road  closure  barrier  or  a cruiser  conducting  traffic  control 
puts  everyone  at  peril.  Don't  do  it.

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For  most  commuters  crossing  the  Bay  Bridge, 
Treasure  Island  is  just  an  oddly  flat  strip  of 
land  pancaked  on  the  bay,  incongruously 
joined  to  Yerba  Buena  Island  and  serving  no 
discernible  function.

Q Printable  Version  is  both  an  engineering  marvel  and  the  site  of 

one  of  the  oddest,  most  beloved  and  fantastic 
creations  in  the  city's  history  - the  Golden 
Gate  International  Exposition  of  1939,  San  Francisco's  third  and  last  World's  Fair. 
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Treasure  Island  was  built  to  celebrate  the  opening  of  the  Bay  Bridge  and  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge,  both  completed  during  the  depth  of  the  Depression,  and  to  show  the  world  that 
San  Francisco  was  vibrant  enough  to  create  a glittering  fairyland  on  a man-made  island  2 
miles  out  in  the  bay. 


As  Richard  Reinhardt  notes  in  "Treasure  Island:  San  Francisco's  Exposition  Years,"  civic 
boosters  and  Chamber  of  Commerce  pooh-bahs  spent  months  trying  to  pick  a site  for  the 
fair.  Golden  Gate  Park,  China  Basin,  Candlestick  Point  and  Lake  Merced  were  all 
considered  and  rejected. 


Backers  then  turned  their  attention  to  a 735-acre  reef  just  north  of  Yerba  Buena  Island, 
which  tests  showed  could  support  an  artificial  island.  A prominent  businessman  named 
Leland  Cutler  championed  the  site,  but  several  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
argued  that  the  fair  should  be  held  on  the  mainland. 

The  13-hour  debate  featured  the  deathless  assertion  by  Supervisor  James  McSheehy  about 
Cutler:  "We  all  love  him,  but  he  don't  know  the  rump  of  the  common  people  like  I do!" 

When  probed,  the  rump  of  the  common  people  turned  out  to  support  building  the  island, 

Project  Administration,  which  was  created  to  provide  employment  during  the  Depression, 
committed  the  WPA  to  paying  for  most  construction  costs  for  an  international  airport  at 
the  site,  which  could  first  be  used  for  the  fair. 

The  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  undertook  the  job  in  1936,  which  boosters  grandiosely 
claimed  would  result  in  the  largest  man-made  island  on  Earth.  That  was  an  exaggeration, 
but  the  construction  of  Treasure  Island  (named  after  the  novel  by  Robert  Louis  Stevenson, 
who  lived  on  Bush  Street  for  a time)  was  nonetheless  an  impressive  feat. 

Sinking  island 

The  Army  Corps  dumped  287,000  tons  of  boulders  on  the  reef,  surrounded  it  with  a 
3-mile-long  seawall,  and  filled  the  resulting  lagoon  with  25  million  cubic  yards  of  mud 
and  sand. 

The  finished  island  was  not  entirely  stable:  Its  north  end,  built  on  mud,  was  expected  to 
slowly  sink.  No  buildings  were  erected  on  this  part  of  the  island,  which  became  a 12,000- 
car  parking  lot  for  the  fair.  The  lot  is  gone;  the  island  is  still  sinking. 
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The  fair  opened  Feb.  18, 1939,  after  several  years  of  loud,  irrational  hoopla  designed  to 
bring  paying  customers  through  the  turnstiles.  The  Treasure  Island  "Theme  Girl,”  a leggy, 
permanently  smiling  young  lady  named  Zoe  Dell  Lands,  traveled  around  the  country  in  a 
risque  pirate  costume,  posing  with  Indian  chiefs,  driving  bulldozers  and  leaping 
across  crevasses. 


The  fair  was  a melange  of  wild  architectural  creations,  corny  historical  pageants,  paeans  to 
international  goodwill,  technological  innovations  and  early  exercises  in  corporate 
branding,  with  plenty  of  good  old-fashioned  amusement-park  fun  and  games  thrown  in. 


Peculiar  attractions 

One  section,  known  as  the  Gayway  ("Forty  Acres  of  Fun"),  featured  such  peculiar 
attractions  as  82  little  people  in  cowboy  costumes  in  a Western  town,  an  automobile 
racetrack  for  monkeys,  and,  most  memorably,  Sally  Rand's  Nude  Ranch,  where  for  a 
quarter  spectators  could  peek  through  glass  panels  as  20  "cowgirls"  wearing  only  G-strings 
and  boots  tossed  horseshoes,  swung  lariats  and  played  badminton. 

This  remarkably  lubricious  show  packed  in  65,000  people  during  the  fair's  first  week.  But 
most  of  the  shows  on  the  Gayway  were  not  so  successful:  About  two-thirds  of  them 
went  broke.

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Treasure  Island  Braces  for  Bay  Bridge 
Closure

The  Bay  Bridge  is  set  to  close  Wednesday,  setting  off  a scramble  to  get  around  the  Bay  Area.  NBC  Bay  Area's  Monte 
Francis  takes  a look  at  how  Treasure  Island  will  be  impacted  by  the  closure.' 
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The  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay  Bridge  will  be 
closed  to  traffic  beginning  Wednesday  night  in 
preparation  for  the  opening  of  the  new  $6.4 

billion  eastern  span  next  week. 

The  span  will  be  closed  in  both  directions  from  8 p.m.  on  Aug.  28  to  5 a.m.  on  Sept.  3,  the  day  after 
Labor  Day,  to  complete  additional  work  that  must  be  completed  before  the  new  span  can  be 
opened  to  the  driving  public. 

The  closure  will  set  off  a scramble  for  motorists  to  get  around  the  Bay  Area. 

Treasure  Island  residents,  who  live  between  the  western  and  eastern  spans  of  the  bridge,  will  be 
able  to  get  in  and  out  of  San  Francisco  during  the  closure.  However,  going  anywhere  else  will  be  a 
challenge. 

NBC  Bay  Area's  Monte  Francis  shows  more  on  how  Treasure  Island  will  be  affected  during  the 
closure  in  his  video  report  above.

The  new  span  will  have  five  lanes  in  each  direction,  as  the  current  span  does,  but  there  also  will  be 
two  shoulders  in  each  direction,  which  means  that  stalls  and  accidents  won't  clog  the  bridge  as 
often  as  they  currently  do,  Gordon  said. 

In  addition  to  being  safer  during  earthquakes,  drivers  will  have  a better  overall  experience  when 
they  drive  across  the  new  eastern  span  of  the  Bay  Bridge  when  it  opens,  according  to  CalTrans. 

CalTrans  says  traffic  flow  will  improve,  curves  will  be  more  subtle  and  graceful  and  eastbound 
drivers  will  have  great  views  of  the  Port  of  Oakland  and  the  East  Bay  hills. 
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The  main  reason  transportation  officials  have  been  building  the  new  $6.4  billion  span  is  that  it  will 
be  selsmlcally  safer  than  the  existing  span,  which  opened  in  1936  and  had  a deck  collapse  in  the 
1989  Loma  Prieta  earthquake. 

Transportation  officials  have  been  planning  for  a long  time  to  open  the  new  span  on  Sept.  3 but 
that  opening  date  was  thrown  in  doubt  in  March  when  it  was  discovered  that  a significant  number  of 
96  bolts  that  secure  earthquake  shock  absorbers  known  as  shear  keys  to  the  deck  of  the  bridge 
failed  when  they  were  tightened  on  a pier  east  of  Yerba  Buena  Island. 

The  long-term  solution  to  fixing  the  broken  bolts  Is  to  cover  them  with  an  exterior  saddle  and  cable 
system  that  Is  encased  in  concrete  but  that  work  isn't  expected  to  be  completed  until  mid- 
December,  Caltrans  said.

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America's  Cup  makes  Treasure  Island 
Sailing  Center  a winner

The  America's  Cup  will  shine  a spotlight  on  the  world's  best  sailors  for  two  weeks  next 
month. 

But  long  after  those  sailors  are  gone,  a local  nonprofit  will  help  spread  sailing  education  to 
thousands  of  San  Francisco  kids. 

The  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center,  which  has  been  teaching  sailing  to  local  youngsters  for 
13  years,  will  receive  a $250,000  donation  to  expand  its  programming. 

The  money  is  coming  from  the  San  Francisco  America's  Cup  Organizing  Committee,  a group 
whose  main  goal  is  to  reimburse  the  city  for  costs  associated  with  hosting  the  34th 
America's  Cup.  But  its  members  also  wanted  to  make  a contribution  related  to  sailing  that 
would  have  a lasting  impact  on  the  region. 

T\)e  America's  Cup  spectacle  will  wrap  up  by  Sept.  21,  but  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center 
now  will  be  part  of  the  Cup's  legacy. 

"I'd  like  to  take  this  organization  to  the  next  level  and  with  the  help  of  the  ACOC  we're  on 
target,"  said  Jana  Steel,  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center's  CEO  who  came  aboard  this 
year.  "This  money  that  ACOC  will  give  us  is  huge  to  us.  We  want  to  grow  and  be  able  to 
provide  this  experience  to  everybody." 

The  money  is  a significant  financial  boost  for  the  Sailing  Center,  which  has  a normal  annual 
operating  budget  of  about  $550,000.  The  extra  dollars  allow  the  nonprofit  to  buy  a new 
double  wide  trailer  that  will  give  it  more  classroom  space  on  Treasure  Island.  Some  of  the 
money  will  also  go  toward  hiring  another  sailing  instructor. 
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Currently  the  Sailing  Center  serves  about  1,500  kids  annually  in  San  Francisco.  But  with  the 
expanded  space,  Steel  wants  to  expand  the  center's  instruction  to  all  4,260  fourth  graders  in 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Schools. 

Along  with  teaching  the  basics  of  sailing,  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  incorporates 
instruction  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay's  ecology,  renewable  energy  and  maritime  history. 

Major  donors  to  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  include  PG&E  Corp.,  Hanson  Bridgett 
LLP,  Bishop  Ranch,  Recommind  Inc.  and  various  grants.

OAKLAND  --  Finally.  After  16  years  of  political  bellyaching,  1 1 years  of  construction  and 
$6.4  billion  taxpayer  dollars,  the  new  Bay  Bridge  is  set  to  open  at  dawn  on  the  first  day  back 
to  work  following  the  Labor  Day  weekend. 

Starting  Wednesday  night  and  continuing  through  the  holiday,  contractors  will  realign 
Interstate  80  with  the  new  2.2-mile  bridge  in  Oakland  and  at  Yerba  Buena  Island.  The  final 
touches  are  routine  ~ paving,  barrier  rail  installation  and  lane  striping. 

But  this  last  stretch  has  more  moving  parts  than  a Swiss  watch,  particularly  for  the  motoring 


Here  are  some  of  the  most  asked  questions  and  the  answers: 

Q When  exactly  will  the  Bay  Bridge  be  closed? 

A The  California  Highway  Patrol  will  begin  rolling  traffic  breaks  between  7 to  8 p.m. 
Wednesday  on  eastbound  and  westbound  Interstate  80  on  each  end  of  the  Bay  Bridge  in 
preparation  for  an  8 p.m.  shutdown.  To  avoid  an  unexpected  long  detour  and  congestion, 
cross  the  bridge  well  ahead  of  7 p.m. 

In  addition,  15  1-80  connector  ramps  to  the  bridge  will  be  closed  --  nine  in  San  Francisco,  six 
in  Oakland  --  so  be  prepared  for  street-level  delays  in  these  areas.  The  bridge  and  the 
connector  ramps  will  remain  closed  until  at  least  5 a.m.  Tuesday. 

The  work  schedule  contains  what  Caltrans  calls  "float,"  or  extra  time  intended  to  absorb 
typical  construction  glitches.  If  the  contractors  finish  the  work  early,  the  bridge  could  open 
early.  But  don't  count  on  it,  said  Bay  Bridge  spokesman  Andrew  Gordon,  because  these 
things  rarely  go  off  without  any  problems. 

Q What  will  happen  during  the  closure? 

A Contractors  will  simultaneously  align  both  ends  of  the  bridge  with  Interstate  80. 

At  Yerba  Buena  Island,  the  transition  structure  into  the  tunnel  is  complete  and  the  crews 
need  only  install  traffic  barriers,  put  down  connecting  pavement  and  stripe  the  new  lanes. 

On  the  Oakland  side,  contractors  must  finish  the  westbound  lanes  from  the  toll  plaza  to  the 
new  span.  They  will  demolish  a portion  of  the  existing  eastbound  touchdown  before 
constructing  the  new  eastern  lanes.  They  will  also  erect  a temporary  wooden  trestle  for  the 
bike  and  pedestrian  path. 

Q Who  will  be  the  first  regular  commuter  to  drive  across  the  mew  spam? 

A With  a bit  of  luck,  it  could  be  you.  . 
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As  soon  as  the  bridge  team  says  "Go!"  Caltrans  will  begin  taking  down  the  orange  barrier 
cones  blocking  the  closed  freeway  ramps  in  San  Francisco  and  Oakland.  CHP  units  will 
escort  vehicles  lane-by-lane  onto  the  new  span  until  all  five  lanes  are  open,  CHP 
spokesman  Sam  Morgan  said. 

If  you  happen  to  be  in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time,  you  could  be  the  first  motorist,  or  at 
least  among  the  first  drivers,  to  cross  the  newly  opened  span. 

But  don’t  line  up  behind  the  barriers  in  anticipation  of  being  first,  warn  bridge  officials  --  you'll 
earn  a nasty  ticket  if  you  impede  operations. 

Q What  are  my  travet  alternatives  during  the  closure? 

A BART  is  running  24  hours  a day  during  the  shutdown.  There  are  buses  and  ferries.  And

Q I need  to  go  to  Treasure  Island  or  Yerba  Buena  Island.  How  do  1 get  there? 

A Island  residents,  employees  and  special  event  attendees  may  obtain  a permit  from  the 
Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  which  will  allow  passage  through  the  CHP 
checkpoint  at  Harrison  and  First  streets  in  San  Francisco.  Call  415-274-0660  for  information. 

Q What  happened  to  the  public  celebration  to  mark  the  bridge's  opening? 

A The  bridge  walk  and  fireworks  were  canceled  earlier  this  summer  when  repairs  of  broken 
bolts  on  the  new  bridge  threw  the  timeline  --  and  fundraising  --  out  of  whack. 

By  the  time  engineers  figured  out  a temporary  fix  that  allowed  the  weekend  operation  to 
move  ahead,  there  was  no  time  to  resurrect  it.  Instead,  there  will  be  an  invitation-only,  VIP 
chain-cutting  ceremony  Monday. 

Q Why  is  the  chain-cutting  ceremony  closed  to  the  general  public? 

A Providing  safe  access  to  thousands  of  people  who  might  attend  a ceremony  wasn't 
possible  in  the  short  time  available,  said  Randy  Rentschler,  spokesman  for  the  Bay  Area  Toll 

Authority. 

Q Will  the  new  bridge's  bike  and  pedestrian  path  open  on  Sept  3,  too? 

A Yes,  the  path  is  scheduled  to  open  at  noon. 

Keep  in  mind,  the  path  only  goes  partway  until  2015.  A portion  of  the  old  bridge  must  be 
demolished  before  the  contractors  can  complete  the  Yerba  Buena  Island  connection. 

No  dedicated  parking  exists  near  the  trailheads  in  Emeryville  and  Oakland,  so  check  out  the 
path  map  at  baybridgeinfo.org. 

Q What  will  happen  to  the  old  bridge? 
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A It  will  be  demolished.  In  fact,  planning  started  months  ago. 

But  don't  expect  to  see  a wrecking  ball  out  there  next  week.  It  will  take  up  to  three  years  and 
$234  million  to  dismantle  the  1936  steel  cantilevered  truss  bridge  piece  by  piece. 

Contractors  must  methodically  take  the  bridge  down  in  the  precise  opposite  order  it  was 
erected  or  risk  a catastrophic  collapse,  say  engineers.  Such  a failure  could  injure  or  kill 
employees  and  dump  toxic  lead-based  paint  and  other  debris  into  the  bay. 
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When  Erin  Shea  and  Zac  Hays  decided  to  have 
their  wedding  on  Treasure  Island  during  the 
Labor  Day  weekend,  with  a potential  bridge 
closure  looming  and  a huge  party  planned  for 
the  opening  of  the  new  eastern  span,  they 
knew  they  were  taking  a risk. 

"When  we  initially  booked  the  spot,  we  were 
worried  because  we  knew  the  bridge  was  going 
to  be  closed  and  we  were  scared  because  there

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were  so  many  festivities  planned,”  Shea  said.  "We  joked  that  on  the  invites,  instead  of 


chicken  or  beef  we  would  have  to  see  if  people  wanted  a driving  pass  or  not." 
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But  with  the  bridge  closed  and  lavish  public  ceremonies  all  but  canceled,  the  couple  and 
their  guests  will  have  Treasure  Island  largely  to  themselves  for  their  wedding  Sunday. 

When  Shea  and  Hays,  who  met  at  UC  Santa  Cruz  in  2004,  were  looking  for  a venue,  they 
knew  that  they  wanted  to  pick  somewhere  out  of  the  ordinary. 

"We’re  having  kind  of  a big  wedding,  but  we  didn't  want  to  have  just  another  wedding  in  a 
hotel  ballroom,"  Shea  said. 
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They  decided  on  the  Winery  San  Francisco,  a 20,000-square-foot  winemaking  center  in  an 
old  hangar  on  Treasure  Island. 

"We  have  our  weddings  right  on  the  crushing  floor,"  said  Bryan  Kane,  head  winemaker  at 
the  winery.  "It's  a real  wine  country  setting,  just  like  Napa." 

But  unlike  Napa,  Labor  Day  weekend  on  the  island  was  originally  planned  to  be  a 
whirlwind  of  concerts,  receptions  and  fancy  dinners  that  was  expected  to  draw  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  people. 


"My  biggest  moment  of  panic  was  when  we  thought  there  were  going  to  be  250,000  people 
on  Treasure  Island,"  Shea  said.  "We  may  have  been  the  only  people  who  were  excited 
when  the  bolts  started  breaking." 

Their  excitement  was  not  misplaced,  as  authorities  had  to  dramatically  scale  back  plans  for 
any  sort  of  large  public  celebration. 

"Originally,  the  plan  was  to  try  and  engage  more  than  200,000  people.  Whether  they  were 
w alkers  or  runners  or  bikers,  we  wanted  to  celebrate  in  a big  public  way,"  said  John 
c oodwu  *Ur  'Mohtar  T ranspo’+rtio  1 r a nnss  c • ' 

failed  in  March,  it  cast  a deep  dark  cloud  of  uncertainty  over  the  opening  date." 

That  uncertainty  lasted  for  months,  as  engineers  tested  the  faulty  bolts  and  the  opening 
date  was  pushed  to  December  and  then,  with  less  than  two  weeks  to  plan,  was  moved  back 
to  this  weekend. 
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"What  we've  got  now,  13  days  from  the  meeting  when  they  decided  to  close  the  bridge,  is  a 
very  modest  plan,"  Goodwin  said.  "Has  it  been  scaled  down?  Yeah,  by  orders  of 
magnitude,  but  we'll  still  have  a very  good  ceremony." 


That  modest  ceremony,  which  will  consist  now  of  a simple  chain  cutting  near  the  toll  plaza 
Monday,  means  that  Shea  and  Hays  will  be  two  of  only  a few  thousand  people  who  will 
have  access  to  the  island  this  weekend  after  they  were  able  to  secure  special  driving  passes. 

The  passes,  provided  by  Caltrans  and  distributed  through  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority,  allow  residents  and  people  with  business  on  the  island  to  use  the 
western  span  while  the  rest  of  the  bridge  is  closed  to  the  public. 

All  told,  nearly  4,000  passes  were  distributed,  said  Mirian  Saez,  spokeswoman  for 
the  authority. 

"September  is  usually  the  start  of  high  season  on  the  island,  so  I think  the  residents 
appreciate  a quiet  weekend,"  she  said.  "Some  people  see  it  as  a hassle,  but  we  think  of  it  as 
a special  time  on  the  island,  with  the  bridge  being  empty." 

Shea  took  it  all  in  stride,  saying  her  guests  were  being  flexible  and  that  she  didn't  have  any 
trouble  securing  passes  for  them. 

Saez  was  optimistic  about  the  impact  the  closure  would  have  on  the  wedding,  one  of  three 
taking  place  on  the  island  this  weekend. 

"I  think  this  could  even  make  her  special  day  a little  more  special,"  she  said.

BACKGROUND 

On  August  8,  2006,  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  {the  “Authority”)  Board  of 
Directors  approved  a Professional  Services  Agreement  (the  "Agreement")  with  the  Embarcadero 
YMCA,  a Branch  of  the  YMCA  of  San  Francisco,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  (the 
“YMCA”),  for  the  operation  of  the  Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  (aka  “Building  402”)  and 
programming  of  recreation  and  leisure  services  at  the  Gymnasium.  The  YMCA  was  selected  in 
accordance  with  a competitive  solicitation  process  in  which  the  YMCA  submitted  the  only 
response  to  a Request  for  Proposals  for  Management,  Operation  and  Programming  of  Recreation 
and  Leisure  Services  at  Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  issued  by  the  Authority. 

On  August  8,  2006  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  also  approved  a month-to-month  Sublease 
with  the  YMCA  for  use  of  Building  402  in  support  of  the  Professional  Services  Agreement.  The 
Authority  and  the  YMCA  have  subsequently  amended  both  the  Agreement  and  the  Sublease 
annually  to  extend  the  terms  of  the  Agreement  and  of  the  Sublease  and  to  make  other  necessary 
revisions  to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  documents.  Throughout  the  term  of  the  Agreement 
and  the  Sublease,  the  YMCA  has  been  a tenant  in  good  standing  and  a valuable,  engaged 
member  of  the  Islands  community. 

CONTRACT  SOLICITACION/SELECTION  PROCESS 

In  May  of  2013,  the  Authority  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  for  the  Management,  Operation 
and  Programming  of  Recreational  Sendees  at  the  Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  (the  “RFP”)  to 
again  solicit  competitive  proposals  for  operation  of  the  Gymnasium.  The  RFP  document  was 
reviewed  by  the  City’s  Contract  Monitoring  Division  ahead  of  issuance  and  was  noticed  and 
publicly  advertised  by  the  City’s  Office  of  Contract  Administration  and  by  the  Authority,  with 
additional  notification  made  to  recreation  service  providers  throughout  the  area.  A Pre-Proposal 
Conference  was  held  at  the  Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  on  June  27th,  2013  allowing  potential 
respondents  the  opportunity  to  assess  the  facility  and  formulate  any  assumptions  about  the  RFP’s 
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Scope  of  Work.  The  Authority  received  two  responses  to  the  RFP  by  the  July  10th,  2013 
submittal  deadline,  one  from  YMCA  of  San  Francisco/Embarcadero  YMCA  and  one  from 
Revolution  Sports  Performance,  LLC. 

A review  panel  consisting  of  representatives  from  TIHDI,  The  Villages  at  Treasure  Island,  the 
San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  Good  Neighbors  of  Treasure/ Yerba  Buena  Islands  reviewed  and  scored  the  two  responses. 
The  responses  were  evaluated  based  on  several  key  criteria  including  respondents  experience 
providing  recreation  and  leisure  programming  to  a diverse  community,  prior  experience  working 
with  diverse  communities,  and  experience  providing  recreation  and  leisure  programming  for 
youth  and  children. 

The  YMCA  of  San  Francisco/Embarcadero  YMCA’s  response  received  the  highest  score  of  the 
two  responses  bv  an  average  difference  of  approximately  10  points.  Due  to  the  sizable 
ambience  oetwcen  i espouse  acmes,  iiojcci  wince  sian  uetenimieu  tiia'i  me  optional  respondent 
interviews  would  not  be  necessary.  On  August  1 5th  a Notice  of  Intent  to  Award  Contract  was 
issued  naming  YMCA  of  San  Francisco/Embarcadero  YMCA  as  the  intended  awardee. 

Project  Office  staff  and  the  YMCA  have  negotiated  a Professional  Services  Agreement, 
commencing  on  October  1,  2013  and  ending  on  June  30,  2018  that  sets  forth  the  Scope  of  Work 
to  be  performed  by  the  YMCA  under  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  the  Agreement.  Project  Staff 
and  the  YMCA  have  also  negotiated  a new  Sublease  for  Building  402,  the  Treasure  Island 
Gymnasium,  commencing  on  October  1,  2013  and  ending  on  June  30,  2018. 

PROFESSIONAL  SERVICES  AGREEMENT 

The  salient  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  Agreement  include  the  following: 

• The  term  of  the  Agreement  will  commence  on  October  1,  2013  and  terminate  on 
June  30,  2018; 

© The  annual  Contract  Amount  for  Fiscal  Year  2013-2014  shall  not  to  exceed 
$145,000;  and 

© The  YMCA  shall  provide  year-round  recreational  programs,  services  and  activities 
to  the  Islands  community  as  more  particularly  specified  in  Addendum  A of  the 
Agreement. 

SUBLEASE  TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS 

The  YMCA  will  sign  the  Authority’s  standard  form  Sublease  document.  The  salient  terms  and 
conditions  of  the  proposed  Sublease  include  the  following:

WHEREAS,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on  Treasure  Island  and

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base  Realignment  and

(2)  Contractor,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  any  permitted  successors  and  assigns, 
recognizes  and  understands  that  the  creation,  extension,  renewal,  or  assignment  of  this  Agreement  may 
result  in  a “change  in  ownership”  for  purposes  of  real  property  taxes,  and  therefore  may  result  in  a 
revaluation  of  any  possessory  interest  created  by  this  Agreement.  Contractor  accordingly  agrees  on 
behalf  of  itself  and  its  permitted  successors  and  assigns  to  report  on  behalf  of  the  Authority  to  the  County 
Assessor  the  information  required  by  Revenue  and  Taxation  Code  section  480.5,  as  amended  from  time  to 
time,  and  any  successor  provision. 

(3)  Contractor,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  any  permitted  successors  and  assigns, 
recognizes  and  understands  that  other  events  also  may  cause  a change  of  ownership  of  the  possessory 
interest  and  result  in  the  revaluation  of  the  possessory  interest,  (see,  e.g.,  Rev.  & Tax.  Code  section  64,  as 
amended  from  time  to  time).  Contractor  accordingly  agrees  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  permitted 
successors  and  assigns  to  report  any  change  in  ownership  to  the  County  Assessor,  the  State  Board  of 
Equalization  or  other  public  agency  as  required  by  law. 

(4)  Contractor  further  agrees  to  provide  such  other  information  as  may  be  requested 
by  the  Authority  to  enable  the  Authority  to  comply  with  any  reporting  requirements  for  possessoiy 
interests  that  are  imposed  by  applicable  law. 

11.  Payment  Does  Not  Imply  Acceptance  of  Work 

The  granting  of  any  payment  by  Authority,  or  the  receipt  thereof  by  Contractor,  shall  in  no  way 
lessen  the  liability  of  Contractor  to  replace  unsatisfactory  work,  equipment,  or  materials,  although  the 
unsatisfactory  character  of  such  work,  equipment  or  materials  may  not  have  been  apparent  or  detected  at 
the  time  such  payment  was  made.  Materials,  equipment,  components,  or  workmanship  that  do  not 
conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  Agreement  may  be  rejected  by  Authority  and  in  such  case  must  be 
replaced  by  Contractor  without  delay. 

12.  Qualified  Personnel 

Work  under  this  Agreement  shall  be  performed  only  by  competent  personnel  under  the 
supervision  of  and  in  the  employment  of  Contractor.  Contractor  will  comply  with  Authority’s  reasonable 
requests  regarding  assignment  of  personnel,  but  all  personnel,  including  those  assigned  at  Authority’s 
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request,  must  be  supervised  by  Contractor.  Contractor  shall  commit  adequate  resources  to  complete  the 
project  within  the  project  schedule  specified  in  this  Agreement. 

13.  Responsibility  for  Equipment 

Authority  shall  not  be  responsible  for  any  damage  to  persons  or  property  as  a result  of  the  use, 
misuse  or  failure  of  any  equipment  used  by  Contractor,  or  by  any  of  its  employees,  even  though  such 
equipment  be  furnished,  rented  or  loaned  to  Contractor  by  Authority'. 

14.  Independent  Contractor;  Payment  of  Taxes  and  Other  Expenses 

a.  Independent  Contractor 

Contractor  o’*  am-  agent  or  emnlovee  of  Contractor  shall  be  deemed  at  all  times  to  be  an 
independent  contractor  and  is  wnony  responsioie  ior  me  manner  in  which  it  penorms  tne  services  ana 
work  requested  by  Authority  under  this  Agreement.  Contractor  or  any  agent  or  employee  of  Contractor 
shall  not  have  employee  status  with  Authority,  nor  be  entitled  to  participate  in  any  plans,  arrangements,  or 
distributions  by  Authority  pertaining  to  or  in  connection  with  any  retirement,  health  or  other  benefits  that 
Authority  may  offer  its  employees.  Contractor  or  any  agent  or  employee  of  Contractor  is  liable  for  the 
acts  and  omissions  of  itself,  its  employees  and  its  agents.  Contractor  shall  be  responsible  for  all 
obligations  and  payments,  whether  imposed  by  federal,  state  or  local  law,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
FICA,  income  tax  withholdings,  unemployment  compensation,  insurance,  and  other  similar 
responsibilities  related  to  Contractor’s  performing  services  and  work,  or  any  agent  or  employee  of 
Contractor  providing  same.  Nothing  in  this  Agreement  shall  be  construed  as  creating  an  employment  or 
agency  relationship  between  Authority'  and  Contractor  or  any  agent  or  employee  of  Contractor. 

Any  terms  in  this  Agreement  referring  to  direction  from  Authority  shall  be  construed  as 
providing  for  direction  as  to  policy  and  the  result  of  Contractor’s  work  only,  and  not  as  to  the  means  by 
which  such  a result  is  obtained.  Authority  does  not  retain  the  right  to  control  the  means  or  the  method  by 
which  Contractor  performs  work  under  this  Agreement. 

b.  Payment  of  Taxes  and  Other  Expenses. 

Should  Authority,  in  its  discretion,  or  a relevant  taxing  authority  such  as  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  or  the  State  Employment  Development  Division,  or  both,  determine  that  Contractor  is  an 
employee  for  purposes  of  collection  of  any  employment  taxes,  the  amounts  payable  under  this  Agreement 
shall  be  reduced  by  amounts  equal  to  both  the  employee  and  employer  portions  of  the  tax  due  (and 
offsetting  any  credits  for  amounts  already  paid  by  Contractor  which  can  be  applied  against  this  liability). 
Authority  shall  then  forward  those  amounts  to  the  relevant  taxing  authority. 

Should  a relevant  taxing  authority  determine  a liability  for  past  services  performed  by 
Contractor  for  Authority,  upon  notification  of  such  fact  by  Authority,  Contractor  shall  promptly  remit 
such  amount  due  or  arrange  with  Authority  to  have  the  amount  due  withheld  from  future  payments  to 
Contractor  under  this  Agreement  (again,  offsetting  any  amounts  already  paid  by  Contractor  which  can  be 
applied  as  a credit  against  such  liability). 

A determination  of  employment  status  pursuant  to  the  preceding  two  paragraphs  shall  be 
solely  for  the  purposes  of  the  particular  tax  in  question,  and  for  all  other  purposes  of  this  Agreement, 
Contractor  shall  not  be  considered  an  employee  of  Authority.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  should  any 
court,  arbitrator,  or  administrative  authority  determine  that  Contractor  is  an  employee  for  any  other 
purpose,  then  Contractor  agrees  to  a reduction  in  Authority’s  financial  liability  so  that  Authority’s  total 
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expenses  under  this  Agreement  are  not  greater  than  they  would  have  been  had  the  court,  arbitrator,  or 
administrative  authority  determined  that  Contractor  was  not  an  employee. 

15.  Insurance 

a.  Without  in  any  way  limiting  Contractor’s  liability  pursuant  to  the  “Indemnification” 
section  of  this  Agreement,  Contractor  must  maintain  in  force,  during  the  full  term  of  the  Agreement, 
insurance  in  the  following  amounts  and  coverages: 


(1)  Workers’  Compensation,  in  statutory  amounts,  with  Employers’  Liability  Limits 
not  less  than  $1,000,000  each  accident,  injury,  or  illness;  and

each  occurrence  Combined  Single  Limit  for  Bodily  Injury  and  Property  Damage,  including  Owned,  Non- 
Owned  and  Hired  auto  coverage,  as  applicable. 


b.  Commercial  General  Liability  and  Commercial  Automobile  Liability  Insurance  policies 
must  provide  the  following: 

(1)  Name  as  Additional  Insured  the  US  Navy,  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority,  and  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  their  Officers,  Agents,  and  Employees. 


(2)  That  such  policies  are  primary  insurance  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the 
Additional  Insureds,  with  respect  to  any  claims  arising  out  of  this  Agreement,  and  that  insurance  applies 
separately  to  each  insured  against  whom  claim  is  made  or  suit  is  brought. 

c.  Regarding  Workers’  Compensation,  Contractor  hereby  agrees  to  waive  subrogation 
which  any  insurer  of  Contractor  may  acquire  from  Contractor  by  virtue  of  the  payment  of  any  loss. 
Contractor  agrees  to  obtain  any  endorsement  that  may  be  necessary  to  effect  this  waiver  of  subrogation. 
The  Workers’  Compensation  policy  shall  be  endorsed  with  a waiver  of  subrogation  in  favor  of  Authority 
for  all  work  performed  by  the  Contractor,  its  employees,  agents  and  subcontractors. 

d.  All  policies  shall  provide  thirty  (30)  days’  advance  written  notice  to  Authority  of 
reduction  or  nonrenewal  of  coverages  or  cancellation  of  coverages  for  any  reason.  Notices  shall  be  sent 
to  the  following  address:

d.  Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided  under  a claims-made  form,  Contractor 
shall  maintain  such  coverage  continuously  throughout  the  term  of  this  Agreement  and,  without  lapse,  for 
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a period  of  three  years  beyond  the  expiration  of  this  Agreement,  to  the  effect  that,  should  occurrences 
during  the  contract  term  give  rise  to  claims  made  after  expiration  of  the  Agreement,  such  claims  shall  be 
covered  by  such  claims-made  policies. 

e.  Should  any  of  the  required  insurance  be  provided  under  a form  of  coverage  that  includes 
a general  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that  claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in 
such  general  annual  aggregate  limit,  such  general  annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  or 
claims  limits  specified  above. 

f.  Should  any  required  insurance  lapse  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement,  requests  for 
payments  originating  after  such  lapse  shall  not  be  processed  until  the  Authority  receives  satisfactory 
evidence  of  reinstated  coverage  as  required  by  this  Agreement,  effective  as  of  the  lapse  date.  If  insurance 
is  not  reinstated,  the  Authority  may,  at  its  sole  option,  terminate  this  Agreement  effective  on  the  date  of 

puch  of  insurance 

g.  Before  commencing  any  operations  under  this  Agreement,  Contractor  shall  furnish  to 
Authority  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured  policy  endorsements  with  insurers  with  ratings 
comparable  to  A-,  VIII  or  higher,  that  are  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California,  and  that  are 
satisfactory  to  Authority,  in  form  evidencing  all  coverages  set  forth  above.  Failure  to  maintain  insurance 
shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this  Agreement. 

h.  Approval  of  the  insurance  by  Authority  shall  not  relieve  or  decrease  the  liability  of 
Contractor  hereunder. 


16.  Indemnification 

Contractor  shall  indemnify  and  save  harmless  Authority  and  its  officers,  agents  and  employees 
from,  and,  if  requested,  shall  defend  them  against  any  and  all  loss,  cost,  damage,  injury,  liability,  and 
claims  thereof  for  injury  to  or  death  of  a person,  including  employees  of  Contractor  or  loss  of  or  damage 
to  property,  arising  directly  or  indirectly  from  Contractor’s  performance  of  this  Agreement,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  Contractor’s  use  of  facilities  or  equipment  provided  by  Authority  or  others,  regardless  of 
the  negligence  of,  and  regardless  of  whether  liability  without  fault  is  imposed  or  sought  to  be  imposed  on 
Authority,  except  to  the  extent  that  such  indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  applicable 
law  in  effect  on  or  validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Agreement,  and  except  where  such  loss,  damage, 
injury,  liability  or  claim  is  the  result  of  the  active  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Authority  and  is  not 
contributed  to  by  any  act  of,  or  by  any  omission  to  perform  some  duty  imposed  by  law  or  agreement  on 
Contractor,  its  subcontractors  or  either’ s agent  or  employee.  The  foregoing  indemnity  shall  include, 
without  limitation,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Authority’s 
costs  of  investigating  any  claims  against  the  Authority. 

In  addition  to  Contractor’s  obligation  to  indemnify  Authority,  Contractor  specifically 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Authority  from 
any  claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnification  provision,  even  if  the  allegations 
are  or  may  be  groundless,  false  or  fraudulent,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered  to 
Contractor  by  Authority  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 

Contractor  shall  indemnify  and  hold  Authority  harmless  from  all  loss  and  liability,  including 
attorneys’  fees,  court  costs  and  all  other  litigation  expenses  for  any  infringement  of  the  patent  rights, 
copyright,  trade  secret  or  any  other  proprietary  right  or  trademark,  and  all  other  intellectual  property 
claims  of  any  person  or  persons  in  consequence  of  the  use  by  Authority,  or  any  of  its  officers  or  agents,  of 
articles  or  services  to  be  supplied  in  the  performance  of  this  Agreement. 
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17.  Incidental  and  Consequential  Damages 

Contractor  shall  be  responsible  for  incidental  and  consequential  damages  resulting  in  whole  or  in 
part  from  Contractor’s  acts  or  omissions.  Nothing  in  this  Agreement  shall  constitute  a waiver  or 
limitation  of  any  rights  that  Authority  may  have  under  applicable  law. 

18.  Liability  of  Authority 

AUTHORITY’S  PAYMENT  OBLIGATIONS  UNDER  THIS  AGREEMENT  SHALL  BE 
LIMITED  TO  THE  PAYMENT  OF  THE  COMPENSATION  PROVIDED  FOR  IN  SECTION  5 OF 
THIS  AGREEMENT.  NOTWITHSTANDING  ANY  OTHER  PROVISION  OF  THIS  AGREEMENT,

OF  OR  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THIS  AGREEMENT  OR  THE  SERVICES  PERFORMED  IN 
CONNECTION  WITH  THIS  AGREEMENT. 

19.  Liquidated  Damages 

By  entering  into  this  Agreement,  Contractor  agrees  that  in  the  event  the  Services,  as  provided 
under  Section  4 herein,  are  delayed  beyond  the  scheduled  milestones  and  timelines  as  provided  in 
Appendix  A,  Authority  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  further,  Contractor  agrees  that  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  per  day  for  each 
day  of  delay  beyond  scheduled  milestones  and  timelines  is  not  a penalty,  but  is  a reasonable  estimate  of 
the  loss  that  Authority  will  incur  based  on  the  delay,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at 
the  time  this  contract  was  awarded.  Authority  may  deduct  a sum  representing  the  liquidated  damages 
from  any  money  due  to  Contractor.  Such  deductions  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed 
monetary  damages  sustained  by  Authority  because  Of  Contractor’s  failure  to  deliver  to  Authority  within 
the  time  fixed  or  such  extensions  of  time  permitted  in  writing  by  the  Authority. 

20.  Default;  Remedies 

a.  Each  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  (“Event  of  Default”)  under  this 
Agreement: 

(1)  Contractor  fails  or  refuses  to  perform  or  observe  any  term,  covenant  or  condition 
contained  in  any  of  the  following  Sections  of  this  Agreement:  8,  10,  15,  24,  30,  37,  53,  55,  57,  or  58. 

(2)  Contractor  fails  or  refuses  to  perform  or  observe  any  other  term,  covenant  or 
condition  contained  in  this  Agreement,  and  such  default  continues  for  a period  of  ten  days  after  written 
notice  thereof  from  Authority  to  Contractor. 

(3)  Contractor  (a)  is  generally  not  paying  its  debts  as  they  become  due,  (b)  files,  or 
consents  by  answer  or  otherwise  to  the  filing  against  it  of,  a petition  for  relief  or  reorganization  or 
arrangement  or  any  other  petition  in  bankruptcy  or  for  liquidation  or  to  take  advantage  of  any  bankruptcy, 
insolvency  or  other  debtors’  relief  law  of  any  jurisdiction,  (c)  makes  an  assignment  for  the  benefit  of  its 
creditors,  (d)  consents  to  the  appointment  of  a custodian,  receiver,  trustee  or  other  officer  with  similar 
powers  of  Contractor  or  of  any  substantial  part  of  Contractor’s  property  or  (e)  takes  action  for  the  purpose 
of  any  of  the  foregoing. 
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(4)  A court  or  government  authority  enters  an  order  (a)  appointing  a custodian, 
receiver,  trustee  or  other  officer  with  similar  powers  with  respect  to  Contractor  or  with  respect  to  any 
substantial  part  of  Contractor’s  property,  (b)  constituting  an  order  for  relief  or  approving  a petition  for 
relief  or  reorganization  or  arrangement  or  any  other  petition  in  bankruptcy  or  for  liquidation  or  to  take 
advantage  of  any  bankruptcy,  insolvency  or  other  debtors’  relief  law  of  any  jurisdiction  or  (c)  ordering  the 
dissolution,  winding-up  or  liquidation  of  Contractor. 

b.  On  and  after  any  Event  of  Default,  Authority  shall  have  the  right  to  exercise  its  legal  and 
equitable  remedies,  including,  without  limitation,  the  right  to  terminate  this  Agreement  or  to  seek  specific 
performance  of  all  or  any  part  of  this  Agreement.  In  addition,  Authority  shall  have  the  right  (but  no 
obligation)  to  cure  (or  cause  to  be  cured)  on  behalf  of  Contractor  any  Event  of  Default;  Contractor  shall 
pay  to  Authority  on  demand  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  Authority  in  effecting  such  cure,  with 
interest  thereon  from  the  date  of  incurrence  at  the  maximum  rate  then  permitted  by  law.  Authority  shall 
i-o.-p  tiio  right offrgt  from  ?mv  amounts  due  to  r onfractor  under  this  A ereement  or  any  other  agreement 
between  Authority  and  Contractor  all  damages,  losses,  costs  or  expenses  incurred  o>  Aumoiiiy  a resuu 
of  such  Event  of  Default  and  any  liquidated  damages  due  from  Contractor  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement  or  any  other  agreement. 

c.  All  remedies  provided  for  in  this  Agreement  may  be  exercised  individually  or  in 
combination  with  any  other  remedy  available  hereunder  or  under  applicable  laws,  rules  and  regulations. 
The  exercise  of  any  remedy  shall  not  preclude  or  in  any  way  be  deemed  to  waive  any  other  remedy. 

21.  Termination  for  Convenience 

a.  Authority  shall  have  the  option,  in  its  sole  discretion,  to  terminate  this  Agreement,  at  any 
time  during  the  term  hereof,  for  convenience  and  without  cause.  Authority'  shall  exercise  this  option  by 
giving  Contractor  written  notice  of  termination.  The  notice  shall  specify  the  date  on  which  termination 
shall  become  effective. 

b.  Upon  receipt  of  the  notice.  Contractor  shall  commence  and  perform,  with  diligence,  all 
actions  necessary  on  the  part  of  Contractor  to  effect  the  termination  of  this  Agreement  on  the  date 
specified  by  Authority  and  to  minimize  the  liability  of  Contractor  and  Authority  to  third  parties  as  a result 
of  termination.  All  such  actions  shall  be  subject  to  the  prior  approval  of  Authority.  Such  actions  shall 
include,  without  limitation: 

(1)  Halting  the  performance  of  all  services  and  other  work  under  this  Agreement  on 
the  date(s)  and  in  the  manner  specified  by  Authority. 

(2)  Not  placing  any  further  orders  or  subcontracts  for  materials,  sendees,  equipment 

or  other  items. 

(3)  Terminating  all  existing  orders  and  subcontracts. 

(4)  At  Authority’s  direction,  assigning  to  Authority  any  or  all  of  Contractor’s  right, 
title,  and  interest  under  the  orders  and  subcontracts  terminated.  Upon  such  assignment.  Authority'  shall 
have  the  right,  in  its  sole  discretion,  to  settle  or  pay  any  or  all  claims  arising  out  of  the  termination  of  such 
orders  and  subcontracts. 

(5)  Subject  to  Authority’s  approval,  settling  all  outstanding  liabilities  and  all  claims 
arising  out  of  the  termination  of  orders  and  subcontracts. 
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(6)  Completing  performance  of  any  services  or  work  that  Authority  designates  to  be 
completed  prior  to  the  date  of  termination  specified  by  Authority. 

(7)  Taking  such  action  as  may  be  necessary,  or  as  the  Authority  may  direct,  for  the 
protection  and  preservation  of  any  property  related  to  this  Agreement  which  is  in  the  possession  of 
Contractor  and  in  which  Authority  has  or  may  acquire  an  interest. 

c.  Within  30  days  after  the  specified  termination  date,  Contractor  shall  submit  to  Authority  ' 
an  invoice,  which  shall  set  forth  each  of  the  following  as  a separate  line  item: 

( 1 ) The  reasonable  cost  to  Contractor,  without  profit,  for  all  services  and  other  work 
Authority  directed  Contractor  to  perform  prior  to  the  specified  termination  date,  for  which  services  or 
work  Authority  has  not  already  tendered  payment.  Reasonable  costs  may  include  a reasonable  allowance

Any  overhead  allowance  shall  be  separately  itemized.  Contractor  may  also  recover  the  reasonaole  cost  ot 
preparing  the  invoice. 

(2)  A reasonable  allowance  for  profit  on  the  cost  of  the  services  and  other  work 
described  in  the  immediately  preceding  subsection  (1),  provided  that  Contractor  can  establish,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  Authority,  that  Contractor  would  have  made  a profit  had  all  services  and  other  work  under 
this  Agreement  been  completed,  and  provided  further,  that  the  profit  allowed  shall  in  no  event  exceed  5% 
of  such  cost. 


(3)  The  reasonable  cost  to  Contractor  of  handling  material  or  equipment  returned  to 
the  vendor,  delivered  to  the  Authority  or  otherwise  disposed  of  as  directed  by  the  Authority.. 

(4)  A deduction  for  the  cost  of  materials  to  be  retained  by  Contractor,  amounts 
realized  from  the  sale  of  materials  and  not  otherwise  recovered  by  or  credited  to  Authority,  and  any  other 
appropriate  credits  to  Authority  against  the  cost  of  the  services  or  other  work. 

d.  In  no  event  shall  Authority  be  liable  for  costs  incurred  by  Contractor  or  any  of  its 
subcontractors  after  the  termination  date  specified  by  Authority,  except  for  those  costs  specifically 
enumerated  and  described  in  the  immediately  preceding  subsection  (c).  Such  non-recoverable  costs 
include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  anticipated  profits  on  this  Agreement,  post-termination  employee  salaries, 
post-termination  administrative  expenses,  post-termination  overhead  or  unabsorbed  overhead,  attorneys’ 
fees  or  other  costs  relating  to  the  prosecution  of  a claim  or  lawsuit,  prejudgment  interest,  or  any  other 
expense  which  is  not  reasonable  or  authorized  under  such  subsection  (c). 

e.  In  arriving  at  the  amount  due  to  Contractor  under  this  Section,  Authority  may 
deduct:  (1)  all  payments  previously  made  by  Authority  for  work  or  other  services  covered  by 
Contractor’s  final  invoice;  (2)  any  claim  which  Authority  may  have  against  Contractor  in  connection 
with  this  Agreement;  (3)  any  invoiced  costs  or  expenses  excluded  pursuant  to  the  immediately  preceding 
subsection  (d);  and  (4)  in  instances  in  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Authority,  the  cost  of  any  service  or 
other  work  performed  under  this  Agreement  is  excessively  high  due  to  costs  incurred  to  remedy  or  replace 
defective  or  rejected  services  or  other  work,  the  difference  between  the  invoiced  amount  and  Authority’s 
estimate  of  the  reasonable  cost  of  performing  the  invoiced  services  or  other  work  in  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  this  Agreement. 

f.  Authority’s  payment  obligation  under  this  Section  shall  survive  termination  of  this 
Agreement. 

22.  Rights  and  Duties  upon  Termination  or  Expiration 
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a.  This  Section  and  the  following  Sections  of  this  Agreement  shall  survive  termination  or 
expiration  of  this  Agreement:  8 through  1 1,  13  through  18,  24,  26,  27,  28,  48  through  52,  56,  and  57. 

b.  Subject  to  the  immediately  preceding  subsection  (a),  upon  termination  of  this  Agreement 
prior  to  expiration  of  the  term  specified  in  Section  2,  this  Agreement  shall  terminate  and  be  of  no  further 
force  or  effect.  Contractor  shall  transfer  title  to  Authority,  and  deliver  in  the  manner,  at  the  times,  and  to 
the  extent,  if  any,  directed  by  Authority,  any  work  in  progress,  completed  work,  supplies,  equipment,  and 
other  materials  produced  as  a part  of,  or  acquired  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  this  Agreement, 
and  any  completed  or  partially  completed  work  which,  if  this  Agreement  had  been  completed,  would  have 
been  required  to  be  furnished  to  Authority.  This  subsection  shall-  survive  termination  of  this  Agreement. 

23.  Conflict  of  Interest 

Through  its  execution  of  this  Agreement,  Contractor  acknowledges  tnai  it  is  laminar  wiui  me 
provision  of  Section  15.103  of  the  City’s  Charter,  Article  III,  Chapter  2 of  City’s  Campaign  and 
Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  et  seq.  and  Section  1090  et  seq.  of  the  Government 
Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does  not  know  of  any  facts  which  constitutes  a 
violation  of  said  provisions  and  agrees  that  it  will  immediately  notify  the  Authority  if  it  becomes  aware  of 
any  such  fact  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement. 

24.  Proprietary  or  Confidential  Information  of  Authority 

Contractor  understands  and  agrees  that,  in  the  performance  of  the  work  or  services  under  this 
Agreement  or  in  contemplation  thereof,  Contractor  may  have  access  to  private  or  confidential  information 
which  may  be  owned  or  controlled  by  Authority  and  that  such  information  may  contain  proprietary  or 
confidential  details,  the  disclosure  of  which  to  third  parties  may  be  damaging  to  Authority.  Contractor 
agrees  that  all  information  disclosed  by  Authority  to  Contractor  shall  be  held  in  confidence  and  used  only 
in  performance  of  the  Agreement.  Contractor  shall  exercise  the  same  standard  of  care  to  protect  such 
information  as  a reasonably  prudent  contractor  would  use  to  protect  its  own  proprietary  data. 

25.  Notices  to  the  Parties 

Unless  otherwise  indicated  elsewhere  in  this  Agreement,  all  written  communications  sent  by  the 
parties  may  be  by  U.S.  mail,  e-mail  or  by  fax,  and  shall  be  addressed  as  follows:

Any  interest  of  Contractor  or  its  Subcontractors,  in  drawings,  plans,  specifications,  blueprints, 
studies,  reports,  memoranda,  computation  sheets,  computer  files  and  media  or  other  documents  prepared 
by  Contractor  or  its  subcontractors  in  connection  with  services  to  be  performed  under  this  Agreement, 
shall  become  the  property  of  and  will  be  transmitted  to  Authority.  However,  Contractor  may  retain  and 
use  copies  for  reference  and  as  documentation  of  its  experience  and  capabilities. 

27.  Works  for  Hire 


Tf.  In  under  th’S  Aereemen*  Contractor  or  its  subcontractors 

create  artwork,  copy,  posters,  billboards,  photographs,  videotapes,  audiotapes,  systems  designs,  software, 
reports,  diagrams,  surveys,  blueprints,  source  codes  or  any  other  original  works  of  authorship,  such  works 
of  authorship  shall  be  works  for  hire  as  defined  under  Title  17  of  the  United' States  Code,  and  all 
copyrights  in  such  works  are  the  property  of  the  Authority.  If  it  is  ever  determined  that  any  works  created 
by  Contractor  or  its  subcontractors  under  this  Agreement  are  not  works  for  hire  under  U.S.  law, 
Contractor  hereby  assigns  all  copyrights  to  such  works  to  the  Authority,  and  agrees  to  provide  any 
material  and  execute  any  documents  necessary  to  effectuate  such  assignment.  With  the  approval  of  the 
Authority,  Contractor  may  retain  and  use  copies  of  such  works  for  reference  and  as  documentation  of  its 
experience  and  capabilities. 

28.  Audit  and  Inspection  of  Records 

Contractor  agrees  to  maintain  and  make  available  to  the  Authority,  during  regular  business  hours, 
accurate  books  and  accounting  records  relating  to  its  work  under  this  Agreement.  Contractor  will  permit 
Authority  to  audit,  examine  and  make  excerpts  and  transcripts  from  such  books  and  records,  and  to  make 
audits  of  all  invoices,  materials,  payrolls,  records  or  personnel  and  other  data  related  to  all  other  matters 
covered  by  this  Agreement,  whether  funded  in  whole  or  in  part  under  this  Agreement.  Contractor  shall 
maintain  such  data  and  records  in  an  accessible  location  and  condition  for  a period  of  not  less  than  five 
years  after  final  payment  under  this  Agreement  or  until  after  final  audit  has  been  resolved,  whichever  is 
later.  The  State  of  California  or  any  federal  agency  having  an  interest  in  the  subject  matter  of  this 
Agreement  shall  have  the  same  rights  conferred  upon  Authority  by  this  Section. 

29.  Subcontracting 

Contractor  is  prohibitedTrom  subcontracting  this  Agreement  or  any  part  of  it  unless  such 
subcontracting  is  first  approved  by  Authority  in  writing.  Neither  party  shall,  on  the  basis  of  this 
Agreement,  contract  on  behalf  of  or  in  the  name  of  the  other  party.  An  agreement  made  in  violation  of 
this  provision  shall  confer  no  rights  on  any  party  and  shall  be  null  and  void. 

30.  Assignment 

The  services  to  be  performed  by  Contractor  are  personal  in  character  and  neither  this  Agreement 
nor  any  duties  or  obligations  hereunder  may  be  assigned  or  delegated  by  the  Contractor  unless  first 
approved  by  Authority  by  written  instrument  executed  and  approved  in  the  same  manner  as  this 
Agreement. 

31.  Non-Waiver  of  Rights 
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The  omission  by  either  party  at  any  time  to  enforce  any  default  or  right  reserved  to  it,  or  to 
require  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants,  or  provisions  hereof  by  the  other  party  at  the  time 
designated,  shall  not  be  a waiver  of  any  such  default  or  right  to  which  the  party  is  entitled,  nor  shall  it  in 
any  way  affect  the  right  of  the  party  to  enforce  such  provisions  thereafter. 

32.  Earned  Income  Credit  (EIC)  Forms 

Administrative  Code  section  120  requires  that  employers  provide  their  employees  with  IRS  Form 
W-5  (The  Earned  Income  Credit  Advance  Payment  Certificate)  and  the  IRS  EIC  Schedule,  as  set  forth 
below.  Employers  can  locate  these  forms  at  the  IRS  Office,  on  the  Internet,  or  anywhere  that  Federal  Tax 
Forms  can  be  found. 

a.  Contractor  shall  provide  EIC  Forms  to  each  Eligible  Employee  at  each  of  the  following 
times:  (i)  withm  thirty  d?w?  following  the  date  on  which  thic  Agreement  becomes  effective  (unless 
Contractor  has  already  provided  such  EiC  F onus  at  least  once  during  the  calendar  year  in  wdicn  sued 
effective  date  falls);  (ii)  promptly  after  any  Eligible  Employee  is  hired  by  Contractor;  and  (iii)  annually 
between  January  1 and  January  3 1 of  each  calendar  year  during  the  term  of  this  Agreement. 

b.  Failure  to  comply  with  any  requirement  contained  in  subparagraph  (a)  of  this  Section 
shall  constitute  a material  breach  by  Contractor  of  the  terms  of  this  Agreement.  If,  within  thirty  days  after 
Contractor  receives  written  notice  of  such  a breach,  Contractor  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach 
cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such  period  of  thirty  days,  Contractor  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure 
within  such  period  or  thereafter  fails  to  diligently  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  the  Authority  may 
pursue  any  rights  or  remedies  available  under  this  Agreement  or  under  applicable  law. 

c.  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Contractor  shall  require  the  subcontractor  to  comply,  as 
to  the  subcontractor’s  Eligible  Employees,  with  each  of  the  terms  of  this  section. 

d.  Capitalized  terms  used  in  this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Agreement  shall  have  the 
meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in  Section  120  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

33.  Local  Business  Enterprise  Utilization;  Liquidated  Damages 

a.  The  LBE  Ordinance 

Contractor,  shall  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Business  Enterprise  and 
Non-Discrimination  in  Contracting  Ordinance  set  forth  in  Chapter  14B  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  as  it  now  exists  or  as  it  may  be  amended  in  the  future  (collectively  the  “LBE 
Ordinance”),  provided  such  amendments  do  not  materially  increase  Contractor’s  obligations  or  liabilities, 
or  materially  diminish  Contractor’s  rights,  under  this  Agreement.  Such  provisions  of  the  LBE  Ordinance 
are  incorporated  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  in  this  section. 
Contractor’s  willful  failure  to  comply  with  any  applicable  provisions  of  the  LBE  Ordinance  is  a material 
breach  of  Contractor’s  obligations  under  this  Agreement  and  shall  entitle  Authority,  subject  to  any 
applicable  notice  and  cure  provisions  set  forth  in  this  Agreement,  to  exercise  any  of  the  remedies 
provided  for  under  this  Agreement,  under  the  LBE  Ordinance  or  otherwise  available  at  law  or  in  equity, 
which  remedies  shall  be  cumulative  unless  this  Agreement  expressly  provides  that  any  remedy  is 
exclusive.  In  addition,  Contractor  shall  comply  fully  with  all  other  applicable  local,  state  and  federal  laws 
prohibiting  discrimination  and  requiring  equal  opportunity  in  contracting,  including  subcontracting. 

b.  Compliance  and  Enforcement 
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If  Contractor  willfully  fails  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  LBE 
Ordinance,  the  rules  and  regulations  implementing  the  LBE  Ordinance,  or  the  provisions  of  this 
Agreement  pertaining  to  LBE  participation,  Contractor  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  in  an 
amount  equal  to  Contractor’s  net  profit  on  this  Agreement,  or  10%  of  the  total  amount  of  this  Agreement, 
or  $ 1 ,000,  whichever  is  greatest.  The  Director  of  the  City’s  Human  Rights  Commission  or  any  other 
public  official  authorized  to  enforce  the  LBE  Ordinance  (separately  and  collectively,  the  “Director  of 
HRC”)  may  also  impose  other  sanctions  against  Contractor  authorized  in  the  LBE  Ordinance,  including 
declaring  the  Contractor  to  be  irresponsible  and  ineligible  to  contract  with  the  City  for  a period  of  up  to 
five  years  or  revocation  of  the  Contractor’s  LBE  certification.  The  Director  of  HRC  will  determine  the 
sanctions  to  be  imposed,  including  the  amount  of  liquidated  damages,  after  investigation  pursuant  to 
Administrative  Code  §14B.17. 

By  entering  into  this  Agreement,  Contractor  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  any 
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Contractor  further  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  any  liquidated  damages  assessed  may  be  withheld  from 
any  monies  due  to  Contractor  on  any  contract  with  City  or  the  Authority. 

Contractor  agrees  to  maintain  records  necessary  for  monitoring  its  compliance 
with  the  LBE  Ordinance  for  a period  of  three  years  following  termination  or  expiration  of  this  Agreement, 
and  shall  make  such  records  available  for  audit  and  inspection  by  the  Director  of  HRC  or  the  Controller 
upon  request. 

34.  Nondiscrimination;  Penalties 

a.  Contractor  Shall  Not  Discriminate 

In  the  performance  of  this  Agreement,  Contractor  agrees  not  to  discriminate  against  any 
employee.  City  and  County  employee  working  with  such  contractor  or  subcontractor,  applicant  for 
employment  with  such  contractor  or  subcontractor,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations, 
advantages,  facilities,  privileges,  services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments 
or  organizations,  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race,  color,  creed,  religion,  national 
origin,  ancestry,  age,  height,  weight,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity,  domestic  partner  status, 
marital  status,  disability  or  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency  Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AEDS/HIV  status),  or 
association  with  members  of  such  protected  classes,  or  in  retaliation  for  opposition  to  discrimination 
against  such  classes. 

b.  Subcontracts 

Contractor  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  subcontracts  the  provisions  of  §§  12B.2 
(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (copies  of  which  are  available 
from  Purchasing)  and  shall  require  all  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such  provisions.  Contractor’s 
failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Agreement. 

c.  Nondiscrimination  in  Benefits 

Contractor  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Agreement  and  will  not  during  the  term  of  this 
Agreement,  in  any  of  its  operations  in  San  Francisco,  on  real  property  owned  by  San  Francisco,  or  where 
work  is  being  performed  for  the  City  elsewhere  in  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision  of 
bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership  discounts,  moving 
expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any  benefits  other  than  the  benefits 
specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and  employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between 
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the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees,  where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered 
with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state  or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  § 12B.2(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

d.  Condition  to  Contract 

As  a condition  to  this  Agreement,  Contractor  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B  Declaration: 
Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (form  HRC-12B-101)  with  supporting  documentation 
and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human  Rights  Commission. 

e.  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference 

The  provisions  of  Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  are 
mcomomted  in  ibis  Section  bv  reference  and  made  a part  ofthis  Agreement  as  though  frilly  set  forth 
herein.  Contractor  snail  comply  tully  witn  and  be  bound  by  an  oi  tne  provisions  tnai  apply  10  mis 
Agreement  under  such  Chapters,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Contractor  understands  that  pursuant  to  §§12B.2(h)  and  12C.3(g)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  $50  for  each  person  for  each  calendar  day  during  which 
such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  may  be  assessed 
against  Contractor  and/or  deducted  from  any  payments  due  Contractor. 

35.  MacBride  Principles — Northern  Ireland 

Pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  § 12F.5,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
urges  companies  doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland  to  move  towards  resolving  employment  inequities, 
and  encourages  such  companies  to  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  The  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business  with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride 
Principles.  By  signing  below,  the  person  executing  this  agreement  on  behalf  of  Contractor  acknowledges 
and  agrees  that  he  or  she  has  read  and  understood  this  section. 

36.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban 

Pursuant  to  § 804(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  urges  contractors  not  to  import,  purchase,  obtain,  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical 
hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood  product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  wood  product. 

37.  Drug-Free  Workplace  Policy 

Contractor  acknowledges  that  pursuant  to  the  Federal  Drug-Free  Workplace  Act  of  1989,  the 
unlawful  manufacture,  distribution,  dispensation,  possession,  or  use  of  a controlled  substance  is 
prohibited  on  City  and  Authority  premises.  Contractor  agrees  that  any  violation  of  this  prohibition  by 
Contractor,  its  employees,  agents  or  assigns  will  be  deemed  a material  breach  of  this  Agreement. 

38.  Resource  Conservation 

Chapter  5 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (“Resource  Conservation”)  is  incorporated 
herein  by  reference.  Failure  by  Contractor  to  comply  with  any  of  the  applicable  requirements  of 
Chapter  5 will  be  deemed  a material  breach  of  contract. 

39.  Compliance  with  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act 
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Contractor  acknowledges  that,  pursuant  to  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA),  programs, 
services  and  other  activities  provided  by  a public  entity  to  the  public,  whether  directly  or  through  a 
contractor,  must  be  accessible  to  the  disabled  public.  Contractor  shall  provide  the  services  specified  in 
this  Agreement  in  a manner  that  complies  with  the  ADA  and  any  and  all  other  applicable  federal,  state 
and  local  disability  rights  legislation.  Contractor  agrees  not  to  discriminate  against  disabled  persons  in 
the  provision  of  services,  benefits  or  activities  provided  under  this  Agreement  and  further  agrees  that  any 
violation  of  this  prohibition  on  the  part  of  Contractor,  its  employees,  agents  or  assigns  will  constitute  a 
material  breach  of  this  Agreement. 

40.  Sunshine  Ordinance 

In  accordance  with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  §67.24(e),  contracts,  contractors’  bids, 
responses  to  solicitations  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  Authority  and  persons  or 
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Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person  or  organization’s  net  worth  or  other 
proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract  or  other  benefit  until  and  unless  that 
person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this 
paragraph  will  be  made  available  to  the  public  upon  request. 

41.  Public  Access  to  Meetings  and  Records 

If  the  Contractor  receives  a cumulative  total  per  year  of  at  least  $250,000  in  City  funds  or  City- 
administered  funds  and  is  a non-profit  organization  as  defined  in  Chapter  12L  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  Contractor  shall  comply  with  and  be  bound  by  all  the  applicable  provisions  of  that 
Chapter.  By  executing  this  Agreement,  the  Contractor  agrees  to  open  its  meetings  and  records  to  the 
public  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  §§  12L.4  and  12L.5  of  the  Administrative  Code.  Contractor  further 
agrees  to  make-good  faith  efforts  to  promote  community  membership  on  its  Board  of  Directors  in  the 
manner  set  forth  in  §12L.6  of  the  Administrative  Code.  The  Contractor  acknowledges  that  its  material 
failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Agreement.  The  Contractor  further  acknowledges  that  such  material  breach  of  the  Agreement  shall  be 
grounds  for  the  Authority  to  terminate  and/or  not  renew  the  Agreement,  partially  or  in  its  entirety. 


42.  Limitations  on  Contributions 

Through  execution  of  this  Agreement,  Contractor  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with 
section  1 . 126  of  the  City’s  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who 
contracts  with  the  City  for  the  rendition  of  personal  services,  for  the  furnishing  of  any  material,  supplies 
or  equipment,  for  the  sale  or  lease  of  any  land  or  building,  or  for  a grant,  loan  or  loan  guarantee,  from 
making  any  campaign  contribution  to  (1)  an  individual  holding  a City  elective  office  if  the  contract  must 
be  approved  by  the  individual,  a board  on  which  that  individual  serves,  or  a board  on  which  an  appointee 
of  that  individual  serves,  (2)  a candidate  for  the  office  held  by  such  individual,  or  (3)  a committee 
controlled  by  such  individual,  at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of  negotiations  for  the  contract  until 
the  later  of  either  the  termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  six  months  after  the  date  the  contract 
is  approved.  Contractor  acknowledges  that  the  foregoing  restriction  applies  only  if  the  contract  or  a 
combination  or  series  of  contracts  approved  by  the  same  individual  or  board  in  a fiscal  year  have  a total 
anticipated  or  actual  value  of  $50,000  or  more.  Contractor  further  acknowledges  that  the  prohibition  on 
contributions  applies  to  each  prospective  party  to  the  contract;  each  member  of  Contractor’s  board  of 
directors;  Contractor’s  chairperson,  chief  executive  officer,  chief  financial  officer  and  chief  operating 
officer;  any  person  with  an  ownership  interest  of  more  than  20  percent  in  Contractor;  any  subcontractor 
listed  in  the  bid  or  contract;  and  any  committee  that  is  sponsored  or  controlled  by  Contractor. 
Additionally,  Contractor  acknowledges  that  Contractor  must  inform  each  of  the  persons  described  in  the 
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preceding  sentence  of  the  prohibitions  contained  in  Section  1.126.  Contractor  further  agrees  to  provide  to 
City  the  names  of  each  person,  entity  or  committee  described  above. 

43.  Requiring  Minimum  Compensation  for  Covered  Employees 

a.  Contractor  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Minimum  Compensation  Ordinance  (MCO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter 
12P  (Chapter  12P),  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  guidelines  and  rules.  The 
provisions  of  Sections  12P.5  and  12P.5.1  of  Chapter  12P  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a 
part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  MCO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.sfgov.org/olse/mco.  A partial  listing  of  some  of  Contractor's  obligations  under  the  MCO  is  set  forth 
in  this  Section.  Contractor  is  required  to  comply  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  MCO,  irrespective  of  the 
listing  of  obligations  in  this  Section. 

t>.  me  MCO  requires  Contractor  to  pay  Contractor  s employees  a minimum  Hourly  gross 
compensation  wage  rate  and  to  provide  minimum  compensated  and  uncompensated  time  off.  The 
minimum  wage  rate  may  change  from  year  to  year  and  Contractor  is  obligated  to  keep  informed  of  the 
then-current  requirements.  Any  subcontract  entered  into  by  Contractor  shall  require  the  subcontractor  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  MCO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the 
same  as  those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  It  is  Contractor’s  obligation  to  ensure  that  any  subcontractors  of 
any  tier  under  this  Agreement  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  MCO.  If  any  subcontractor  under  this 
Agreement  fails  to  comply,  Authority  may  pursue  any  of  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against 
Contractor. 

c.  Contractor  shall  not  take  adverse  action  or  otherwise  discriminate  against  an  employee  or 
other  person  for  the  exercise  or  attempted  exercise  of  rights  under  the  MCO.  Such  actions,  if  taken  within 
90  days  of  the  exercise  or  attempted  exercise  of  such  rights,  will  be  rebuttably  presumed  to  be  retaliation 
prohibited  by  the  MCO. 

d.  Contractor  shall  maintain  employee  and  payroll  records  as  required  by  the  MCO.  If 
Contractor  fails  to  do  so,  it  shall  be  presumed  that  the  Contractor  paid  no  more  than  the  minimum  wage 
required  under  State  law. 

e.  The  City  is  authorized  to  inspect  Contractor’s  job  sites  and  conduct  interviews  with 
employees  and  conduct  audits  of  Contractor 

f.  Contractor's  commitment  to  provide  the  Minimum  Compensation  is  a material  element  of  the 
Authority's  consideration  for  this  Agreement.  The  Authority  in  its  sole  discretion  shall  determine  whether 
such  a breach  has  occurred.  The  Authority  and  the  public  will  suffer  actual  damage  that  will  be 
impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to  determine  if  the  Contractor  fails  to  comply  with  these  requirements. 
Contractor  agrees  that  the  sums  set  forth  in  Section  12P.6.1  of  the  MCO  as  liquidated  damages  are  not  a 
penalty,  but  are  reasonable  estimates  of  the  loss  that  the  Authority  and  the  public  will  incur  for 
Contractor's  noncompliance.  The  procedures  governing  the  assessment  of  liquidated  damages  shall  be 
those  set  forth  in  Section  12P.6.2  of  Chapter  12P. 

g.  Contractor  understands  and  agrees  that  if  it  fails  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
MCO,  the  City  and  the  Authority  shall  have  the  right  to  pursue  any  rights  or  remedies  available  under 
Chapter  12P  (including  liquidated  damages),  under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  under  applicable  law. 

If,  within  30  days  after  receiving  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Agreement  for  violating  the  MCO, 
Contractor  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such  period  of 
30  days,  Contractor  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or  thereafter  fails  diligently  to 
pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  the  City  and  the  Authority  shall  have  the  right  to  pursue  any  rights  or 
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remedies  available  under  applicable  law,  including  those  set  forth  in  Section  12P.6(c)  of  Chapter  12P. 
Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be  exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or 
remedies  available  to  the  City  or  the  Authority. 


h.  Contractor  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  MCO. 

i.  If  Contractor  is  exempt  from  the  MCO  when  this  Agreement  is  executed  because  the 
cumulative  amount  of  agreements  with  this  department  for  the  fiscal  year  is  less  than  $25,000,  but 
Contractor  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or  agreements  that  cause  contractor  to  exceed  that  amount  in  a 
fiscal  year,  Contractor  shall  thereafter  be  required  to  comply  with  the  MCO  under  this  Agreement.  This 
obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative  amount  of  agreements 
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44.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees 

Contractor  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care 
Accountability  Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q, 
including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time 
to  time.  The  provisions  of  section  12Q.5.1  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  by  reference  and  made  a part 
of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
www.sfgov.org/olse.  Capitalized  terms  used  in  this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Agreement  shall  have 
the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in  Chapter  12Q. 

a.  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Contractor  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Contractor  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such  health 
plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

b.  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  the  Contractor  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 
Section  1 2Q.3  (e)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  part  (a)  above. 

c.  Contractor’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
agreement.  Authority  shall  notify  Contractor  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  30  days  after 
receiving  Authority's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Agreement  for  violating  the  HCAO,  Contractor 
fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such  period  of  30  days, 
Contractor  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or  thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue 
such  cure  to  completion,  City  and  Authority  shall  have  the  right  to  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in 
12Q.5.1  and  12Q.5(f)(l-6).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be  exercisable  individually  or  in  combination 
with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to  City  or  Authority. 

d.  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Contractor  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Contractor  shall  notify  City’s  Office  of  Contract  Administration  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Office  of  Contract  Administration  that  it  has 
notified  the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the 
HCAO  on  Subcontractor  through  the  Subcontract.  Each  Contractor  shall  be  responsible  for  its 
Subcontractors’  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the  City  and  Authority 
may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Contractor  based  on  the  Subcontractor’s  failure 
to  comply,  provided  that  City  or  Authority  has  first  provided  Contractor  with  notice  and  an  opportunity  to 
obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 
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e.  Contractor  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  City  with  regard  to  Contractor’s  noncompliance  or  anticipated  noncompliance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the  HCAO,  for  participating 
in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce  any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by 
any  lawful  means. 

f.  Contractor  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

g.  Contractor  shall  maintain  employee  and  payroll  records  in  compliance  with  the  California 
Labor  Code  and  Industrial  Welfare  Commission  orders,  including  the  number  of  hours  each  employee  has 
worked  on  the  City  Contract. 

n Cor>tractor  ctipll  Vppn  itself  informed  of  the  current  reouirements  of  the  HCAO 

i.  Contractor  shall  provide  reports  to  the  City  and  Authority  in  accordance  with  any 

reporting  standards  promulgated  by  the  City  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 


j.  Contractor  shall  provide  City  and  Authority  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to 
compliance  with  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Authority  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at 
least  ten  business  days  to  respond. 

k.  Contractor  shall  allow  City  and  Authority  to  inspect  Contractor’s  job  sites  and  have 
access  to  Contractor’s  employees  in  order  to  monitor  and  determine  compliance  with  HCAO. 

l.  City  and  Authority  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Contractor  to  ascertain  its  compliance 
with  HCAO.  Contractor  agrees  to  cooperate  with  City  and/or  Authority  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

m.  If  Contractor  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Agreement  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  $25,000  ($50,000  for  nonprofits),  but  Contractor  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Contractor’s  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  City  or  Authority  to  reach 
$75,000,  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the  HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the 
effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative  amount  of  agreements  between  Contractor  and 
the  City  or  Authority  to  be  equal  to  or  greater  than  $75,000  in  the  fiscal  year. 

45.  First  Source  Hiring  Program 

a.  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  83  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  are  incorporated 
in  this  Section  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein. 

Contractor  shall  comply  fully  with,  and  be  bound  by,  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Agreement 
under  such  Chapter,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  therein.  Capitalized  terms  used  in 
this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this  Agreement  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in  Chapter 
83. 

b.  First  Source  Hiring  Agreement 

As  an  essential  term  of,  and  consideration  for,  any  contract  or  property  contract  with  the 
City,  not  exempted  by  the  FSHA,  the  Contractor  shall  enter  into  a first  source  hiring  agreement 
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("agreement")  with  the  City,  on  or  before  the  effective  date  of  the  contract  or  property  contract. 
Contractors  shall  also  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  City  for  any  other  work  that  it  performs  in  the 
City.  Such  agreement  shall: 

( 1 ) Set  appropriate  hiring  and  retention  goals  for  entry  level  positions.  The  employer 

shall  agree  to  achieve  these  hiring  and  retention  goals,  or,  if  unable  to  achieve  these  goals,  to  establish 
good  faith  efforts  as  to  its  attempts  to  do  so,  as  set  forth  in  the  agreement.  The  agreement  shall  take  into 
consideration  the  employer's  participation  in  existing  job  training,  referral  and/or  brokerage  programs. 
Within  the  discretion  of  the  FSHA,  subject  to  appropriate  modifications,  participation  in  such  programs 
maybe  certified  as  meeting  the  requirements  of  this  Chapter.  Failure  either  to  achieve  the  specified  goal, 
or  to  establish  good  faith  efforts  will  constitute  noncompliance  and  will  subject  the  employer  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  83.10  of  this  Chapter. 


' ”,N  ' *onntment  and  Firm  ’♦■emends  whirli  will 

provide  the  San  Francisco  Workforce  Development  System  with  the  first  opportunity  to  provide  qualified 
economically  disadvantaged  individuals  for  consideration  for  employment  for  entry  level  positions. 
Employers  shall  consider  all  applications  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged  individuals  referred  by 
the  System  for  employment;  provided  however,  if  the  employer  utilizes  nondiscriminatory  screening 
criteria,  the  employer  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  to  interview  and/or  hire  individuals  referred  or 
certified  by  the  San  Francisco  Workforce  Development  System  as  being  qualified  economically 
disadvantaged  individuals.  The  duration  of  the  first  source  interviewing  requirement  shall  be  determined 
by  the  FSHA  and  shall  be  set  forth  in  each  agreement,  but  shall  not  exceed  10  days.  During  that  period, 
the  employer  may  publicize  the  entry  level  positions  in  accordance  with  the  agreement.  A need  for  urgent 
or  temporary  hires  must  be  evaluated,  and  appropriate  provisions  for  such  a situation  must  be  made  in  the 
agreement. 

(3)  Set  appropriate  requirements  for  providing  notification  of  available  entiy  level 
positions  to  the  San  Francisco  Workforce  Development  System  so  that  the  System  may  train  and  refer  an 
adequate  pool  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged  individuals  to  participating  employers. 
Notification  should  include  such  information  as  employment  needs  by  occupational  title,  skills,  and/or 
experience  required,  the  hours  required,  wage  scale  and  duration  of  employment,  identification  of  entry 
level  and  training  positions,  identification  of  English  language  proficiency  requirements,  or  absence 
thereof,  and  the  projected  schedule  and  procedures  for  hiring  for  each  occupation.  Employers  should 
provide  both  long-term  job  need  projections  and  notice  before  initiating  the  interviewing  and  hiring 
process.  These  notification  requirements  will  take  into  consideration  any  need  to  protect  the  employer's 
proprietary  information. 

(4)  Set  appropriate  record  keeping  and  monitoring  requirements.  The  First  Source 
Hiring  Administration  shall  develop  easy-to-use  forms  and  record  keeping  requirements  for  documenting 
compliance  with  the  agreement.  To  the  greatest  extent  possible,  these  requirements  shall  utilize  the 
employer's  existing  record  keeping  systems,  be  nonduplicative,  and  facilitate  a coordinated  flow  of 
information  and  referrals. 

(5)  Establish  guidelines  for  employer  good  faith  efforts  to  comply  with  the  first 
source  hiring  requirements  of  this  Chapter.  The  FSHA  will  work  with  City  departments  to  develop 
employer  good  faith  effort  requirements  appropriate  to  the  types  of  contracts  and  property  contracts 
handled  by  each  department.  Employers  shall  appoint  a liaison  for  dealing  with  the  development  and 
implementation  of  the  employer's  agreement.  In  the  event  that  the  FSHA  finds  that  the  employer  under  a 
City  contract  or  property  contract  has  taken  actions  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  circumventing  the 
requirements  of  this  Chapter,  that  employer  shall  be  subject  to  the  sanctions  set  forth  in  Section  83.10  of 
this  Chapter. 
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(6)  Set  the  term  of  the  requirements. 

(7)  Set  appropriate  enforcement  and  sanctioning  standards  consistent  with  this 

Chapter. 

(8)  Set  forth  the  City's  obligations  to  develop  training  programs,  job  applicant 
referrals,  technical  assistance,  and  information  systems  that  assist  the  employer  in  complying  with  this 
Chapter. 

(9)  Require  the  developer  to  include  notice  of  the  requirements  of  this  Chapter  in 
leases,  subleases,  and  other  occupancy  contracts. 

c.  Hiring  Decisions 

Contractor  shall  make  the  tinal  determination  ot  wnetner  an  t-conomicany  uisaavantagea 
Individual  referred  by  the  System  is  "qualified"  for  the  position. 

d.  Exceptions 

Upon  application  by  Employer,  the  First  Source  Hiring  Administration  may  grant  an 
exception  to  any  or  all  of  the  requirements  of  Chapter  83  in  any  situation  where  it  concludes  that 
compliance  with  this  Chapter  would  cause  economic  hardship. 

e.  Liquidated  Damages 

Contractor  agrees: 

(1)  To  be  liable  to  the  City  and/or  the  Authority  for  liquidated  damages  as  provided 

in  this  section; 

(2)  To  be  subject  to  the  procedures  governing  enforcement  of  breaches  of  contracts 
based  on  violations  of  contract  provisions  required  by  this  Chapter  as  set  forth  in  this  section; 

(3)  That  the  contractor's  Commitment  to  comply  with  this  Chapter  is  a material 
element  of  the  Authority's  consideration  for  this  contract;  that  the  failure  of  the  contractor  to  comply  with 
the  contract  provisions  required  by  this  Chapter  will  cause  harm  to  the  Authority,  City  and  the  public 
which  is  significant  and  substantial  but  extremely  difficult  to  quantity;  that  the  harm  to  the  Authority  and 
City  includes  not  only  the  financial  cost  of  funding  public  assistance  programs  but  also  the  insidious  but 
impossible  to  quantify  harm  that  this  community  and  its  families  suffer  as  a result  of  unemployment;  and 
that  the  assessment  of  liquidated  damages  of  up  to  $5,000  for  every  notice  of  a new  hire  for  an  entry  level 
position  improperly  withheld  by  the  contractor  from  the  first  source  hiring  process,  as  determined  by  the 
FSHA  during  its  first  investigation  of  a contractor,  does  not  exceed  a fair  estimate  of  the  financial  and 
other  damages  that  the  Authority  and  City  suffers  as  a result  of  the  contractor's  failure  to  comply  with  its 
first  source  referral  contractual  obligations. 

(4)  That  the  continued  failure  by  a contractor  to  comply  with  its  first  source  referral 
contractual  obligations  will  cause  further  significant  and  substantial  harm  to  the  City  and  the  public,  and 
that  a second  assessment  of  liquidated  damages  of  up  to  $10,000  for  each  entry  level  position  improperly 
withheld  from  the  FSHA,  from  the  time  of  the  conclusion  of  the  first  investigation  forward,  does  not 
exceed  the  financial  and  other  damages  that  the  City  and  Authority  suffers  as  a result  of  the  contractor's 
continued  failure  to  comply  with  its  first  source  referral  contractual  obligations; 
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(5)  That  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  investigating  alleged  violations  under  this  Section, 
the  computation  of  liquidated  damages  for  purposes  of  this  section  is  based  on  the  following  data: 

A.  The  average  length  of  stay  on  public  assistance  in  San  Francisco's 
County  Adult  Assistance  Program  is  approximately  4 1 months  at  an  average  monthly  grant  of  $348  per 
month,  totaling  approximately  $14,379;  and 

B.  In  2004,  the  retention  rate  of  adults  placed  in  employment  programs 
funded  under  the  Workforce  Investment  Act  for  at  least  the  first  six  months  of  employment  was  84.4%. 
Since  qualified  individuals  under  the  First  Source  program  face  far  fewer  barriers  to  employment  than 
their  counterparts  in  programs  funded  by  the  Workforce  Investment  Act,  it  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that 
the  average  length  of  employment  for  an  individual  whom  the  First  Source  Program  refers  to  an  employer

Therefore,  liquidated  damages  that  total  $5,000  for  first  violations  and  $10,000  for  subsequent  violations 
as  determined  by  FSHA  constitute  a fair,  reasonable,  and  conservative  attempt  to  quantify  the  harm 
caused  to  the  City  and/or  the  Authority  by  the  failure  of  a contractor  to  comply  with  its  first  source 
referral  contractual  obligations. 

(6)  That  the  failure  of  contractors  to  comply  with  this  Chapter,  except  property 
contractors,  may  be  subject  to  the  debarment  and  monetary  penalties  set  forth  in  Sections  6.80  et  seq.  of 
the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  as  well  as  any  other  remedies  available  under  the  contract  or  at 
law;  and 


(7)  That  in  the  event  the  City  and/or  the  Authority  is  the  prevailing  party  in  a civil 
action  to  recover  liquidated  damages  for  breach  of  a contract  provision  required  by  this  Chapter,  the 
contractor  will  be  liable  for  the  City's  and  Authority's  costs  and  reasonable  attorneys  fees. 

Violation  of  the  requirements  of  Chapter  83  is  subject  to  an  assessment  of  liquidated 
damages  in  the  amount  of  $5,000  for  every  new  hire  for  an  Entry  Level  Position  improperly  withheld 
from  the  first  source  hiring  process.  The  assessment  of  liquidated  damages  and  the  evaluation  of  any 
defenses  or  mitigating  factors  shall  be  made  by  the  FSHA. 

f.  Subcontracts 

Any  subcontract  entered  into  by  Contractor  shall  require  the  subcontractor  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  83  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section. 

46.  Prohibition  on  Political  Activity  with  City  Funds 

In  accordance  with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12.G,  Contractor  may  not 
participate  in,  support,  or  attempt  to  influence  any  political  campaign  for  a candidate  or  for  a ballot 
measure  (collectively,  “Political  Activity”)  in  the  performance  of  the  services  provided  under  this 
Agreement.  Contractor  agrees  to  comply  with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12.G  and  any 
implementing  rules  and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  City’s  Controller.  The  terms  and  provisions  of 
Chapter  12.G  are  incorporated  herein  by  this  reference.  In  the  event  Contractor  violates  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  the  City  and  the  Authority  may,  in  addition  to  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available 
hereunder,  (i)  terminate  this  Agreement,  and  (ii)  prohibit  Contractor  from  bidding  on  or  receiving  any 
new  City  or  Authority  contract  for  a period  of  two  (2)  years.  The  Controller  will  not  consider 
Contractor’s  use  of  profit  as  a violation  of  this  section. 
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47.  Preservative-treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic 

Contractor  may  not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the 
performance  of  this  Agreement  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Chapter  13  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code  is  obtained  from  the  Department  of  the  Environment  under  Section  1304  of 
the  Code.  The  term  “preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic”  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniacal  copper  zinc  arsenate  preservative,  or 
ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Contractor  may  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products 
on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared  and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  the 
Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Contractor  from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood 
containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term  “saltwater  immersion”  shall  mean  a pressure- 
treated  "'eod  that  'c  used  fr,r  construction  purposes  or  facilities  that  are  nartiallv  o''total]v  immersed  in 
saltwater.

Encroachment  Area,  as  reasonably  determined  by  Sublandlord  (the  "Encroachment  Area 
Charge").  If  Subtenant  uses  or  occupies  such  Encroachment  Area  for  a fractional  month,  then  the 

In  no  event  shall  acceptance  by  Sublandlord  of  the  Encroachment  Area  Charge  be  deemed  a 
consent  by  Sublandlord  to  the  use  or  occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  by  Subtenant  or  a 
waiver  (or  be  deemed  as  waiver)  by  Sublandlord  of  any  and  all  other  rights  and  remedies  of 
Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease  (including  Subtenant's  obligation  to  indemnify,  defend  and  hold 
Sublandlord  harmless  as  set  forth  in  the  last  paragraph  of  this  Section  2.1k  at  law  or  in  equity..  . 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amount,  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional 
rent,  an  amount  equaling  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  upon  delivery  of  the  initial  Notice  to 
Vacate  plus  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area.  In  the  event  . 
Sublandlord  determines  during  subsequent  inspection(s)  that  Subtenant  has  failed  to  vacate  the 
Encroachment  Area,  then  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord,  as  additional  rent,  an  amount 
equaling  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300.00)  for  each  additional  Notice  to  Vacate,  if  applicable, 
delivered  by  Sublandlord  to  Subtenant  following  each  inspection.  The  parties  agree  that  the 
charges  associated  with  each  inspection  of  the  Encroachment  Area,  delivery  of  each  Notice  to 
Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment  Area  represent  a fair  and  reasonable  estimate  of  the 
administrative  cost  and  expense  which  Sublandlord  will  incur  by  reason  of  Sublandlord's 
inspection  of  the  Premises,  issuance  of  each  Notice  to  Vacate  and  survey  of  the  Encroachment 
Area.  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  applicable  Notice  to  Vacate  and  Sublandlord's  right 
to  impose  the  foregoing  charges  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  lieu  of  any  and  all  other  rights 
and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease,  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  amounts  set  forth  in 
this  Section  2.1  shall  be  due  within  three  (3)  business  days  following  the  applicable  Notice  to 
Vacate  and/or  separate  invoice  relating  to  the  actual  cost  associated  with  a survey  of  the 
Encroachment  Area. 

In  addition  to  the  rights  and  remedies  of  Sublandlord  as  set  forth  in  the  immediately 
foregoing  two  paragraphs  of  this  Section  2.1.  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  indemnity  and 
exculpation  provision  set  forth  in  Section  16  below  shall  also  apply  to  Subtenant's  use  and 
occupancy  of  the  Encroachment  Area  as  if  the  Premises  originally  included  the  Encroachment 
Area,  and  Subtenant  shall  additionally  indemnify,  defend  and  hold  Sublandlord  harmless  from 
and  against  any  and  all  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  delay  by  Subtenant  in  so  surrendering  the 
Encroachment  Area  including,  without  limitation,  any  loss  or  liability  resulting  from  any  claims 
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against  Sublandlord  made  by  any  tenant  or  prospective  tenant  founded  on  or  resulting  from  such 
delay  and  losses  to  Sublandlord  due  to  lost  opportunities  to  lease  any  portion  of  the 
Encroachment  Area  to  any  such  tenant  or  prospective  tenant,  together  with,  in  each  case,  actual 
attorneys’  fees  and  costs. 

By  placing  their  initials  below,  each  party  specifically  confirms  the  accuracy  of  the 
statements  made  in  this  Section  2,1  and  the  reasonableness  of  the  amount  of  the  charges 
described  in  this  Section  2,1.

(a)  Inspection  of  Premises.  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  Subtenant  has  conducted 
a thorough  and  diligent  inspection  and  investigation,  either  independently  or  through  its  officers, 
directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  and  contractors,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  legal  representatives,  successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (“Subtenant's 
Agents”),  of  the  Premises  and  the  suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 
Subtenant  is  fully  aware  of  the  needs  of  its  operations  and  has  determined,  based  solely  on  its 
own  investigation,  that  the  Premises  are  suitable  for  its  operations  and  intended  uses.

Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the 
Premises  are  being  subleased  and  accepted  in  their  "AS  IS,  WITH  ALL  FAULTS"  condition, 
without  representation  or  warranty  of  any  kind,  and  subject  to  all  applicable  laws,  statutes, 
ordinances,  resolutions,  regulations,  proclamations,  orders  or  decrees  of  any  municipal,  county, 
state  or  federal  government  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over 
the  Premises,  or  any  portion  thereof,  whether  currently  in  effect  or  adopted  in  the  future  and 
whether  or  not  in  the  contemplation  of  the  Parties,  including  without  limitation  the  orders  and 
citations  of  any  regulatory  authority  with  jurisdiction  over  life  and  safety  issues  concerning  the 
Premises  governing  the  use,  occupancy,  management,  operation  and  possession  of  the  Premises 
(“Laws”).  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  this  Sublease  is  made  subject  to  any  and  all  covenants, 
conditions,  restrictions,  easements  and  other  title  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  or  any  portion 
thereof,  whether  or  not’of  record.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  neither  Sublandlord, 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”),  nor  any  of  their  respective  officers,  directors, 
employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees  or  contractors,  or  their  respective  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  successors  and  assigns  (“Sublandlord’s  Agents”)  have  made,  and  Sublandlord 
hereby  disclaims,  any  representations  or  warranties,  express  or  implied,  concerning  (i)  title  or 
survey  matters  affecting  the  Premises,  (ii)  the  physical,  geological,  seismological  or 
environmental  condition  of  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  matters  described  in 
the  Seismic  Report  (as  defined  below),  (iii)  the  quality,  nature  or  adequacy  of  any  utilities  serving 
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the  Premises,  (iv)  the  feasibility,  cost  or  legality  of  constructing  any  Alterations  on  the  Premises 
if  required  for  Subtenant's  use  and  permitted  under  this  Sublease,  (v)  the  safety  of  the  Premises, 
whether  for  the  use  by  Subtenant  or  any  other  person,  including  Subtenant’s  Agents  or 
Subtenant’s  clients,  customers,  vendors,  invitees,  guests,  members,  licensees,  assignees  or 
subtenants  (‘‘Subtenant’s  Invitees”),  or  (vi)  any  other  matter  whatsoever  relating  to  the  Premises 
or  their  use,  including,  without  limitation,  any  implied  warranties  of  merchantability  or  fitness 
for  a particular  purpose. 


(c)  Seismic  Report.  Without  limiting  Section  2.2(b)  above,  Subtenant  expressly 
acknowledges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  it  received  and  read  that  certain  report  dated 
August  1 995.  entitled  “ Treasure  Island  Reuse  Plan:  Physical  Characteristics,  Building  and 


City  Planning,  and  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the 
“Seismic  Report”),  a copy  of  the  cover  page  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  C.  Subtenant 
has  had  an  adequate  opportunity  to  review  the  Seismic  Report  with  expert  consultants  of  its  own 
choosing.  The  Seismic  Report,  among  other  matters,  describes  the  conditions  of  the  soils  of  the 
Property  and  points  out  that  in  the  area  of  the  Property  where  the  Premises  are  located,  an 
earthquake  of  magnitude  7 or  greater  is  likely  to  cause  the  ground  under  and  around  the  Premises 
to  spread  laterally  to  a distance  of  ten  (10)  or  more  feet  and/or  result  in  other  risks.  In  that  event, 
there  is  a significant  risk  that  any  structures  or  improvements  located  on  or  about  the  Premises, 
may  fail  structurally  and  collapse. 


3.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  MASTER  LEASE 

3.1.  Incorporation  by  Reference.  All  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Master  Lease  are 
hereby  incorporated  by  reference  into  this  Sublease  as  if  fully  set  forth  herein. 

3.2.  Performance  of  Master  Landlord's  Obligations.  Sublandlord  does  not  assume  the 
obligations  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease.  With  respect  to  work,  services,  repairs, 
restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  other 
obligations  required  of  Master  Landlord  under  the  Master  Lease,  Sublandlord's  sole  obligation 
with  respect  thereto  shall  be  to  request  the  same,  on  request  in  writing  by  Subtenant,  and  to  use 
reasonable  efforts  to  obtain  the  same  from  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  shall  cooperate  with 
Sublandlord  as  may  be  required  to  obtain  from  Master  Landlord  any  such  work,  services,  repairs, 
repainting,  restoration,  the  provision  of  utilities  or  HVAC  services,  or  the  performance  of  any  of 
Master  Landlord's  obligations  under  the  Master  Lease. 

3.3.  Conflict.  If  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Sublease  conflict  with  any  portion  of  the  Master 
Lease  as  incorporated  herein,  then  the  terms  of  the  Master  Lease  shall  govern. 

3.4.  Compliance  with  Master  Lease.  Subtenant  shall  not  do  or  permit  to  be  done  anything 
which  would  constitute  a violation  or  a breach  of  any  of  the  terms,  conditions  or  provisions  of  the 
Master  Lease  or  which  would  cause  the  Master  Lease  to  be  terminated  or  forfeited  by  virtue  of

4.  TERM 

4.1.  Term  of  Sublease.  The  term  of  this  Sublease  (the  “Term”)  shall  commence  on  the 
Commencement  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  and  expire  on  the  Expiration 
Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  unless  sooner  terminated  pursuant  to  the  terms 
of  this  Sublease. 

4.2.  Effective  Date.  This  Sublease  shall  become  effective  on  the  date  (the  "Effective  Date") 
upon  ttie  later  ol  (i)  me  parties  execution  and  delivery  or  uus  ouuico.be;,  ^n)  ouuicuidiuid'b  uucuu 

of  Director's  approval  of  this  Sublease  at  a duly  noticed  meeting,  if  such  approval  is  required,  or 
(iii)  the  Commencement  Date. 

4.3.  Automatic  Termination.  If  the  Master  Lease  terminates  in  whole  or  in  part  affecting 
these  Premises  for  any  reason  whatsoever,  this  Sublease  shall  automatically  terminate  and  the 
Parties  shall  thereafter  be  relieved  from  all  liabilities  and  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  except 
for  liabilities  and  obligations  which  expressly  survive  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  reviewed  the  Master  Lease,  is  aware  of  the  circumstances 
upon  which  the  Master  Lease  may  be  terminated  and  hereby  assumes  all  risks  associated  with  the 
automatic  termination  of  this  Sublease  because  of  the  termination  of  the  Master  Lease. 

4.4.  Termination.  As  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  (Term),  either  Sublandlord 
or  Subtenant,  each  in  their  sole  discretion,  may  terminate  this  Sublease  for  any  reason  without 
liability  or  expense  upon  delivery  of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  to  the  other 
party.  Subtenant  agrees  and  shall  be  required  to  surrender  possession  of  the  Premises  by  the  end 
of  such  thirty  (30)  day  period. 

4.5.  No  Relocation  Assistance;  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  Subtenant 
has  previously  been  informed  that  the  Property  subject  to  this  Sublease  is  part  of  an  area  that  is 
proposed  for  redevelopment  and  that  this  Sublease  may  be  terminated  by  Sublandlord  or 
Subtenant  may  be  required  to  move  from  the  Property  to  accommodate  the  redevelopment 
project.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that,  if  this  Sublease  is  terminated  or  Subtenant  is  asked  to 
move,  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  as  that  term  is  defined  under  the  California  Government 
Code  Section  7260  et  seq.  ("California  Relocation  Act")  and  the  Unifoim  Relocation  Assistance 
and  Real  Property  Policies  Act,  42  U.S.  C.  4601  et  seq.  ("URA"),  and  that  Subtenant  will  not  be 
entitled  to  any  relocation  benefits  provided  under  the  California  Relocation  Act  and  the  URA, 
including  any  moving  expenses,  reimbursement  for  costs  associated  with  increased  rent,  loss  of 
goodwill  or  other  costs  related  to  the  termination  of  Subtenant's  Lease  and  Subtenant's  relocation 
from  the  Premises.  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any 
and  all  claims  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue,  Sublandlord,  its  departments,  commissions, 
officers,  directors  and  employees,  agents,  contractors  and  successors  and  assigns  and  all  persons 
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acting  by,  through  or  under  each  of  them,  under  any  laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and 
all  claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  Sublandlord  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws  (including,  but  not  limited  to,  California  Government  Code  Section 
7260,  et  seq.,  and  the  Uniform  Relocation  Assistance  and  Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act,

5.  RENT 

5.1.  Base  Rent.  Throughout  the  Term,  beginning  on  the  Commencement  Date,  Subtenant 

Base  Rent  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  without  prior  demand  and  without  any  deduction,  setoff, 
or  counterclaim  whatsoever.  Base  Rent  shall  be  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  month, 
in  advance,  at  the  Notice  Address  of  Sublandlord  provided  in  Section  21.1  hereof  or  such  other 
place  as  Sublandlord  may  designate  in  writing.  If  the  Commencement  Date  occurs  on  a date 
other  than  the  first  day  of  a calendar  month,  or  the  Sublease  terminates  on  a day  other  than  the 
last  day  of  a calendar  month,  then  the  monthly  payment  of  Base  Rent  for  such  fractional  month 
shall  be  prorated  based  on  a thirty  (30)  day  month. 

5.2.  Adjustments  in  Base  Rent.  If  this  Sublease  has  not  been  terminated,  then  on  each  Rent 
Adjustment  Date  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  the  Base  Rent  shall  be  increased  by 
the  Rent  Increase  Percentage  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease  Information. 

5.3.  Additional  Charges.  In  addition  to  Base  Rent,  Subtenant  shall  pay  all  other  charges 
related  to  the  Premises  otherwise  payable  by  Subtenant  to  Sublandlord  hereunder,  including, 
without  limitation,  all  late  charges  and  default  interest  attributable  to  late  payments  and/or 
defaults  of  Subtenant  hereunder,  all  utility  charges,  and  any  amounts  other  than  Base  Rent  that 
shall  become  due  and  payable  by  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  (together,  the  “Additional 
Charges”).  Together,  Base  Rent  and  Additional  Charges  shall  hereinafter  be  referred  to  as  the 
“Rent”. 

5.4.  Late  Charge.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  pay  any  Rent  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  the 
same  is  due  and  payable,  such  unpaid  amount  will  be  subject  to  a late  payment  charge  equal  to 
six  percent  (6%)  of  the  unpaid  amount  in  each  instance.  The  late  p’ayment  charge  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant,  after  negotiation,  as  a reasonable  estimate  of  the 
additional  administrative  costs  and  detriment  that  Sublandlord  will  incur  as  a result  of  any  such 
failure  by  Subtenant,  the  actual  costs  thereof  being  extremely  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
determine.  The  late  payment  charge  constitutes  liquidated  damages  to  compensate  Sublandlord 
for  its  damages  resulting  from  such  failure  to  pay  and  Subtenant  shall  promptly  pay  such  charge 
to  Sublandlord  together  with  such  unpaid  amount. 

5.5.  Default  Interest.  If  any  Rent  is  not  paid  within  ten  (10)  days  following  the  due  date, 


such  unpaid  amount  shall  bear  interest  from  the  due  date  until  paid  at  the  rate  of  ten  percent 
(10%)  per  year.  However,  interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  late  charges  incurred  by  Subtenant  nor 
on  any  amounts  on  which  late  charges  are  paid  by  Subtenant  to  the  extent  this  interest  would 
cause  the  total  interest  to  be  in  excess  of  that  which  an  individual  is  lawfully  permitted  to  charge. 
Payment  of  interest  shall  not  excuse  or  cure  any  default  by  Subtenant: 

6.  TAXES,  ASSESSMENTS  AND  OTHER  EXPENSES 

6.1.  Taxes  and  Assessments,  Licenses,  Permit  Fees  and  Liens. 

(a)  Payment  Responsibility.  Subtenant  shall  pay  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property 

excises,  licenses,  permit  fees  and  other  charges  and  impositions  of  every  description  levied  on  or 
assessed  against  the  Premises,  any  Alterations,  Subtenant's  Personal  Property,  or  Subtenant's  use 
of  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations  during  the  Term.  Subtenant  shall  make  all  such  payments 
directly  to  the  charging  authority  when  due  and  payable  and  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to 
delinquency.  However,  with  respect  to  real  property  taxes  and  assessments  levied  on  or  assessed 
against  the  Premises  for  which  Sublandlord  receives  the  tax  bill  directly  from  the  taxing 
authority.  Subtenant  shall  reimburse  Sublandlord  for  payment  of  such  sums  immediately  upon 
demand. 

(b)  Taxability  of  Possessory  Interest.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  recognizes 
and  agrees  that  this  Sublease  may  create  a possessory  interest  subject  to  property  taxation  and 
that  Subtenant  may  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  property  taxes  levied  on  such  interest. 

(c)  No  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  not  allow  or  suffer  a lien  for  any  taxes  payable  by  Subtenant 
hereunder  to  be  imposed  upon  the  Premises  or  upon  any  equipment  or  other  property  located 
thereon  without  discharging  the  same  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  in  no  event  subsequent  to 
delinquency. 

(d)  Reporting  Information.  Subtenant  agrees  to  provide  such  information  as  Sublandlord 
may  request  to  enable  Sublandlord  to  comply  with  any  possessory  interest  tax  reporting 
requirements  applicable  to  this  Sublease. 

6.2.  Evidence  of  Payment.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  furnish  to 
Sublandlord  within  ten  (10)  days  after  the  date  when  any  charges  are  due  and  payable,  official 
receipts  of  the  appropriate  taxing  authority  or  other  evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to 
Sublandlord,  evidencing  payment  thereof. 

7.  USE;  COVENANTS  TO  PROTECT  PREMISES 

7.1.  Subtenant's  Permitted  Use.  Subtenant  may  use  the  Premises  for  the  Permitted  Use  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information,  but  for  no  other  purpose  without  the  prior  written 


consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent  may  be  given  or  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and 
absolute  discretion. 

7.2.  Subtenant's  Access  to  the  Premises.  As  provided  in  Section  30  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Subtenant  shall  have  access  to  the  Premises  on  a 24-hours  per  day,  seven  days  a week  basis; 
provided,  however.  Subtenant  shall  coordinate  such  access  with  the  local  representative  of 
Master  Landlord. 

7.3.  Rules  and  Regulations.  Subtenant  agrees  to  adhere  to  all  rules  and  regulations  regarding 
the  Premises  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D.  and  any  additional  rules  regarding  security,  ingress, 
egress,  safetv  and  sanitation  applicable  to  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  as  such  rules  and

7.4.  Easements.  This  Sublease  shall  be  subject  to  all  outstanding  easements  and  rights-of- 
way  for  location  of  any  type  of  facility  over,  across,  in,  and  upon  the  Premises  or  any  portion 
thereof,  and  to  the  right  of  Master  Landlord  to  grant  such  additional  easements  and  rights-of-way 
over,  across,  in  and  upon  the  Premises  as  Master  Landlord  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  public 
interest  (“Additional  Easements”);  provided  that,  as  provided  in  Section  29  of  the  Master  Lease, 
Master  Landlord  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  interference  with  Subtenant’s 
operations  hereunder  caused  by  the  granting  of  any  such  Additional  Easements  and  the  granting 
of  such  Additional  Easements  shall  be  conditioned  on  the  assumption  by  the  grantee  thereof  of 
liability  to  Subtenant  for  such  damages  as  Subtenant  shall  suffer  for  property  destroyed  or 
properly  rendered  unusable  on  account  of  the  grantee’s  exercise  of  its  rights  thereunder.  There  is 
hereby  reserved  to  the  holders  of  such  Additional  Easements  as  are  presently  outstanding  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  granted,  to  any  workers  officially  engaged  in  the  construction, 
installation,  maintenance,  operation,  repair  or  replacement  of  facilities  located  thereon,  and  to 
any  federal,  state  or  local  official  engaged  in  the  official  inspection  thereof,  such  reasonable 
rights  of  ingress  and  egress  over  the  Premises  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  with  regard  to  such  facilities. 

7.5.  No  Interference  with  Navy  Operations.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  operations,  nor 
make  any  Alterations  (as  defined  below),  that  would  interfere  with  or  otherwise  restrict  Master 
Landlord’s  operations  or  environmental  clean-up  or  restoration  actions  by  the  Master  Landlord, 
Sublandlord,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  the  State  of  California  or  their  contractors. 
Environmental  clean-up,  restoration  or  testing  activities  by  these  Parties  shall  take  priority  over 
Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises  in  the  event  of  any  conflict;  provided,  however,  in  such  event. 
Master  Landlord  and  Sublandlord  shall  use  their  best  efforts  to  minimize  any  disruption  of 
Subtenant’s  operation. 

7.6.  No  Unlawful  Uses,  Nuisances  or  Waste.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
shall  not  use,  occupy  or  permit  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any  of  the  Premises  in  any  unlawful 
manner  or  for  any  illegal  purpose,  or  permit  any  offensive,  noisy  or  hazardous  use  or  any  waste 
on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  eliminate  any  nuisances  or  hazards  relating  to  its 
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activities  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  not  conduct  any  business,  place  any  sales 
display,  or  advertise  in  any  manner  in  areas  on  or  about  the  Property  outside  of  the  Premises. 

8.  ALTERATIONS 

8.1.  Alterations.  Subtenant  shall  not  construct,  install,  make  or  permit  to  be  made  any 
alterations,  installations  or  additions  (“Alterations”)  in,  to  or  about  the  Premises,  without 
Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  consent  may  given  or  withheld  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  Subject  to  Sublandlord's  consent  as  provided  above, 
any  Alterations  shall  be  done  at  Subtenant's  sole  expense  (i)  in  strict  accordance  with  plans  and 
specifications  approved  in  advance  by  Sublandlord  in  writing,  (ii)  by  duly  licensed  and  bonded 
conu'actors  or  mecnanics  approved  o_y  ouuiauuioia,  pip  ru  a guuu  and  pioicsiiouai  uiamxu, 

(iv)  in  strict  compliance  with  all  Laws,  and  (v)  subject  to  all  other  conditions  that  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  impose.  In  no  event  shall  the  construction,  installation  or  the  making  of  any 
Alterations  impair  the  use  or  operation  of  the  Property,  or  any  portion  thereof,  or  Sublandlord's  or 
Master  Landlord’s  access  thereto.  Prior  to  the  commencement  of  any  work  on  the  Premises  to 
construct  any  Alterations,  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  expense,  shall  procure  all  required  permits  and 
approvals  and  shall  promptly  upon  receipt  deliver  copies  of  all  such  documents  to  Sublandlord. 
No  material  change  from  the  plans  and  specifications  for  any  Alterations  approved  by 
Sublandlord  may  be  made  without  Sublandlord's  prior  consent.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  shall  have  the  right  to  inspect  the  course  of  construction  on  the  Premises  at  all  times. 

(a)  Asbestos-Containing  Materials.  Without  limiting  Section  25.2  (No  Hazardous 
Materials)  below,  in  the  event  that  asbestos-containing  materials  ("ACM")  are  determined  to 
exist  in  or  about  the  Premises,  Subtenant  shall  ensure  that  all  Alterations  and  any  asbestos  related 
work,  as  defined  in  California  Health  & Safety  Code  Section  25914.1(b),  is  performed  in 
compliance  with  all  laws  relating  to  asbestos,  including  but  not  limited  to  California 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health  (OSHA)  regulations  found  in  Title  8 of  the  California  Code  of 
Regulations,  Sections  1502  and  1529.  Additionally,  Subtenant  shall  distribute  notifications  to  all 
employees  and  contractors  as  required  pursuant  to  California  Health  & Safety  Code  Section 
25915  et  seq.  informing  them  of  the  existence  of  ACM  and  that  moving,  drilling,  boring,  or 
otherwise  disturbing  ACM  may  present  a health  risk  and  should  not  be  attempted  by  an 
unqualified  employee.  No  Alterations  affecting  ACM-containing  areas  or  any  asbestos  related 
work  shall  be  performed  without  Sublandlord’s  prior  written  consent  in  each  instance. 

(b)  Subtenant’s  Improvements  or  Alterations  that  Disturb  or  Remove  Lead  Based 
Paint.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  all  requirements  of  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code, 

Section  3407,  and  all  other  applicable  present  or  future  federal,  state,  local  and  administrative 
laws,  rules,  regulations,  orders  and  other  governmental  requirements,  the  requirements  of  any 
board  of  fire  underwriters  or  other  similar  body,  any  directive  or  occupancy  certificate  issued 
pursuant  to  any  law  by  any  public  officer  or  officers  acting  in  their  regulatory  capacity 
(collectively,  "Laws"),  including,  without  limitation,  the  California  and  United  States 
Occupational  Health  and  Safety  Acts  and  their  implementing  regulations,  when  the  work  of 
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improvement  or  alteration  disturbs  or  removes  exterior  lead-based  or  "presumed"  lead-based 
paint  (as  defined  below).  Subtenant  shall  give  to  Sublandlord  three  (3)  business  days  prior 
written  notice  of  any  disturbance  or  removal  of  exterior  lead-based  or  presumed  lead-based  paint. 
Further,  Subtenant,  when  disturbing  or  removing  exterior  lead-based  or  presumed  lead-based 
paint,  shall  not  use  or  cause  to  be  used  any  of  the  following  methods:  (a)  acetylene  or  propane 
burning  and  torching;  (b)  scraping,  sanding  or  grinding  without  containment  barriers  or  a High 
Efficiency  Particulate  Air  filter  ("HEPA")  local  vacuum  exhaust  tool;  (c)  hydroblasting  or  high 
pressure  wash  without  containment  banders;  (d)  abrasive  blasting  or  sandblasting  without 
containment  barriers  or  a HEPA  vacuum  exhaust  tool;  and  (e)  heat  guns  operating  above  1,100 
degrees  Fahrenheit.  Paint  on  the  exterior  of  buildings  built  before  December  31,  1978,  is 
presumed  to  be  lead-based  paint  unless  lead-based  paint  testing,  as  defined  in  Section  3407  of  the 

surfaces  of  such  buildings.  Under  this  Section,  lead  based  paint  is  "disturbed  or  removed"  if  the 
work  of  improvement  or  alteration  involves  any  action  that  creates  friction,  pressure,  heat  or  a 
chemical  reaction  upon  any  lead-based  or  presumed  lead-based  paint  on  an  exterior  surface  so  as 
to  abrade,  loosen,  penetrate,  cut  through  or  eliminate  paint  from  that  surface.  Notice  to 
Sublandlord  under  this  sublease  shall  not  constitute  notice  to  the  City's  Department  of  Building 
Inspection  required  under  Section  3407  of  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code. 

8.2.  Historic  Properties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
acknowledges  and  agrees  that,  pursuant  to  Section  15  of  the  Master  Lease,  no  Alterations  may  be 
made  to  any  improvements  on  the  Premises  (i)  which  will  affect  the  historic  characteristics  of  the 
improvements  or  modify  the  appearance  of  the  exterior  of  the  improvements  without  Master 
Landlord's  and  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  or  (ii)  if  such  Alterations  would  preclude 
qualifying  the  improvements  for  inclusion  on  the  National  Register  for  Historic  Places. 

8.3.  Ownership  of  Alterations.  Any  Alterations  constructed  on  or  affixed  to  the  Premises  by 
or  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  pursuant  to  the  terms  and  limitations  of  this  Section  8 shall  be  and 
remain  Subtenant's  property  during  the  Term.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
shall  remove  all  such  Alterations  from  the  Premises  in  accordance  v/ith  the  provisions  of  Section 
19  hereof,  unless  Sublandlord,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  limiting  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Section  8.1  above,  requires  that  such  Alterations  remain  on  the  Premises  following  the  expiration 
or  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

8.4.  Subtenant's  Personal  Property.  All  furniture,  furnishings  and  articles  of  movable 
personal  property  and  equipment  used  upon  or  installed  in  the  Premises  by  or  for  the  account  of 
Subtenant  that  can  be  removed  without  structural  or  other  material  damage  to  the  Premises  (all  of 
which  are  herein  called  "Subtenant's  Personal  Property")  shall  be  and  remain  the  property  of 
Subtenant  and  shall  be  removed  by  Subtenant,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  19  hereof. 
Subtenant  shall  be  solely  responsible  for  providing  any  security  or  other  protection  of  or 
maintenance  to  Subtenant’s  Personal  Property. 

8.5.  Sublandlord's  Alterations.  Sublandlord  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  to  make 
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alterations,  additions,  repairs,  deletions  or  improvements  to  the  common  areas  or  any  other  part 
of  the  improvements  on  the  Premises;  provided,  that  any  such  alterations  or  additions  shall  not 
materially  adversely  affect  the  functional  utilization  of  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein. 

9.  REPAIRS  AND  MAINTENANCE 

9.1.  Subtenant  Responsible  for  Maintenance  and  Repair.  Subtenant  assumes  full  and  sole 
responsibility  for  the  condition,  operation,  repair  and  maintenance  and  management  of  the 
Premises  from  and  after  the  Commencement  Date  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  in  good  condition 
and  repair.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  performance  of  any  repairs,  changes  or 


Subtenant  shall  make  all  repairs  and  replacements,  interior  and  exterior,  structural  as  well  as  non- 
structural,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
maintain  the  Premises  at  all  times  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and  in  good 
order  and  repair,  to  Sublandlord's  and  Master  Landlord’s  reasonable  satisfaction,  provided, 
however,  that  neither  Subtenant  nor  Sublandlord  shall  be  required  to  make  structural  repairs  or 
Alterations  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the  Commencement 
Date.  If  any  portion  of  the  Premises  is  damaged  by  any  activities  conducted  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately,  at  its  sole 
cost,  repair  all  such  damage  and  restore  the  Premises  to  its  previous  condition. 

9.2.  Utilities.  Sublandlord  shall  provide  the  basic  utilities  and  services  described  in  the 
attached  Exhibit  E (the  “Standard  Utilities  and  Services”)  to  the  Premises,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  contained  therein.  Subtenant  shall  be  responsible  for  furnishing,  at  its  sole  cost, 
any  utilities  or  services  other  than  or  in  excess  of  the  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  that 
Subtenant  may  need  for  its  use  of  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  pay,  without  set  off  or 
counterclaim,  all  amounts  due  and  owing  for  such  Standard  Utilities  and  Services  at  the  rates 
provided  in  and  as  otherwise  set  forth  in  Exhibit  E: 

9.3.  Landscaping.  Subtenant  shall  maintain  the  exterior  landscaping  of  the  Premises  in  good 
condition  and  repair. 

9.4.  Janitorial  Services.  Subtenant  shall  provide  all  janitorial  services  for  the  Premises. 

9.5.  Pest  Control.  Subtenant  shall  provide  and  pay  for  all  pest  control  services  required 
within  the  Premises,  and  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  of  all  pests  at  all  times. 

9.6.  Trash.  Subtenant  shall  deposit  all  trash  into  designated  containers  in  the  Premises  in 
compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  D.  Subtenant  shall  pay  for 
the  removal  of  trash  from  the  designated  containers.  Subtenant  shall  abide  by  all  rules 
established  by  Sublandlord  or  Master  Landlord  for  the  handling  of  trash. 
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9.7.  No  Right  to  Repair  and  Deduct.  Subtenant  expressly  waives  the  benefit  of  any  existing 
or  future  Laws  or  judicial  or  administrative  decision  that  would  otherwise  permit  Subtenant  to 
make  repairs  or  replacements  at  Sublandlord's  expense,  or  to  terminate  this  Sublease  because  of 
Sublandlord's  failure  to  keep  the  Premises  or  any  part  thereof  in  good  order,  condition  or  repair, 
or  to  abate  or  reduce  any  of  Subtenant's  obligations  hereunder  on  account  of  the  Premises  or  any 
part  thereof  being  in  need  of  repair  or  replacement.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant 
expressly  waives  the  provisions  of  California  Civil  Code  Sections  1932,  1941  and  1942  or  any 
similar  Laws  with  respect  to  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  terminate  this  Sublease  and  with  respect  to 
any  obligations  of  Sublandlord  hereunder  or  any  right  of  Subtenant  to  make  repairs  or 
replacements  and  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  Rent. 


10.1.  Liens.  Subtenant  shall  keep  the  Premises  free  from  any  liens  arising  out  of  any  work 
performed,  material  furnished  or  obligations  incurred  by  or  for  Subtenant.  In  the  event  Subtenant 
does  not,  within  five  (5)  days  following  the  imposition  of  any  such  lien,  cause  the  lien  to  be 
released  of  record  by  payment  or  posting  of  a proper  bond,  Sublandlord  shall  have  in  addition  to 
all  other  remedies  provided  herein  and  by  law  or  equity  the  right,  but  not  the  obligation,  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  released  by  such  means  as  it  shall  deem  proper,  including,  but  not  limited  to, 
payment  of  the  claim  giving  rise  to  such  lien.  All  such  sums  paid  by  Sublandlord  and  all 
expenses  it  incurs  in  connection  therewith  (including,  without  limitation,  reasonable  attorneys' 
fees)  shall  be  payable  to  Sublandlord  by  Subtenant  upon  demand.  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  at  all  times  to  post  and  keep  posted  on  the  Premises  any  notices  permitted  or  required  by 
law  or  that  Sublandlord  deems  proper  for  its  protection  and  protection  of  the  Premises  from 
mechanics'  and  materialmen's  liens.'  Subtenant  shall  give  Sublandlord  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days' 
prior  written  notice  of  the  commencement  of  any  repair  or  construction  on  any  of  the  Premises. 

11.  COMPLIANCE  WITH  LAWS 

11.1.  Compliance  with  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  promptly,  at  its  sole  expense,  maintain  the 
Premises  and  Subtenant’s  use  and  operations  thereon  in  strict  compliance  at  all  times  with  all 
present  and  future  Laws,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  ordinary  as  well  as  extraordinary; 
provided,  however  Subtenant  shall  not  be  required  to  make  repairs  or  structural  changes  to  the 
Premises  required  solely  to  correct  conditions  affecting  the  Premises  existing  prior  to  the 
Commencement  Date  or  not  related  to  Subtenant’s  use  of  the  Premises,  unless  the  requirement 
for  such  changes  is  imposed  as  a result  of  any  Alterations  made  or  requested  to  be  made  by 
Subtenant.  Such  Laws  shall  include,  without  limitation,  all  Laws  relating  to  health  and  safety 
and  disabled  accessibility  including,  without  limitation,  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act,  42 
U.S.C.  §§  12101  et  seq.  and  Title  24  of  the  California  Code  of  Regulations,  all  present  and  future 
Environmental  Laws  (as  defined  in  this  Sublease  below),  and  all  applicable  provisions  of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code.  No  occurrence  or  situation  arising  during  the  Term,  nor  any 
present  or  future  Law,  whether  foreseen  or  unforeseen,  and  however  extraordinary,  shall  give 
Subtenant  any  right  to  seek  redress  against  Sublandlord  for  failing  to  comply  with  any  Laws. 
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Subtenant  waives  any  rights  now  or  hereafter  conferred  upon  it  by  any  existing  or  future  Law  to 
compel  Sublandlord  to  make  any  repairs  to  comply  with  any  such  Laws,  on  account  of  any  such 
occurrence  or  situation. 

11.2.  Regulatory  Approvals;  Responsible  Party. 

Subtenant  understands  and  agrees  that  Subtenant's  use  of  the  Premises  and  construction  of  any 
Alterations  permitted  hereunder  may  require  authorizations,  approvals  or  permits  from 
governmental  regulatory  agencies  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Premises.  Subtenant  shall  be  solely 
responsible  for  obtaining  any  and  all  such  regulatory  approvals,  including  without  limitation,  any 
liquor  permits  or  approvals:"  Subtenant  shall  not  seek  any  regulatory  approval  without  first 
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applying  for,  obtaining  and  maintaining  any  necessary  or  appropriate  regulatory  approval  and 
shall  be  solely  responsible  for  satisfying  any  and  all  conditions  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies  as 
part  of  a regulatory  approval.  Any  fines  or  penalties  levied  as  a result  of  Subtenant's  failure  to 
comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval  shall  be  immediately  paid  and 
discharged  by  Subtenant,  and  Sublandlord  shall  have  no  liability,  monetary  or  otherwise,  for  any 
such  fines  or  penalties.  Subtenant  shall  indemnify,  protect,  defend  and  hold  harmless  forever 
("Indemnify")  Sublandlord,  City  and  Master  Landlord,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  all  of  their 
respective  officers,  directors,  employees,  agents,  affiliates,  subsidiaries,  licensees,  contractors, 
boards,  commissions,  departments,  agencies  and  other  subdivisions  and  each  of  the  persons 
acting  by,  through  or  under  each  of  them,  and  their  respective  heirs,  legal  representatives, 
successors  and  assigns,  and  each  of  them  (the  “Indemnified  Parties”),  against  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  losses,  liabilities,  damages,  liens,  injuries,  penalties,  fines,  lawsuits  and  other 
proceedings,  judgments  and  awards  and  costs  and  expenses,  including,  without  limitation, 
reasonable  attorneys'  and  consultants'  fees  and  costs  (“Losses”)  arising  in  connection  with 
Subtenant's  failure  to  obtain  or  comply  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  any  regulatory  approval. 

11.3.  Compliance  with  Sublandlord's  Risk  Management  Requirements.  Subtenant  shall 
not  do  anything,  or  permit  anything  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  Premises  or  to  any  Alterations 
permitted  hereunder  that  would  create  any  unusual  fire  risk,  and  shall  take  commercially 
reasonable  steps  to  protect  Sublandlord  from  any  potential  premises  liability.  Subtenant  shall 
faithfully  observe,  at  its  expense,  any  and  all  reasonable  requirements  of  Sublandlord's  Risk 
Manager  with  respect  thereto  and  with  the  requirements  of  any  policies  of  commercial  general 
liability,  all  risk  property  or  other  policies  of  insurance  at  any  time  in  force  with  respect  to  the 
Premises  and  any  Alterations  as  required  hereunder. 

12.  ENCUMBRANCES 

Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  not  under 
any  circumstances  whatsoever  create  any  mortgage,  deed  of  trust,  assignment  of  rents,  fixture 
filing,  security  agreement,  or  similar  security  instrument,  or  other  lien  or  encumbrance  or 
assignment  or  pledge  of  an  asset  as  security  in  any  manner  against  the  Premises  or  Sublandlord's 
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or  Subtenant’s  interest  under  this  Sublease. 


13.  DAMAGE  OR  DESTRUCTION 

13.1.  Damage  or  Destruction  to  the  Premises.  In  the  case  of  damage  to  or  destruction  of  the 
Premises  by  earthquake,  fire,  flood  or  any  other  casualty,  which  (i)  is  not  caused  by  Subtenant  or 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  (ii)  is  not  covered  by  the  insurance  described  in 
Section  1 7 below,  (iii)  prevents  Subtenant  from  operating  the  Premises  for  the  purposes  stated 
herein,  and  (iv)  costs  more  to  repair  than  the  Repair  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Lease 
Information,  either  party  may  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  thirty  (30)  days  prior  written  notice 
and  upon  any  such  termination  Subtenant  shall  surrender  the  Premises  in  accordance  with 
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terminated  under  this  Section  13.1)  and  both  Parties  shall  be  relieved  of  any  liability  for  such 
termination  or  for  repairing  such  damage.  If  neither  Party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in 
this  Section  13.1.  then  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  promptly  restore,  repair,  replace  or  rebuild 
the  Premises  to  the  condition  the  Premises  were  in  prior  to  such  damage  or  destruction,  subject  to 
any  Alterations  made  in  strict  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  8.1  above.  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  Sublandlord  have  any  obligation  to  repair,  replace  or  rebuild  the  Premises  in 
the  event  of  a casualty. 

13.2.  No  Abatement  in  Rent.  In  the  event  of  any  damage  or  destruction  to  the  Premises,  and 
if  neither  party  terminates  this  Sublease  as  provided  in  Section  13.1  above,  there  shall  be  no 
abatement  in  the  Rent  payable  hereunder. 

13.3.  Waiver.  The  Parties  understand  and  agree  that  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  Section 
are  intended  to  govern  fully  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  Parties  in  the  event  of  damage  or 
destruction  to  the  Premises  or  Alterations,  and  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  each  hereby  waives 
and  releases  any  right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  in  whole  or  in  part  under  Sections  1932.2  and 
1933.4  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California  or  under  any  similar  Laws  now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  to 
the  extent  such  rights  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof. 

14.  ASSIGNMENT  AND  SUBLETTING 

14.1.  Restriction  on  Assignment  and  Subletting.  Subtenant  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly 
(including,  without  limitation,  by  merger,  acquisition  or  other  transfer  of  any  controlling  interest 
in  Subtenant),  voluntarily  or  by  operation  of  Law,  sell,  assign,  encumber,  pledge,  sublease  or 
otherwise  transfer  any  part  of  its  interest  in  or  rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises,  any  Alterations 
or  its  interest  in  this  Sublease,  or  permit  any  portion  of  the  Premises  to  be  occupied  by  anyone 
other  than  itself,  or  sublet  any  portion  of  the  Premises  (a  "Transfer"),  without  Sublandlord's  prior 
written  consent  in  each  instance,  which  Sublandlord  may  grant  or  withhold  in  its  sole  and 
absolute  discretion.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  a written  notice  of  its  intention  to 
Transfer  this  Sublease  or  the  Premises,  together  with  a copy  of  the  proposed  Transfer  agreement 
at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  commencement  date  of  the  proposed  Transfer.  Subtenant 
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shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  such  information  regarding  the  proposed  Transfer  as  Sublandlord 
may  reasonably  request. 

14.2.  Bonus  Rental.  If  Sublandlord  consents  to  a Transfer  of  any  of  Subtenant's  interest  in  or 
rights  with  respect  to  the  Premises  pursuant  to  Section  14.1  above,  then  one  hundred  percent 
(100%)  of  any  rent  or  other  consideration  payable  to  Subtenant  in  excess  of  the  Base  Rent 
payable  hereunder  (or  the  proportionate  share  thereof  applicable  to  the  portion  of  the  Premises 
that  is  subject  to  the  Transfer)  shall  be  paid  to  Sublandlord  immediately  upon  receipt  by 
Subtenant. 

15.  DEFAULT;  REMEDIES 

15.1.  Events  of  Default.  Any  of  the  following  shall  constitute  an  event  of  default  ("Event  of 
Default")  by  Subtenant  hereunder: 

(a)  Failure  to  Pay  Rent.  Any  failure  to  pay  any  Rent  or  any  other  sums  due  hereunder, 
including  sums  due  for  utilities,  within  five  (5)  days  after  such  sums  are  due; 

(b)  Covenants,  Conditions  and  Representations.  Any  failure  to  perform  or  comply  with 
any  other  covenant,  condition  or  representation  made  under  this  Sublease;  provided,  Subtenant 
shall  have  a period  of  ten  (10)  days  from  the  date  of  written  notice  from  Sublandlord  of  such 
failure  within  which  to  cure  such  default  under  this  Sublease,  or,  if  such  default  is  not  capable  of 
cure  within  such  10-day  period,  Subtenant  shall  have  a reasonable  period  to  complete  such  cure  if 
Subtenant  promptly  undertakes  action  to  cure  such  default  within  such  10-day  period  and 
thereafter  diligently  prosecutes  the  same  to  completion  and  uses  its  best  efforts  to  complete  such 
cure  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  default  from  Sublandlord; 

(c)  Vacation  or  Abandonment.  Any  abandonment  of  the  Premises  for  more  than  fourteen 
(14)  consecutive  days; 

(d)  Bankruptcy.  The  appointment  of  a receiver  to  take  possession  of  all  or  substantially  all 
of  the  assets  of  Subtenant,  or  an  assignment  by  Subtenant  for  the  benefit  of  creditors,  or  any 
action  taken  or  suffered  by  Subtenant  under  any  insolvency,  bankruptcy,  reorganization, 
moratorium  or  other  debtor  relief  act  or  statute,  whether  now  existing  or  hereafter  amended  or 
enacted;  and 

(e)  Notices  of  Default.  The  delivery  to  Subtenant  of  three  (3)  or  more  notices  of  default 
within  any  twelve  (12)  month  period,  irrespective  of  whether  Subtenant  actually  cures  such 
default  within  the  specified  time  period,  may,  in  the  sole  and  absolute  discretion  of  the  Authority, 
be  deemed  an  incurable  breach  of  this  Sublease  allowing  the  Authority  to  immediately  terminate 
this  Sublease  without  further  notice  or  demand  to  Subtenant. 


15.2.  Remedies.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  an  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant,  Sublandlord  shall 
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have  the  following  rights  and  remedies  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord  at  Law  or  in  equity: 

(a)  Terminate  Sublease  and  Recover  Damages.  The  rights  and  remedies  provided  by 
California  Civil  Code  Section  1951.2  (damages  on  termination  for  breach),  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  right  to  terminate  Subtenant's  right  to  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  recover 
the  worth  at  the  time  of  award  of  the  amount  by  which  the  unpaid  Rent  for  the  balance  of  the 
Term  after  the  time  of  award  exceeds  the  amount  of  rental  loss  for  the  same  period  that 
Subtenant  proves  could  be  reasonably  avoided,  as  computed  pursuant  to  subsection  (b)  of  such 
Section  1 95 1 .2.  Sublandlord's  efforts  to  mitigate  the  damages  caused  by  Subtenant's  breach  of 
this  Sublease  shall  not  waive  Sublandlord's  rights  to  recover  unmitigated  damages  upon 


(b)  Appointment  of  Receiver.  The  right  to  have  a receiver  appointed  for  Subtenant  upon 
application  by  Sublandlord  to  take  possession  of  the  Premises  and  to  apply  any  rental  collected 
from  the  Premises  and  to  exercise  all  other  rights  and  remedies  granted  to  Sublandlord  pursuant 
to  this  Sublease. 

15.3.  Sublandlord's  Right  to  Cure  Subtenant's  Defaults.  If  Subtenant  defaults  in  the 
performance  of  any  of  its  obligations  under  this  Sublease,  then  Sublandlord  may  at  any  time 
thereafter  with  three  (3)  days  prior  written  notice  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency  as 
determined  by  Sublandlord  where  prior  notice  by  Sublandlord  is  impractical),  remedy  such  Event 
of  Default  for  Subtenant's  account  and  at  Subtenant's  expense.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to 
Sublandlord,  as  Additional  Charges,  promptly  upon  demand,  all  sums  expended  by  Sublandlord, 
or  other  costs,  damages,  expenses  or  liabilities  incurred  by  Sublandlord,  including,  without 
limitation,  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  in  remedying  or  attempting  to  remedy  such  Event  of 
Default.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this  Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 
Nothing  herein  shall  imply  any  duty  of  Sublandlord  to  do  any  act  that  Subtenant  is  obligated  to 
perform  under  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  and  Sublandlord's  cure  or  attempted  cure  of 
Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  shall  not  constitute  a waiver  of  Subtenant's  Event  of  Default  or  any 
rights  or  remedies  of  Sublandlord  on  account  of  such  Event  of  Default. 

16.  RELEASE  AND  WAIVER  OF  CLAIMS;  INDEMNIFICATION 

16.1.  Release  and  Waiver  of  Claims.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents, 
covenants  and  agrees  that  the  Indemnified  Parties  shall  not  be  responsible  for  or  liable  to 
Subtenant  for,  and,  to  the  fullest  extent  allowed  by  any  Laws,  Subtenant  hereby  waives  all  rights 
against  the  Indemnified  Parties  and  releases  them  from,  any  and  all  Losses,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  incidental  and  consequential  damages,  relating  to  any  injury,  accident  or  death  of  any 
person  or  loss  or  damage  to  any  property,  in  or  about  the  Premises,  from  any  cause  whatsoever, 
including  without  limitation,  partial  or  complete  collapse  of  the  Premises  due  to  an  earthquake  or 
subsidence,  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses  are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or 
willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing: 
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(a)  Subtenant  expressly  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  the  Rent  payable  hereunder  does  not 
take  into  account  any  potential  liability  of  the  Indemnified  Parties  for  any  consequential  or 
incidental  damages  including,  but  not  limited  to,  lost  profits  arising  out  of  disruption  to 
Subtenant's  uses  hereunder.  Sublandlord  would  not  be  willing  to  enter  into  this  Sublease  in  the 
absence  of  a complete  waiver  of  liability  for  consequential  or  incidental  damages  due  to  the  acts 
or  omissions  of  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  Subtenant  expressly  assumes  the  risk  with  respect 
thereto.  Accordingly,  without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other 
waivers  contained  in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims, 
demands,  rights,  and  causes  of  action  for  consequential  and  incidental  damages  and  covenants 
not  to  sue  tiie  lndemmtiea  Jt-araes  xor  sucn  uamagcs  arising  out  uf  uiA  uuuu.aoo  ui  i.h^  uowo 
authorized  hereunder,  including,  without  limitation,  any  interference  with  uses  conducted  by 
Subtenant  pursuant  to  this  Sublease  regardless  of  the  cause. 

(b)  Without  limiting  any  indemnification  obligations  of  Subtenant  or  other  waivers  contained 
in  this  Sublease  and  as  a material  part  of  the  consideration  for  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  fully 
RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  forever  any  and  all  claims,  demands,  rights,  and 
causes  of  action  against,  and  covenants  not  to  sue  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  or 
future  Laws,  statutes,  or  regulations,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  any  claim  for  inverse 
condemnation  or  the  payment  of  just  compensation  under  the  law  of  eminent  domain,  or 
otherwise  at  equity,  in  the  event  that  Sublandlord  terminates  this  Sublease  because  of  such  claim 
for  inverse  condemnation  or  eminent  domain. 

(c)  As  part  of  Subtenant's  agreement  to  accept  the  Premises  in  its  "As  Is"  condition  as 
provided  herein,  and  without  limiting  such  agreement  and  any  other  waiver  contained  herein, 
Subtenant  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its  successors  and  assigns,  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and 
forever  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all 
Losses,  whether  direct  or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise 
on  account  of  or  in  any  way  be  connected  with  the  physical  or  environmental  condition  of  the 
Premises  and  any  related  improvements  or  any  Laws  or  regulations  applicable  thereto  or  the 
suitability  of  the  Premises  for  Subtenant's  intended  use. 

(d)  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  will  not  be  a displaced  person  at  the  time  this  Sublease  is 
terminated,  and  Subtenant  fully  RELEASES,  WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES  the  Indemnified 
Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses  and  any  and  all  claims,  demands  or  rights  against  any  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties  under  any  present  and  future  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  any  and  all 
claims  for  relocation  benefits  or  assistance  from  the  Indemnified  Parties  under  federal  and  state 
relocation  assistance  laws. 

(e)  Without  limiting  any  other  waiver  contained  herein,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  its 
successors  and  assigns,  hereby  waives  its  right  to  recover  from,  and  forever  RELEASES, 
WAIVES  AND  DISCHARGES,  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  any  and  all  Losses,  whether  direct 
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or  indirect,  known  or  unknown,  foreseen  and  unforeseen,  that  may  arise  on  account  of  or  in  any 
way  connected  with  the  Indemnified  Parties'  decision  to  Sublease  the  Premises  to  Subtenant, 
regardless  of  whether  or  not  such  decision  is  or  may  be  determined  to  be  an  act  of  gross 
negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  the  Indemnified  Parties. 

(f)  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  never  to  file,  commence,  prosecute  or  cause  to  be  filed, 
commenced  or  prosecuted  against  the  Indemnified  Parties  any  claim,  action  or  proceeding  based 
upon  any  claims,  demands,  causes  of  action,  obligations,  damages,  losses,  costs,  expenses  or 
liabilities  of  any  nature  whatsoever  encompassed  by  the  waivers  and  releases  set  forth  in  this 
Section  16.1. 


or  statement  other  than  as  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

(h)  Subtenant  had  made  such  investigation  of  the  facts  pertaining  to  these  waivers  and 
releases  as  it  deems  necessary  and  assumes  the  risk  of  mistake  with  respect  to  such  facts.  These 
waivers  and  releases  are  intended  to  be  final  and  binding  on  Subtenant  regardless  of  any  claims 
of  mistake. 

(i)  In  connection  with  the  foregoing  releases,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar 
with  Section  1542  of  the  California  Civil  Code,  which  reads: 

A general  release  does  not  extend  to  claims  which  the  creditor  does 
not  know  or  suspect  to  exist  in  his  or  her  favor  at  the  time  of  executing 
the  release,  which  if  known  by  him  or  her  must  have  materially 
affected  his  or  her  settlement  with  the  debtor. 

Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  releases  contained  herein  include  all  known  and 
unknown,  disclosed  and  undisclosed,  and  anticipated  and  unanticipated  claims.  Subtenant 
realizes  and  acknowledges  that  it  has  agreed  upon  this  Sublease  in  light  of  this  realization  and, 
being  fully  aware  of  this  situation,  it  nevertheless  intends  to  waive  the  benefit  of  Civil  Code 
Section  1 542,  or  any  statute  or  other  similar  law  now  or  later  in  effect.  The  waivers  and  releases 
contained  herein  shall  survive  any  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

16.2.  Subtenant's  Indemnity.  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents,  shall 
Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties  from  and  against  any  and  all  Losses  arising  out  of  Subtenant’s 
use  of  the  Premises,  including  but  not  limited  to,  any  Losses  arising  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  out  of:  (a)  any  damage  to  or  destruction  of  any  property  owned  by  or  in  the 
custody  of  Subtenant  or  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees;  (b)  any  accident,  injury  to  or 
death  of  a person,  including,  without  limitation,  Subtenant’s  Agents  and  Subtenant’s  Invitees, 
howsoever  or  by  whomsoever  caused,  occurring  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises;  (c)  any  default  by 
Subtenant  in  the  observation  or  performance  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  of  this 
Sublease  to  be  observed  or  performed  on  Subtenant's  part;  (d)  the  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or 
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management,  or  manner  of  use,  occupancy,  conduct  or  management  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  or  any  person  or  entity  claiming  through  or  under  any  of  them,  of 
the  Premises  or  any  Alterations;  (e)  any  construction  or  other  work  undertaken  by  Subtenant  on 
or  about  the  Premises;  and  (f)  any  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant's  Agents 
or  Subtenant's  Invitees,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises  or  any  Alterations,  except  to  the  extent  that 
such  Indemnity  is  void  or  otherwise  unenforceable  under  any  applicable  Laws  in  effect  on  or 
validly  retroactive  to  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and  further  except  only  to  the  extent  such  Losses 
are  caused  solely  by  the  gross  negligence  or  intentional  wrongful  acts  and  omissions  of  the 
Indemnified  Parties.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  shall  include,  without  limitation,  reasonable  fees 
of  attorneys,  consultants  and  experts  and  related  costs  and  Sublandlord's  costs  of  investigating 
any  Loss.  Subtenant  specificallv  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  it  has  an  immediate  and 
mdepencteni  obligation  to  aeiena  aubianaioru  ana  die  uuici  iudciiuiLucJ  Laideo 
which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  this  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is  or 
may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is  tendered 
to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter.  Subtenant's  obligations  under 
this  Section  shall  survive  the  expiration  or  sooner  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

17.  INSURANCE 

17.1.  Required  Insurance  Coverage.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  maintain, 
or  cause  to  be  maintained,  through  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  the  following  insurance: 

(a)  General  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  commercial  general  liability  insurance, 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined  single  limit 
for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  contractual  liability,  independent 
contractors,  broad  form  property  damage,  personal  injury,  products  and  completed  operations, 
fire  damage  and  legal  liability  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000), 
explosion,  collapse  and  underground  (XCU). 

(b)  Automobile  Liability  Insurance.  Comprehensive  or  business  automobile  liability 
insurance  with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000)  each  occurrence  combined 
single  limit  for  bodily  injury  and  property  damage,  including  coverages  for  owned  and  hired 
vehicles  and  for  employer’s  non-ownership  liability,  which  insurance  shall  be  required  if  any 
automobiles  or  any  other  motor  vehicles  are  operated  in  connection  with  Subtenant’s  activity  on 
the  Premises  or  the  Permitted  Use. 

(c)  Worker's  Compensation  and  Employer's  Liability  Insurance.  If  Subtenant  has 
employees,  Worker's  Compensation  Insurance  in  statutory  amounts  with  Employer's  Liability 
with  limits  not  less  than  One  Million  Dollars  ($1,000,000.00)  for  each  accident,  injury  or  illness, 
on  employees  eligible  for  each. 

(d)  Personal  Property  Insurance.  Subtenant,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  shall  procure  and 
maintain  on  all  of  its  personal  property  and  Alterations,  in,  on,  or  about  the  Premises,  property 
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insurance  on  an  all  risk  form,  excluding  earthquake  and  flood,  to  the  extent  of  full  replacement 
value.  The  proceeds  from  any  such  policy  shall  be  used  by  Subtenant  for  the  replacement  of 
Subtenant's  personal  property. 

(e)  Other  Coverage.  Such  other  insurance  or  different  coverage  amounts  as  is  required  by 
law  or  as  is  generally  required  by  commercial  owners  of  property  similar  in  size,  character,  age 
and  location  as  the  Premises,  as  may  change  from  time  to  time,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the 
City's  Risk  Manager. 

17.2.  Claims-Made  Policies.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 

provided  under  a claims-made  form  of  policy,  Subtenant  shall  maintain  such  coverage 
continuously  uirouglioui  UlO  ICilli  cUlU  WIUIUUL  lapse  lUi  a puiuu  Oi  UU.ec.  ^ j .ywcua  iliv 

termination  of  this  Sublease,  to  the  effect  that  should  occurrences  during  the  Term  give  rise  to 
claims  made  after  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  claims  shall  be  covered  by  such  claims- 
made  policies. 

17.3.  Annual  Aggregate  Limits.  If  any  of  the  insurance  required  in  Section  17.1  above  is 
provided  under  a form  of  coverage  which  includes  an  annual  aggregate  limit  or  provides  that 
claims  investigation  or  legal  defense  costs  be  included  in  such  annual  aggregate  limit,  such 
annual  aggregate  limit  shall  be  double  the  occurrence  limits  specified  herein. 

17.4.  Payment  of  Premiums.  Subtenant  shall  pay  the  premiums  for  maintaining  all  required 
insurance. 

17.5.  Waiver  of  Subrogation  Rights.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained 
herein,  Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  (each  a "Waiving  Party")  each  hereby  waives  any  right  of 
recovery  against  the  other  party  for  any  loss  or  damage  sustained  by  such  other  party  with  respect 
to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises  or  any  portion  thereof  or  the  contents  of  the  same  or  any  operation 
therein,  whether  or  not  such  loss  is  caused  by  the  fault  or  negligence  of  such  other  party,  to  the 
extent  such  loss  or  damage  is  covered  by  insurance  which  is  required  to  be  purchased  by  the 
Waiving  Party  under  this  Sublease  or  is  actually  covered  by  insurance  obtained  by  the  Waiving 
Party.  Each  Waiving  Party  agrees  to  cause  its  insurers  to  issue  appropriate  waiver  of  subrogation 
rights  endorsements  to  all  policies  relating  to  the  Facility  or  the  Premises;  provided,  the  failure  to 
obtain  any  such  endorsement  shall  not  affect  the  above  waiver. 

17.6.  General  Insurance  Matters. 

(a)  All  liability  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall 
contain  a cross-liability  clause,  shall  name  as  additional  insureds  the  "THE  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  THE 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  ACTING  BY  AND  THROUGH  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  NAVY,  AND  THEIR  OFFICERS,  DIRECTORS,  EMPLOYEES  AND  AGENTS,"  shall  be 
primary  to  any  other  insurance  available  to  the  additional  insureds  with  respect  to  claims  arising 
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under  this  Sublease,  and  shall  provide  that  such  insurance  applies  separately  to  each  insured 
against  whom  complaint  is  made  or  suit  is  brought  except  with  respect  to  the  limits  of  the 
company's  liability. 

(b)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  be  issued 
by  an  insurance  company  or  companies  reasonably  acceptable  to  Sublandlord  with  an  AM  Best 
rating  of  not  less  than  A- VIII  and  authorized  to  do  business  in  the  State  of  California. 

(c)  All  insurance  policies  required  to  be  maintained  by  Subtenant  hereunder  shall  provide  for 
thirty  (30)  days'  prior  written  notice  of  cancellation  for  any  reason,  intended  non-renewal,  or 
reduction  in  coverage  to  Subtenant  and  Sublandlord.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  in  accordance 
with  the  notice  provisions  ot  Section  1 1 . i oeiow. 

(d)  Subtenant  shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  certificates  of  insurance  and  additional  insured 
policy  endorsements  in  a form  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  evidencing  the  coverages  required 
herein,  together  with  evidence  of  payment  of  premiums,  on  or  before  the  Commencement  Date, 
and  upon  renewal  of  each  policy  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  before  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
policy.  Subtenant  shall,  upon  Sublandlord's  request,  promptly  furnish  Sublandlord  with  a 
complete  copy  of  any  insurance  policy  required  hereunder. 

(e)  Not  more  often  than  every  year  and  upon  not  less  than  sixty  (60)  days'  prior  written 
notice,  Sublandlord  may  require  Subtenant  to  increase  the  insurance  limits  set  forth  in  Section 
17.1  above  if  Sublandlord  finds  in  its  reasonable  judgment  that  it  is  the  general  commercial 
practice  in  San  Francisco  to  carry  insurance  in  amounts  substantially  greater  than  those  amounts 
carried  by  Subtenant  with  respect  to  risks  comparable  to  those  associated  with  the  use  of  the 
Premises. 

(f)  . Subtenant's  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  in  no  way  relieve  or 
decrease  Subtenant's  indemnification  obligations  herein  or  any  of  Subtenant's  other  obligations  or 
liabilities  under  this  Sublease. 

(g)  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Sublease,  Sublandlord  may  elect  in 
Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute  discretion  to  terminate  this  Sublease  upon  the  lapse  of  any 
required  insurance  coverage  by  written  notice  to  Subtenant. 

18.  ACCESS  BY  SUBLANDLORD 

18.1.  Access  to  Premises  by  Sublandlord. 

(a)  Genera!  Access.  Sublandlord  reserves  for  itself  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents,  the  right  to  , 

enter  the  Premises  and  any  portion  thereof  at  all  reasonable  times  upon  not  less  than  twenty-four 
(24)  hours  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the  event  of  an  emergency)  for  any 
purpose. 
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(b)  Emergency  Access.  In  the  event  of  any  emergency,  as  determined  by  Sublandlord, 
Sublandlord  may,  at  its  sole  option  and  without  notice,  enter  the  Premises  and  alter  or  remove 
any  Alterations  or  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  on  or  about  the  Premises.  Sublandlord  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  any  and  all  means  Sublandlord  considers  appropriate  to  gain  access  to  any 
portion  of  the  Premises  in  an  emergency.  In  such  case,  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
any  damage  or  injury  to  any  such  property,  nor  for  the  replacement  of  any  such  property  and  any 
such  emergency  entry  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a forcible  or  unlawful  entry  onto  or  a detainer  of, 
the  Premises,  or  an  eviction,  actual  or  constructive,  of  Subtenant  from  the  Premises  or  any 
portion  thereof.

and  exclusively  from  the  gross  negligence  or  willful  misconduct  of  Sublandlord  or  Sublandlord’s 
Agents  and  not  contributed  to  by  the  acts,  omissions  or  negligence  of  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s 
Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees.  • 

18.2.  Access  to  Premises  by  Master  Landlord.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees  that 
Master  Landlord  shall  have  all  of  the  rights  of  access  to  the  Premises  described  in  the  Master 
Lease. 

19.  SURRENDER 

19.1.  Surrender  of  the  Premises.  Upon  the  termination  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
surrender  to  Sublandlord  the  Premises  in  the  same  condition  as  of  the  Commencement  Date, 
ordinary  wear  and  tear  excepted,  and  free  and  clear  of  all  liens,  easements  and  other 
encumbrances  created  or  suffered  by,  through  or  under  Subtenant.  On  or  before  any  termination 
hereof,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  cost,  remove  any  and  all  of  Subtenant's  Personal  Property  from 
the  Premises  and  demolish  and  remove  any  and  all  Alterations  from  the  Premises  (except  for  any 
Alterations  that  Sublandlord  agrees  are  to  remain  part  of  the  Premises  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Section  8.3  above).  In  addition,  Subtenant  shall,  at  its  sole  expense,  repair  any  damage  to  the 
Premises  resulting  from  the  removal  of  any  such  items  and  restore  the  Premises  to  their  condition 
immediately  prior  to  the  presence  of  any  Alterations.  In  connection  therewith,  Subtenant  shall 
obtain  any  and  all  necessary  permits  and  approvals,  including,  without  limitation,  any 
environmental  permits,  and  execute  any  manifests  or  other  documents  necessary  to  complete  the 
demolition,  removal  or  restoration  work  required  hereunder.  Subtenant's  obligations  under  this 
Section  shall  survive  the  termination  of  this  Sublease.  Any  items  of  Subtenant's  Personal 
Property  remaining  on  or  about  the  Premises  after  the  termination  of  this  Sublease  may,  at 
Sublandlord's  option  and  after  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  to  Subtenant,  be  deemed  abandoned 
and  in  such  case  Sublandlord  may  dispose  of  such  property  in  accordance  with  Section  1980,  et 
seq.,  of  the  California  Civil  Code  or  in  any  other  manner  allowed  by  Law. 
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19.2.  No  Holding  Over.  If  Subtenant  fails  to  surrender  the  Premises  to  Sublandlord  upon  the 
termination  of  this  Sublease  as  required  by  this  Section,  Subtenant  shall  Indemnify  Sublandlord 
against  all  Losses  resulting  therefrom,  including,  without  limitation,  Losses  made  by  a 
succeeding  Subtenant  resulting  from  Subtenant's  failure  to  surrender  the  Premises.  Subtenant 
shall  have  no  right  to  hold  over  without  the  prior  written  consent  of  Sublandlord,  which  consent 
may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord's  sole  and  absolute  discretion.  If  Sublandlord  holds  over  the 
Premises  or  any  part  thereof  after  expiration  or  earlier  termination  of  this  Sublease,  such  holding 
over  shall  be  terminable  upon  written  notice  by  Sublandlord,  and  the  Base  Rent  shall  be 
increased  to  two  hundred  percent  (200%)  of  the  Base  Rent  in  effect  immediately  prior  to  such 
holding  over,  and  such  holdover  shall  otherwise  be  on  all  the  other  terms  and  conditions  of  this 
Sublease.  This  Section  shall  not  be  construed  as  Sublandlord's  permission  for  Subtenant  to  hold 
over.  Acceptance  oi  any  noiaover  £>ase  Rent  o_y  Subiauuioru  following  cAjjnauou  01  loniiiiicui.ux^ 
of  this  Sublease  shall  not  constitute  an  extension  or  renewal  of  this  Sublease. 

19.3.  Security  Deposit.  Subtenant  shall  pay  to  Sublandlord  upon  execution  of  this  Sublease  a 
security  deposit  in  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information  as  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  all  terms,  covenants  and  conditions  of  this  Sublease.  Subtenant  agrees 
that  Sublandlord  may  (but  shall  not  be  required  to)  apply  the  security  deposit  in  whole  or  in  part 
to  remedy  any  damage  to  the  Premises  caused  by  Subtenant,  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s 
Invitees,  or  any  failure  of  Subtenant  to  perform  any  other  terms,  covenants  or  conditions  „ 

) contained  in  this  Sublease,  without  waiving  any  of  Sublandlord's  other  rights  and  remedies 

hereunder  or  at  Law  or  in  equity.  Should  Sublandlord  use  any  portion  of  the  security  deposit  to 
cure  any  Event  of  Default  by  Subtenant  hereunder,  Subtenant  shall  immediately  replenish  the 
security  deposit  to  the  original  amount,  and  Subtenant's  failure  to  do  so  within  five  (5)  days  of 
Sublandlord's  notice  shall  constitute  a material  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 
Sublandlord's  obligations  with  respect  to  the  security  deposit  are  solely  that  of  debtor  and  not 
trustee.  Sublandlord  shall  not  be  required  to  keep  the  security  deposit  separate  from  its  general 
funds,  and  Subtenant  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  interest  on  such  deposit.  The  amount  of  the 
security  deposit  shall  not  be  deemed  to  limit  Subtenant's  liability  for  the  performance  of  any  of  its 
obligations  under  this  Sublease.  To  the  extent  that  Sublandlord  is  not  entitled  to  retain  or  apply 
the  security  deposit  pursuant  to  this  Section  20.3.  Sublandlord  shall  return  such  security  deposit 
to  Subtenant  within  forty-five  (45)  days  of  the  termination  of  this  Sublease. 

20.  HAZARDOUS  MATERIALS 

20.1.  No  Hazardous  Materials.  Subtenant  covenants  and  agrees  that  neither  Subtenant  nor 
any  of  Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  shall  cause  or  permit  any  material  that, 
because  of  its  quantity,  concentration  or  physical  or  chemical  characteristics,  is  deemed  by  any 
federal,  state  or  local  governmental  authority  to  pose  a present  or  potential  hazard  to  human 
health  or  safety  or  to  the  environment,  including,  without  limitation,  any  material  or  substance 
defined  as  a "hazardous  substance,"  or  "pollutant"  or  "contaminant"  pursuant  to  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  of  1980  ("CERCLA", 
also  commonly  known  as  the  "Superfund"  law),  as  amended  (42  U.S.C.  Sections  9601  et  seq.),  or 
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pursuant  to  Section  25281  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  "hazardous  waste"  listed 
pursuant  to  Section  25140  of  the  California  Health  & Safety  Code;  any  asbestos  and  asbestos 
containing  materials  whether  or  not  such  materials  are  part  of  the  structure  of  any  existing 
improvements  on  the  Premises,  or  are  naturally  occurring  substances  on,  in  or  about  the 
Premises;  and  petroleum,  including  crude  oil  or  any  fraction  thereof,  and  natural  gas  or  natural 
gas  liquids  (“Hazardous  Material”)  to  be  brought  upon,  kept,  used,  stored,  generated  or  disposed 
of  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises  or  transported  to  or  from  the  Premises  without  the  prior  written 
approval  of  Sublandlord,  which  approval  may  be  withheld  in  Sublandlord’s  sole  and  absolute 
discretion.  Subtenant  shall  immediately  notify  Sublandlord  if  and  when  Subtenant  learns  or  has 
reason  to  believe  there  has  been  any  release  of  Hazardous  Material  in,  on  or  about  the  Premises. 
Sublandlord  may  from  time  to  time  request  Subtenant  to  provide  adequate  information  for 
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compliance  with  all  applicable  federal,  state  or  local  Laws  or  policies  relating  to  Hazardous 
Material  (including,  without  limitation,  its  use,  handling,  transportation,  production,  disposal, 
discharge  or  storage)  or  to  human  health  and  safety,  industrial  hygiene  or  environmental 
conditions  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  and  any  other  property,  including,  without 
limitation,  soil,  air  and  groundwater  conditions  (“Environmental  Laws”),  and  Subtenant  shall 
promptly  provide  all  such  information.  Sublandlord  and  Sublandlord’s  Agents  shall  have  the 
right  to  inspect  the  Premises  for  Hazardous  Material  and  compliance  with  the  provisions  hereof 
at  all  reasonable  times  upon  reasonable  advance  oral  or  written  notice  to  Subtenant  (except  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency).  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  comply,  without  limiting  the  foregoing, 
with  the  provisions  of  Article  21  of  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code  including,  without  limitation, 
regarding  obtaining  and  complying  with  the  requirements  of  an  approved  hazardous  materials 
management  plan,  and  with  the  requirements  of  the  environmental  protection  provisions 
provided  for  in  Section  13  of  the  Master  Lease. 

20.2.  Subtenant’s  Environmental  Indemnity.  If  Subtenant  breaches  any  of  its  obligations 
contained  in  Section  20.1  above,  or,  if  any  act  or  omission  or  negligence  of  Subtenant  or  any  of 
Subtenant’s  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees  results  in  any  spilling,  leaking,  pumping,  pouring, 
emitting,  discharging,  injecting,  escaping,  leeching  or  dumping  (“Release”)  of  Hazardous 
Material  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  without  limiting  Subtenant's  general 
Indemnity  contained  in  Section  16.2  above,  Subtenant,  on  behalf  of  itself  and  Subtenant’s 
Agents,  shall  Indemnify  the  Indemnified  Parties,  and  each  of  them,  from  and  against  any  and  all 
enforcement,  investigation,  remediation  or  other  governmental  or  regulatory  actions,  agreements 
or  orders  threatened,  instituted  or  completed  pursuant  to  any  Environmental  Laws  together  with 
any  and  all  Losses  made  or  threatened  by  any  third  party  against  Sublandlord,  Sublandlord’s 
Agents,  or  the  Premises,  relating  to  damage,  contribution,  cost  recovery  compensation,  loss  or 
injury  resulting  from  the  presence,  Release  or  discharge  of  any  Hazardous  Materials,  including, 
without  limitation,  Losses  based  in  common  law,  investigation  and  remediation  costs,  fines, 
natural  resource  damages,  damages  for  decrease  in  value  of  the  Premises,  the  loss  or  restriction 
of  the  use  or  any  amenity  of  the  Premises  and  attorneys'  fees  and  consultants'  fees  and  experts' 
fees  and  costs  (“Hazardous  Materials  Claims”)  arising  during  or  after  the  Term  of  this  Sublease 
and  relating  to  such  Release.  The  foregoing  Indemnity  includes,  without  limitation,  all  costs 
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associated  with  the  investigation  and  remediation  of  Hazardous  Material  and  with  the  restoration 
of  the  Premises  or  the  Property  to  its  prior  condition  including,  without  limitation,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  by  regulatory  agencies,  natural  resource  damages  and  losses,  and  revegetation 
of  the  Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property.  Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  if  Subtenant  or 
any  of  Subtenant's  Agents  or  Subtenant’s  Invitees,  causes  or  permits  the  Release  of  any 
Hazardous  Materials  in,  on,  under  or  about  the  Premises  or  the  Property,  Subtenant  shall, 
immediately,  at  no  expense  to  Sublandlord,  take  any  and  all  appropriate  actions  to  return  the 
Premises  or  other  Sublandlord  property  affected  thereby  to  the  condition  existing  prior  to  such 
Release  and  otherwise  investigate  and  remediate  the  Release  in  accordance  with  all 
Environmental  Laws.  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  written  notice  of  and  afford 
Sublandlord  a full  opnortunitv  to  participate  in  any  discussions  with  governmental  regulatory 
agencies  regarding  any  settlement  agreement.  Cleanup  ui  auaicmciii  cmoui, 
permit,  approvals,  or  other  compromise  or  proceeding  involving  Hazardous  Material. 

20.3.  Acknow  ledgment  of  Receipt  of  EBS  and  FOSL  Reports.  Subtenant  hereby 
acknowiedges  for  itself  and  Subtenant’s  Agents  that  prior  to  the  execution  of  this  Sublease,  it 
has  received  and  reviewed  the  Environmental  Baseline  Survey  ("EBS”)  and  the  Finding  of 
Suitability  to  Lease  (“FOSL”)  described  in  Section  7 of  the  Master  Lease.  California  law 
requires  landlords  to  disclose  to  tenants  the  presence  or  potential  presence  of  certain  Hazardous 
Materials.  Accordingly,  Subtenant  is  hereby  advised  that  occupation  of  the  Premises  may  lead  to 
exposure  to  Hazardous  Materials  such  as,  but  not  limited  to,  gasoline,  diesel  and  other  vehicle 
fluids,  vehicle  exhaust,  office  maintenance  fluids,  tobacco  smoke,  methane  and  building 
materials  containing  chemicals,  such  as  formaldehyde.  Further,  there  are  Hazardous  Materials 
located  on  the  Premises  as  described  in  the  EBS  and  the  FOSL.  In  addition,  California's 
Proposition  65,  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  25249.6  et  seq..  requires  notice  that  some  of 
these  Hazardous  Materials  are  known  by  the  State  of  California  to  cause  cancer  or  reproductive 
harm.  By  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  notices  and  warnings  set 
forth  above  satisfy  the  requirements  of  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  Sections  25249.6  et 
seq..  25359.7  and  related  statutes. 

21.  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

21.1.  Notices.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Sublease,  any  notice  given 
hereunder  shall  be  effective  only  in  waiting  and  given  by  delivering  the  notice  in  person,  or  by 
sending  it  first  class  mail  or  certified  mail  with  a return  receipt  requested  or  reliable  commercial 
overnight  courier,  return  receipt  requested,  with  postage  prepaid,  to  the  appropriate  addresses  set 
forth  in  the  Basic  Sublease  Information.  Any  Party  hereunder  may  designate  a new7  address  for 
notice  purposes  hereunder  at  least  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  change.  Any 
notice  hereunder  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  given  two  (2)  days  after  the  date  when  it  is  mailed 
if  sent  by  first  class  or  certified  mail,  one  day  after  the  date  it  is  made,  if  sent  by  commercial 
overnight  carrier,  or  upon  the  date  personal  delivery  is  made,  and  any  refusal  by  either  Party  to 
accept  the  attempted  delivery  of  any  notice,  if  such  attempted  delivery  is  in  compliance  with  this 
Section  21.1  and  applicable  Laws,  shall  be  deemed  receipt  of  such  notice. 
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2 1 .2.  No  Implied  Waiver.  No  failure  by  Sublandlord  to  insist  upon  the  strict  performance  of 
any  obligation  of  Subtenant  under  this  Sublease  or  to  exercise  any  right,  power  or  remedy  arising 
out  of  a breach  thereof,  irrespective  of  the  length  of  time  for  which  such  failure  continues,  no 
acceptance  of  full  or  partial  payment  of  Rent  due  hereunder  during  the  continuance  of  any  such 
breach,  and  no  acceptance  of  the  keys  to  or  possession  of  the  Premises  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  Term  by  any  Agent  of  Sublandlord,  shall  constitute  a waiver  of  such  breach  or  of 
Sublandlord's  right  to  demand  strict  compliance  with  such  term,  covenant  or  condition  or  operate 
as  a surrender  of  this  Sublease.  No  express  written  waiver  of  any  default  or  the  performance  of 
any  provision  hereof  shall  affect  any  other  default  or  performance,  or  cover  any  other  period  of 
time,  other  than  the  default,  performance  or  period  of  time  specified  in  such  express  waiver.  One 
or  more  written  waivers  oi  a ueiaun  oi  uie  periorinaiioe  oi  any  piuviiiun  uc.it,u±  shall  xiui 
deemed  to  be  a waiver  of  a subsequent  default  or  performance.  The  consent  of  Sublandlord 
given  in  any  instance  under  the  terms  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  relieve  Subtenant  of  any 
obligation  to  secure  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  in  any  other  or  future  instance  under  the  terms  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.3.  Amendments.  Neither  this  Sublease  nor  any  term  or  provision  hereof  may  be  changed, 
waived,  discharged  or  terminated,  except  by  a written  instrument  signed  by  the  Parties  hereto. 

21.4.  Authority.  If  Subtenant  signs  as  a corporation,  a partnership  or  a limited  liability 
company,  each  of  the  persons  executing  this  Sublease  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  does  hereby 
covenant  and  warrant  that  Subtenant  is  a duly  authorized  and  existing  entity,  that  Subtenant  has 
and  is  qualified  to  do  business  in  California,  that  Subtenant  has  full  right  and  authority  to  enter 
into  this  Sublease,  and  that  each  and  all  of  the  persons  signing  on  behalf  of  Subtenant  are 
authorized  to  do  so.  Upon  Sublandlord’s  request,  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with 
evidence  reasonably  satisfactory  to  Sublandlord  confirming  the  foregoing  representations  and 
warranties.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants 
that  it  has  full  power  to  make  the  waivers  and  releases,  indemnities  and  the  disclosures  set  forth 
herein,  and  that  it  has  received  independent  legal  advice  from  its  attorney  as  to  the  advisability  of 
entering  into  a sublease  containing  those  provisions  and  their  legal  effect. 

21.5.  Joint  and  Several  Obligations.  The  word  "Subtenant"  as  used  herein  shall  include  the 
plural  as  well  as  the  singular.  If  there  is  more  than  one  Subtenant,  the  obligations  and  liabilities 
under  this  Sublease  imposed  on  Subtenant  shall  be  joint  and  several. 

21.6.  Interpretation  of  Sublease.  The  captions  preceding  the  articles  and  sections  of  this 
Sublease  and  in  the  table  of  contents  have  been  inserted  for  convenience  of  reference  only  and 
such  captions  shall  in  no  way  define  or  limit  the  scope  or  intent  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease. 
This  Sublease  has  been  negotiated  at  arm's  length  and  between  persons  sophisticated  and 
knowledgeable  in  the  matters  dealt  with  herein  and  shall  be  interpreted  to  achieve  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Parties,  without  any  presumption  against  the  party  responsible  for  drafting  any 
part  of  this  Sublease.  Provisions  in  this  Sublease  relating  to  number  of  days  shall  be  calendar 
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days,  unless  otherwise  specified,  provided  that  if  the  last  day  of  any  period  to  give  notice,  reply  to 
a notice  or  to  undertake  any  other  action  occurs  on  a Saturday,  Sunday  or  a bank  or  Sublandlord 
holiday,  then  the  last  day  for  undertaking  the  action  or  giving  or  replying  to  the  notice  shall  be 
the  next  succeeding  business  day.  Use  of  the  word  "including"  or  similar  words  shall  not  be 
construed  to  limit  any  general  term,  statement  or  other  matter  in  this  Sublease,  whether  or  not 
language  of  non-limitation,  such  as  "without  limitation"  or  similar  words,  are  used.  Unless 
otherwise  provided  herein,  whenever  the  consent  of  Sublandlord  is  required  to  be  obtained  by 
Subtenant  hereunder,  Sublandlord  may  give  or  withhold  such  consent,  in  its  sole  and  absolute 
discretion. 

2U7.  Successors  and  Assigns.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section  14,  the  terms,  covenants 
and  conditions  contained  m tins  sublease  snan  duiq  and  inure  to  me  uciieni  ui  uuulauJiuid  uua 
Subtenant  and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  herein,  their  personal  representatives  and  successors 
and  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  upon  any  transfer  by  Sublandlord  (or  by  any  subsequent 
Sublandlord)  of  its  interest  in  the  Premises  as  lessee,  including  any  transfer  by  operation  of  Law, 
Sublandlord  (or  any  subsequent  Sublandlord)  shall  be  relieved  from  all  subsequent  obligations 
and  liabilities  arising  under  this  Sublease  subsequent  to  such  transfer. 

21.8.  Brokers.  Neither  party  has  had  any  contact  or  dealings  regarding  the  leasing  of  the 
Premises,  or  any  communication  in  connection  therewith,  through  any  licensed  real  estate  broker 
or  other  person  who  could  claim  a right  to  a commission  or  finder's  fee  in  connection  with  the 
Sublease  contemplated  herein.  In  the  event  that  any  broker  or  finder  perfects  a claim  for  a 
commission  or  finder's  fee  based  upon  any  such  contact,  dealings  or  communication,  the  party 
through  whom  the  broker  or  finder  makes  a claim  shall  be  responsible  for  such  commission  or 
fee  and  shall  Indemnify  the  other  party  from  any  and  all  Losses  incurred  by  the  indemnified  party 
in  defending  against  the  same.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  survive  any  termination  of 
this  Sublease. 

21.9.  Severability.  If  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  or  the  application  thereof  to  any  person, 
entity  or  circumstance  shall,  to  any  extent,  be  invalid  or  unenforceable,  the  remainder  of  this 
Sublease,  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  persons,  entities  or  circumstances  other  than 
those  as  to  which  it  is  invalid  or  unenforceable,  shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  and  each  other 
provision  of  this  Sublease  shall  be  valid  and  be  enforceable  to  the  fullest  extent  permitted  by 
Law. 

21.10.  Governing  Law.  This  Sublease  shall  be  construed  and  enforced  in  accordance  with  the 
Laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  federal  government. 

21.11.  Entire  Agreement.  This  instrument  (including  the  exhibits  hereto,  which  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Sublease)  contains  the  entire  agreement  between  the  Parties  and  supersedes  all  prior 
written  or  oral  negotiations,  discussions,  understandings  and  agreements.  The  Parties  further 
intend  that  this  Sublease  shall  constitute  the  complete  and  exclusive  statement  of  its  terms  and 
that  no  extrinsic  evidence  whatsoever  (including  prior  drafts  of  this  Sublease  and  any  changes 
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therefrom)  may  be  introduced  in  any  judicial,  administrative  or  other  legal  proceeding  involving 
this  Sublease.  Subtenant  hereby  acknowledges  that  neither  Sublandlord  nor  Sublandlord's 
Agents  have  made  any  representations  or  warranties  with  respect  to  the  Premises  or  this  Sublease 
except  as  expressly  set  forth  herein,  and  no  rights,  easements  or  licenses  are  or  shall  be  acquired 
by  Subtenant  by  implication  or  otherwise  unless  expressly  set  forth  herein. 

21.12.  Attorneys*  Fees.  In  the  event  that  either  Sublandlord  or  Subtenant  fails  to  perform  any  of 
its  obligations  under  this  Sublease  or  in  the  event  a dispute  arises  concerning  the  meaning  or 
interpretation  of  any  provision  of  this  Sublease,  the  defaulting  party  or  the  party  not  prevailing  in 
such  dispute,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  pay  any  and  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  by  the  other 
r>artv  in  enforcing  or  establishing  its  rights  hereunder  (whether  or  not  such  action  is  prosecuted  to 
juugmemj,  mciuuing,  wiiiioui  nmiuiuuu,  wjuu  wjaia  auu  itasunauit  auuiuwj-s'  xuuo.  i’or  purpose 
of  this  Sublease,  reasonable  fees  of  attorneys  in  the  Office  of  the  San  Francisco  City  Attorney 
(Sublandlord's  General  Counsel)  shall  be  based  on  the  fees  regularly  charged  by  private  attorneys 
with  the  equivalent  number  of  years  of  experience  in  the  subject  matter  area  of  the  law  for  which 
the  City  Attorney's  services  were  rendered  who  practice  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
in  law  firms  with  approximately  the  same  number  of  attorneys  as  employed  by  the  Office  of  the 
City  Attorney.  Further,  for  purposes  of  this  Sublease,  the  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  mean  the 
fees  and  expenses  of  counsel  to  the  Parties,  which  may  include  printing,  duplicating  and  other 
expenses,  air  freight  charges,  hiring  of  experts,  and  fees  billed  for  law  clerks,  paralegals, 
librarians  and  others  not  admitted  to  the  bar  but  performing  services  under  the  supervision  of  an 
attorney.  The  term  "attorneys'  fees"  shall  also  include,  without  limitation,  all  such  fees  and 
expenses  incurred  with  respect  to  appeals,  mediations,  arbitrations,  and  bankruptcy  proceedings, 
and  whether  or  not  any  action  is  brought  with  respect  to  the  matter  for  which  such  fees  and  costs 
were  incurred.  The  term  "attorney"  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  the  term  "counsel". 

21.13.  Time  of  Essence.  Time  is  of  the  essence  with  respect  to  all  provisions  of  this  Sublease  in 
which  a definite  time  for  performance  is  specified. 

21.14.  Cumulative  Remedies.  All  rights  and  remedies  of  either  party  hereto  set  forth  in  this 
Sublease  shall  be  cumulative,  except  as  may  otherwise  be  provided  herein. 

21.15.  Survival  of  Indemnities.  Termination  of  this  Sublease  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  either 
party  to  enforce  any  and  all  indemnities  and  representations  and  warranties  given  or  made  to  the 
other  party  under  this  Sublease,  nor  shall  it  affect  any  provision  of  this  Sublease  that  expressly 
states  it  shall  survive  termination  hereof.  Subtenant  specifically  acknowledges  and  agrees  that, 
with  respect  to  each  of  the  indemnities  contained  in  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  has  an  immediate 
and  independent  obligation  to  defend  Sublandlord  and  the  other  Indemnified  Parties  from  any 
claim  which  actually  or  potentially  falls  within  the  indemnity  provision  even  if  such  allegation  is 
or  may  be  groundless,  fraudulent  or  false,  which  obligation  arises  at  the  time  such  claim  is 
tendered  to  Subtenant  by  Sublandlord  and  continues  at  all  times  thereafter. 


21.16.  Relationship  of  Parties.  Sublandlord  is  not,  and  none  of  the  provisions  in  this  Sublease 
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shall  be  deemed  to  render  Sublandlord,  a partner  in  Subtenant's  business,  or  joint  venturer  or 
member  in  any  joint  enterprise  with  Subtenant.  This  Sublease  is  not  intended  nor  shall  it  be 
construed  to  create  any  third  party  beneficiary  rights  in  any  third  party,  unless  otherwise 
expressly  provided.  The  granting  of  this  Sublease  by  Sublandlord  does  not  constitute 
authorization  or  approval  by  Sublandlord  of  any  activity  conducted  by  Subtenant  on,  in  or 
relating  to  the  Premises. 

21.17.  Recording.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  shall  not  record  this  Sublease  nor  any  memorandum 
or  short  form  hereof  in  the  official  records  of  any  county. 

21 .18.  Non-Liability  of  Indemnified  Parties’  Officials,  Employees  and  Agents.  No  elective 

shall  be  personally  liable  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  any  default  or 
breach  by  Sublandlord  or  for  any  amount  which  may  become  due  to  Subtenant,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  or  for  any  obligation  of  Sublandlord  under  this  Sublease. 

21.19.  No  Discrimination.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  non-discrimination  provisions  of 
Section  19.1  of  the  Master  Lease,  including,  without  limitation,  posting  all  notices  required 
therein. 

( 21.20.  Counterparts.  This  Sublease  may  be  executed  in  two  or  more  counterparts,  each  of 

which  shall  be  deemed  an  original,  but  all  of  which  taken  together  shall  constitute  one  and  the 
same  instrument. 

21.21.  Master  Landlord’s  Consent.  This  Sublease  is  expressly  conditioned  upon  receipt  of  the 
written  consent  of  Master  Landlord. 

22.  SPECIAL  PROVISIONS 

22.1.  Signs.  Subtenant  agrees  that  it  will  not  erect  or  maintain,  or  permit  to  be  erected  or 
maintained,  any  signs,  notices  or  graphics  upon  or  about  the  Premises  which  are  visible  in  or 
from  public  corridors  or  other  portions  of  any  common  areas  of  the  Premises  or  from  the  exterior 
of  the  Premises,  without  Sublandlord's  prior  written  consent,  which  Sublandlord  may  withhold  or 
grant  in  its  sole  discretion. 

22.2.  Public  Transit  Information.  Subtenant  shall  establish  and  carry  on  during  the  Term  a ' 
program  to  encourage  maximum  use  of  public  transportation  by  personnel  of  Subtenant 
employed  on  the  Premises,  including,  without  limitation,  the  distribution  to  such  employees  of 
written  materials  explaining  the  convenience  and  availability  of  public  transportation  facilities 
adjacent  or  proximate  to  the  Premises  and  encouraging  use  of  such  facilities,  all  at  Subtenant's 
sole  expense. 


22.3.  TIHDI  Job  Broker.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  TIHDI  Work 
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Force  Hiring  Plan  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  F. 


22.4.  Local  Hiring.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  use  good  faith  efforts  to  hire  residents  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  all  levels  of  Subtenant's  personnel  needs  and  to  contract 
with  local  businesses  for  Subtenant's  purchase  of  supplies,  materials,  equipment  or  services. 

22.5.  Non-Discrimination  in  City  Contracts  and  Benefits  Ordinance. 

(a)  Covenant  Not  to  Discriminate.  In  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant 
covenants  and  agrees  not  to  discriminate  on  the  basis  of  the  fact  or  perception  of  a person’s  race, 
color,  creed,  religion,  national  origin,  ancestry,  age,  sex,  sexual  orientation,  gender  identity, 
UOlllcsilc  ptUillCi  SiaiUS,  marital  SiaiUS,  uisauiiuy,  vvcigui,  iitaigiu  uj.  Acquucu  iimuuuo 
Syndrome  or  HIV  status  (AIDS/HIV  status)  against  any  employee  of,  any  City  employee  working 
with,  or  applicant  for  employment  with,  Subtenant  in  any  of  Subtenant’s  operations  within  the 
United  States,  or  against  any  person  seeking  accommodations,  advantages,  facilities,  privileges, 
services,  or  membership  in  all  business,  social,  or  other  establishments  or  organizations  operated 
by  Subtenant. 

(b)  Sub-Subleases  and  Other  Subcontracts.  Subtenant  shall  include  in  all  sub-subleases 
and  other  subcontracts  relating  to  the  Premises  a non-discrimination  clause  applicable  to  such 
sub-subtenant  or  other  subcontractor  in  substantially  the  form  of  subsection  (a)  above.  In 
addition,  Subtenant  shall  incorporate  by  reference  in  all  sub-subleases  and  other  subcontracts  the 
provisions  of  Sections  12B.2(a),  12B.2(c)-(k),  and  12C.3  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative 
Code  and  shall  require  all  sub-subtenants  and  other  subcontractors  to  comply  with  such 
provisions.  Subtenant’s  failure  to  comply  with  the  obligations  in  this  subsection  shall  constitute 
a material  breach  of  this  Sublease. 

(c)  Non-Discrimination  in  Benefits.  Subtenant  does  not  as  of  the  date  of  this  Sublease  and 
will  not  during  the  Term,  in  any  of  its  operations  or  in  San  Francisco  or  with  respect  to  its 
operations  under  this  Sublease  elsewhere  within  the  United  States,  discriminate  in  the  provision 
of  bereavement  leave,  family  medical  leave,  health  benefits,  membership  or  membership 
discounts,  moving  expenses,  pension  and  retirement  benefits  or  travel  benefits,  as  well  as  any 
benefits  other  than  the  benefits  specified  above,  between  employees  with  domestic  partners  and 
employees  with  spouses,  and/or  between  the  domestic  partners  and  spouses  of  such  employees, 
where  the  domestic  partnership  has  been  registered  with  a governmental  entity  pursuant  to  state 
or  local  law  authorizing  such  registration,  subject  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  Section  12B.2(b) 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code. 

(d)  HRC  Form.  As  a condition  to  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall  execute  the  “Chapter  12B 
Declaration:  Nondiscrimination  in  Contracts  and  Benefits”  form  (Form  HRC-12B-101)  with 
supporting  documentation  and  secure  the  approval  of  the  form  by  the  San  Francisco  Human 
Rights  Commission  (the  “HRC”).  Subtenant  hereby  represents  that  prior  to  execution  of  this 
Sublease,  (i)  Subtenant  executed  and  submitted  to  the  HRC  Form  HRC- 128-1 01  with  supporting 
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documentation;  and  (ii)  the  HRC  approved  such  form. 


(e)  Incorporation  of  Administrative  Code  Provisions  by  Reference.  The  provisions  of 
Chapters  12B  and  12C  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  relating  to  non-discrimination 
by  parties  contracting  for  the  lease  of  City  property  are  incorporated  in  this  Section  by  reference 
and  made  a part  of  this  Agreement  as  though  fully  set  forth  herein.  Subtenant  shall  comply  fully 
with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  that  apply  to  this  Sublease  under  such  Chapters  of  the 
Administrative  Code,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  remedies  provided  in  such  Chapters. 
Without  limiting  the  foregoing,  Subtenant  understands  that  pursuant  to  Section  12B.2(h)  of  the 
San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  a penalty  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  for  each  person  for  each 
calendar  day  during  which  such  person  was  discriminated  against  in  violation  of  the  provisions

22.6.  MacBride  Principles  - Northern  Ireland.  The  City  urges  companies  doing  business  in 
Northern  Ireland  to  move  toward  resolving  employment  inequities  and  encourages  them  to  abide 
by  the  MacBride  Principles  as  expressed  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section  12F.1,  et 
seq.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  also  urges  San  Francisco  companies  to  do  business 
with  corporations  that  abide  by  the  MacBride  Principles.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  has 
read  and  understands  the  above  statement  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  concerning 
doing  business  in  Northern  Ireland. 

22.7.  Tropical  Hardwood  and  Virgin  Redwood  Ban.  The  City  urges  companies  not  to 
import,  purchase,  obtain  or  use  for  any  purpose,  any  tropical  hardwood,  tropical  hardwood  wood 
product,  virgin  redwood  or  virgin  redwood  product.  Except  as  expressly  permitted  by  the 
application  of  Section  802(b)  and  803(b)  of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant 
shall  not  provide  any  items  to  the  construction  of  tenant  improvements  or  Alterations  in  the 
Premises,  or  otherwise  in  the  performance  of  this  Sublease,  which  are  tropical  hardwoods, 
tropical  hardwood  wood  products,  virgin  redwood,  or  virgin  redwood  wood  products.  In  the 
event  Subtenant  fails  to  comply  in  good  faith  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  8 of  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Subtenant  shall  be  liable  for  liquidated  damages  for  each  violation 
in  an  amount  equal  to  Subtenant's  net  profit  on  the  contract,  or  five  percent  (5%)  of  the  total 
amount  of  the  contract  dollars,  whichever  is  greater. 

22.8.  Wages  and  Working  Conditions.  Subtenant  agrees  that  any  person  performing  labor  in 
the  constmction  of  any  tenant  improvements  and  any  Alterations  to  the  Premises,  which 
Subtenant  provides  under  this  Sublease,  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of 
wages  as  required  by  Section  6.22(E)  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  same  hours  and  working  conditions,  and  shall  receive  the  same  benefits  as  in  each  case  are 
provided  for  similar  work  performed  in  San  Francisco,  California.  Subtenant  shall  include,  in 
any  contract  for  construction  of  such  tenant  improvements  and  Alterations,  a requirement  that  all 
persons  performing  labor  under  such  contract  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing 
rate  of  wages  for  the  labor  so  performed.  Subtenant  shall  require  any  contractor  to  provide,  and 
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shall  deliver  to  Sublandlord  upon  request,  certified  payroll  reports  with  respect  to  all  persons 
performing  labor  in  the  construction  of  such  tenant  improvement  work  or  any  Alterations  to  the 
Premises. 

22.9.  Prohibition  of  Alcoholic  Beverage  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees 
that  no  advertising  of  alcoholic  beverages  is  allowed  on  the  Premises.  For  purposes  of  this 
section,  "alcoholic  beverage"  shall  be  defined  as  set  forth  in  California  Business  and  Professions 
Code  Section  23004,  and  shall  not  include  cleaning  solutions,  medical  supplies  and  other 
products  and  substances  not  intended  for  drinking.  This  advertising  prohibition  includes  the 
placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or  distributing  alcoholic  beverages  or  the 
name  of  anv  alcoholic  beverage  in  any  promotion  of  any  event  or  product.  This  advertising 
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entity  designed  to  (i)  communicate  the  health  hazards  of  alcoholic  beverages,  (ii)  encourage 
people  not  to  drink  alcohol  or  to  stop  drinking  alcohol,  or  (iii)  provide  or  publicize  drug  or 
alcohol  treatment  or  rehabilitation  services. 

22.10.  Prohibition  of  Tobacco  Sales  and  Advertising.  Subtenant  acknowledges  and  agrees 
that  no  advertising  of  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  is  allowed  on  any  real  property  owned  by  or 
under  the  control  of  Sublandlord  or  the  City,  including  the  Premises  and  the  Property.  This 
advertising  prohibition  includes  the  placement  of  the  name  of  a company  producing,  selling  or 
distributing  cigarettes  or  tobacco  products  or  the  name  of  any  cigarette  or  tobacco  product  in  any 
promotion  of  any  event  or  product.  This  advertising  prohibition  does  not  apply  to  any 
advertisement  sponsored  by  a state,  local  or  nonprofit  entity  designed  to  communicate  the  health 
hazards  of  cigarettes  and  tobacco  products  or  to  encourage  people  not  to  smoke  or  to  stop 
smoking. 

22.11.  Pesticide  Prohibition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Section  308  of 
Chapter  3 of  the  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  (the  "Pesticide  Ordinance")  which  (i)  prohibit 
the  use  of  certain  pesticides  on  City  property,  (ii)  require  the  posting  of  certain  notices  and  the 
maintenance  of  certain  records  regarding  pesticide  usage  and  (iii)  require  Subtenant  to  submit  to 
Sublandlord  an  integrated  pest  management  ("LPM,r)  plan  that  (a)  lists,  to  the  extent  reasonably 
possible,  the  types  and  estimated  quantities  of  pesticides  that  Subtenant  may  need  to  apply  to  the 
Premises  during  the  terms  of  this  Sublease,  (b)  describes  the  steps  Subtenant  will  take  to  meet 
the  City’s  IPM  Policy  described  in  Section  300  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance  and  (c)  identifies,  by 
name,  title,  address  and  telephone  number,  an  individual  to  act  as  Subtenant's  primary  IPM 
contact  person  with  the  City.  In  addition.  Subtenant  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
Sections  303(a)  and  303(b)  of  the  Pesticide  Ordinance. 

22.12.  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance.  The  City  has  adopted  a First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance 
(Board  of  Supervisors  Ordinance  No.  264  98)  which  establishes  specific  requirements, 
procedures  and  monitoring  for  first  source  hiring  of  qualified  economically  disadvantaged 
individuals  for  entry  level  positions.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  Sublandlord  adopts  a First 
Source  Hiring  Implementation  and  Monitoring  Plan  in  accordance  with  the  First  Source  Hiring 
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Ordinance,  Subtenant  shall  enter  into  a First  Source  Hiring  Agreement  that  meets  the  applicable 
requirements  of  Section  83.9  of  the  First  Source  Hiring  Ordinance. 

22.13.  Sunshine  Ordinance.  In  accordance  with  Section  67.24(e)  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code,  contracts,  contractors’  bids,  leases,  agreements,  responses  to  Requests  for 
Proposals,  and  all  other  records  of  communications  between  City  departments  and  persons  or 
firms  seeking  contracts  will  be  open  to  inspection  immediately  after  a contract  has  been  awarded. 
Nothing  in  this  provision  requires  the  disclosure  of  a private  person’s  or  organization’s  net  worth 
or  other  proprietary  financial  data  submitted  for  qualification  for  a contract,  lease,  agreement  or 
other  benefit  until  and  unless  that  person  or  organization  is  awarded  the  contract,  lease, 
agreement  or  benefit.  Information  provided  which  is  covered  by  this  Section  will  be  made 
available  to  the  public  upon  request.  ■ 

22.14.  Conflicts  of  Interest.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  acknowledges 
that  it  is  familiar  with  the  provisions  of  Section  15.103  of  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  Article  IH, 
Chapter  2 of  City's  Campaign  and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  and  Section  87100  etseq.  and 
Section  1090  etseq.  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State  of  California,  and  certifies  that  it  does 
not  know  of  any  facts  which  would  constitute  a violation  of  said  provisions,  and  agrees  that  if 
Subtenant  becomes  aware  of  any  such  fact  during  the  Term  of  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  shall 
immediately  notify  Sublandlord. 

22.15.  Charter  Provision.  This  Sublease  is  governed  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

22.16.  Requiring  Health  Benefits  for  Covered  Employees.  Unless  exempt,  Subtenant  agrees 
to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Care  Accountability 
Ordinance  (HCAO),  as  set  forth  in  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  12Q,  including 
the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing  regulations,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to 
time.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  12Q  are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and  made  a part  of  this 
Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  The  text  of  the  HCAO  is  available  on  the  web  at 
http://www.sfgov.org/olse/hcao.  Capitalized  terms  used  in  this  Section  and  not  defined  in  this 
Sublease  shall  have  the  meanings  assigned  to  such  terms  in  Chapter  12Q. 

(a)  For  each  Covered  Employee,  Subtenant  shall  provide  the  appropriate  health  benefit  set 
forth  in  Section  12Q.3  of  the  HCAO.  If  Subtenant  chooses  to  offer  the  health  plan  option,  such 
health  plan  shall  meet  the  minimum  standards  set  forth  by  the  San  Francisco  Health  Commission. 

(b)  Notwithstanding  the  above,  if  Subtenant  is  a small  business  as  defined  in 

Section  12Q.3(d)  of  the  HCAO,  it  shall  have  no  obligation  to  comply  with  Subsection  (a)  above. 

(c)  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  the  HCAO  shall  constitute  a material  breach  of  this 
Sublease.  Sublandlord  shall  notify  Subtenant  if  such  a breach  has  occurred.  If,  within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  receiving  City's  written  notice  of  a breach  of  this  Sublease  for  violating  the  HCAO, 
Subtenant  fails  to  cure  such  breach  or,  if  such  breach  cannot  reasonably  be  cured  within  such 
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period  of  thirty  (30)  days,  Subtenant  fails  to  commence  efforts  to  cure  within  such  period,  or 
thereafter  fails  diligently  to  pursue  such  cure  to  completion,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the  right  to 
pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  Section  12Q.5(f)(l-5).  Each  of  these  remedies  shall  be 
exercisable  individually  or  in  combination  with  any  other  rights  or  remedies  available  to 
Sublandlord. 

(d)  Any  Subcontract  entered  into  by  Subtenant  shall  require  the  Subcontractor  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  HCAO  and  shall  contain  contractual  obligations  substantially  the  same  as 
those  set  forth  in  this  Section.  Subtenant  shall  notify  City's  Purchasing  Department  when  it 
enters  into  such  a Subcontract  and  shall  certify  to  the  Purchasing  Department  that  it  has  notified 
the  Subcontractor  of  the  obligations  under  the  HCAO  and  has  imposed  the  requirements  of  the

Subcontractors'  compliance  with  this  Chapter.  If  a Subcontractor  fails  to  comply,  the 
Sublandlord  may  pursue  the  remedies  set  forth  in  this  Section  against  Subtenant  based  on  the 
Subcontractor’s  failure  to  comply,  provided  that  Sublandlord  has  first  provided  Subtenant  with 
notice  and  an  opportunity  to  obtain  a cure  of  the  violation. 

(e)  Subtenant  shall  not  discharge,  reduce  in  compensation,  or  otherwise  discriminate  against 
any  employee  for  notifying  Sublandlord  with  regard  to  Subtenant's  compliance  or  anticipated 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  HCAO,  for  opposing  any  practice  proscribed  by  the 
HCAO,  for  participating  in  proceedings  related  to  the  HCAO,  or  for  seeking  to  assert  or  enforce 
any  rights  under  the  HCAO  by  any  lawful  means. 

(f)  Subtenant  represents  and  warrants  that  it  is  not  an  entity  that  was  set  up,  or  is  being  used, 
for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  intent  of  the  HCAO. 

(g)  Subtenant  shall  keep  itself  informed  of  the  current  requirements  of  the  HCAO. 

00  Subtenant  shall  provide  reports  to  Sublandlord  in  accordance  with  any  reporting  standards 
promulgated  by  Sublandlord  under  the  HCAO,  including  reports  on  Subcontractors  and 
Subtenants,  as  applicable. 

(i)  Subtenant  shall  provide  Sublandlord  with  access  to  records  pertaining  to  compliance  with 
the  HCAO  after  receiving  a written  request  from  Sublandlord  to  do  so  and  being  provided  at  least 
five  (5)  business  days  to  respond. 

(j)  Sublandlord  may  conduct  random  audits  of  Subtenant  to  ascertain  its  compliance  with 
HCAO.  Subtenant  agrees  to  cooperate  with  Sublandlord  when  it  conducts  such  audits. 

(k)  If  Subtenant  is  exempt  from  the  HCAO  when  this  Sublease  is  executed  because  its 
amount  is  less  than  Twenty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($25,000)  (or  [Fifty  Thousand  Dollars 
($50,000)  if  Subtenant  is  a qualified  nonprofit),  but  Subtenant  later  enters  into  an  agreement  or 
agreements  that  cause  Subtenant's  aggregate  amount  of  all  agreements  with  Sublandlord  to  reach 
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Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000),  all  the  agreements  shall  be  thereafter  subject  to  the 
HCAO.  This  obligation  arises  on  the  effective  date  of  the  agreement  that  causes  the  cumulative 
amount  of  agreements  between  Subtenant  and  the  Contracting  Department  to  be  equal  to  or 
greater  than  Seventy-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000)  in  the  fiscal  year. 

22.17.  Notification  of  Limitations  on  Contributions.  Through  its  execution  of  this  Sublease, 
Subtenant  acknowledges  that  it  is  familiar  with  Section  1.126  of  the  San  Francisco  Campaign 
and  Governmental  Conduct  Code,  which  prohibits  any  person  who  contracts  with  the  City  or  a 
state  agency  on  whose  board  an  appointee  of  a City  elective  officer  serves,  for  the  selling  or 
leasing  of  any  land  or  building  to  or  from  the  City  or  a state  agency  on  whose  board  an  appointee 
of  a City  elective  officer  serves,  from  making  anv  campaign  contribution  to  (1)  an  individual 
holding  a City  elective  ottice  it  tlie  comract  must  De  appro vea  oy  me  individual,  a uoaiu  on 
which  that  individual  serves,  or  a board  on  which  an  appointee  of  that  individual  serves,  (2)  a 
candidate  for  the  office  held  by  such  individual,  or  (3)  a committee  controlled  by  such  individual, 
at  any  time  from  the  commencement  of  negotiations  for  the  contract  until  the  later  of  either  the 
termination  of  negotiations  for  such  contract  or  six  (6)  months  after  the  date  the  contract  is 
approved.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the  foregoing  restriction  applies  only  if  the  contract  or  a 
combination  or  series  of  contracts  approved  by  the  same  individual  or  board  in  a fiscal  year  have 
a total  anticipated  or  actual  value  of  $50,000  or  more.  Subtenant  further  acknowledges  that  the 
prohibition  on  contributions  applies  to  each  prospective  party  to  the  contract;  each  member  of 
Subtenant’s  board  of  directors;  Subtenant’s  chairperson,  chief  executive  officer,  chief  financial 
officer  and  chief  operating  officer;  any  person  with  an  ownership  interest  of  more  than  20  percent 
in  Subtenant;  any  subcontractor  listed  in  the  bid  or  contract;  and  any  committee  that  is  sponsored 
or  controlled  by  Subtenant.  Additionally,  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  Subtenant  must  inform 
each  of  the  persons  described  in  the  preceding  sentence  of  the  prohibitions  contained  in  Section 

1 . 126.  Subtenant  further  agrees  to  provide  Sublandlord  the  name  of  each  person,  entity  or 
committee  described  above. 

22.18.  Preservation-Treated  Wood  Containing  Arsenic.  As  of  July  1,  2003,  Subtenant  may 
not  purchase  preservative-treated  wood  products  containing  arsenic  in  the  performance  of  this 
Sublease  unless  an  exemption  from  the  requirements  of  Environment  Code  Chapter  1 3 is 
obtained  from  the  Department  of  Environment  under  Section  1304  of  the  Environment  Code. 

The  term  "preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic"  shall  mean  wood  treated  with  a 
preservative  that  contains  arsenic,  elemental  arsenic,  or  an  arsenic  copper  combination, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  chromated  copper  arsenate  preservative,  ammoniac  copper  zinc 
arsenate  preservative,  or  ammoniacal  copper  arsenate  preservative.  Subtenant  may  purchase 
preservative-treated  wood  products  on  the  list  of  environmentally  preferable  alternatives  prepared 
and  adopted  by  the  Department  of  Environment.  This  provision  does  not  preclude  Subtenant 
from  purchasing  preservative-treated  wood  containing  arsenic  for  saltwater  immersion.  The  term 
"saltwater  immersion"  shall  mean  a pressure-treated  wood  that  is  used  for  construction  purposes 
or  facilities  that  are  partially  or  totally  immersed  in  saltwater. 

22.19.  Resource  Efficient  City  Buildings  and  Pilot  Projects.  Subtenant  acknowledges  that  the 
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City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  enacted  San  Francisco  Environment  Code  Sections  700  to 
707  relating  to  resource-efficient  City  buildings  and  resource-efficient  pilot  projects.  Subtenant 
hereby  agrees  that  it  shall  comply  with  all  applicable  provisions  of  such  code  sections. 

22.20.  Food  Sen  ice  Waste  Reduction.  Subtenant  agrees  to  comply  fully  with  and  be  bound  by 

all  of  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Service  Waste  Reduction  Ordinance,  as  set  forth  in  the  San 
Francisco  Environment  Code,  Chapter  16,  including  the  remedies  provided,  and  implementing 
guidelines  and  rules.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  1 6 are  incorporated  herein  by  reference  and 
made  a part  of  this  Sublease  as  though  fully  set  forth.  This  provision  is  a material  term  of  this 
Sublease.  By  entering  into  this  Sublease,  Subtenant  agrees  that  if  it  breaches  this  provision, 
Sublandlord  will  suffer  actual  damages  that  will  be  impractical  or  extremely  difficult  to 
determine;  tui'Uier,  duoieiiain  agrees  urai  uie  sum  ur  uuc  nimuicu  i/uu«u  Lyiuiuai^u. 

damages  for  the  first  breach,  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00)  liquidated  damages  for  the  second 
breach  in  the  same  year,  and  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)  liquidated  damages  for  subsequent 
breaches  in  the  same  year  is  a reasonable  estimate  of  the  damage  that  Sublandlord  will  incur 
based  on  the  violation,  established  in  light  of  the  circumstances  existing  at  the  time  this  Sublease 
was  made.  Such  amounts  shall  not  be  considered  a penalty,  but  rather  agreed  monetary  damages 
sustained  by  Sublandlord  because  of  Subtenant's  failure  to  comply  with  this  provision. 

22.21.  Estoppel  Certificates.  At  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  within  ten  (10)  days  after 
Sublandlord's  request,  Subtenant  will  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  to  Sublandlord  a 
statement  certifying  the  following  matters:  (a)  the  Commencement  Date  and  Expiration  Date  of 
this  Sublease;  (b)  that  this  Sublease  is  unmodified  and  in  full  force  and  effect  (or  if  there  have 
been  modifications,  that  this  Sublease  is  in  full  force  and  effect  as  modified  and  the  date  and 
nature  of  such  modifications);  (c)  the  dates  to  which  the  Rent  has  been  paid;  (d)  that  there  are  no 
Events  of  Default  under  this  Sublease  (or  if  there  are  any  Events  of  Default,  the  nature  of  such 
Event  of  Default);  and  (e)  any  other  matters  reasonably  requested  by  Sublandlord.  Sublandlord 
and  Subtenant  intend  that  any  such  statement  delivered  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  may  be  relied  " 
upon  by  any  assignee  of  Sublandlord's  interest  in  the  Master  Lease  or  this  Sublease,  any 
mortgagee  or  any  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  of  the  building  or  land  on  which  the 
Premises  are  located.  Subtenant,  irrevocably  appoints  Sublandlord,  as  Subtenant's  agent,  to 
execute  and  deliver  in  the  name  of  Sublandlord  any  such  instrument  if  Subtenant  fails  to  do  so, 
which  failure  shall  also  be  an  Event  of  Default  under  this  Sublease. 

22.22.  Addendum.  The  terms  of  the  Addendum,  if  any,  attached  to  this  Sublease  are 
incorporated  into  the  Sublease  by  reference.  In  the  event  of  any  inconsistency  between  the 
Sublease  and  the  Addendum,  the  terms  of  the  Addendum  shall  control. 

22.23.  Cooperative  Drafting.  This  Sublease  has  been  drafted  through  a cooperative  effort  of 
both  parties,  and  both  parties  have  had  an  opportunity  to  have  the  Sublease  reviewed  and  revised 
by  legal  counsel.  No  party  shall  be  considered  the  drafter  of  this  Sublease,  and  no  presumption 
or  rule  that  an  ambiguity  shall  be  construed  against  the  party  drafting  the  clause  shall  apply  to  the 
interpretation  or  enforcement  of  this  Sublease. 
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Sublandlord  and  Subtenant  have  executed  this  Sublease  in  triplicate  as  of  the  date  first 
written  above.

TIHDI  WORKFORCE  HIRING  PLAN 

TIHDI  Job  Broker  Program  Requirements  for  Island  Tenants 

As  part  of  the  workforce  hiring  goals  for  Treasure  Island,  the  Treasure  Island  Development 
Authority’s  (TIDA)  requires  that  Island  commercial  tenants  are  to  make  good  faith  efforts  to  fill 
appropriate  available  on-Island  positions  through  the  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development 
Initiative  (TIHDI)  TIHDI  Job  Broker  Program  (TJBP).  All  new  non-supervisorial  positions 
created  by  on-Island  commercial  tenants  and  businesses  should  be  opened  to  consideration  of 
TJBP  candidates,  and  San  Francisco  residents  should  account  for  a majority  of  all  new  hires  by 
on-Island  commercial  tenants  and  businesses. 

In  order  to  help  commercial  tenants  reach  these  goals,  the  TJBP  provides  free  and  immediate 
access  to  San  Francisco's  extensive  non-profit  employment  & training  programs  and  to  a resource 
pool  of  individuals  with  varied  skill  levels  and  work  experience  backgrounds. 

Through  the  TJBP,  a job  description  and  set  of  qualification  requirements  for  the  new  or  open 
position  is  distributed  to  the  TJBP’s  network  of  employment  service  agencies  on  behalf  of  the 
commercial  tenant.  Appropriate  candidates  from  these  agencies  are  then  referred  to  the 
commercial  tenant  for  interviewing.  All  of  the  TJBP  referrals  are  required  to  meet  universal 
standards  of  job  readiness. 

To  effectively  implement  the  Good  Faith  provisions  of  the  TJBP,  commercial  tenants  are  asked 
to  provide  TIHDI  with  a written  plan,  list  available  jobs  with  TIHDI  prior  to  public 
advertisement,  consider  TJBP  referrals,  and  establish  an  ongoing  relationship  with  the  TJBP. 

Additionally,  if  a commercial  tenant  does  not  anticipate  making  any  new'  hires,  it  can  meet  its 
requirements  under  the  TJBP  by  contracting  with  one  of  the  two  on-Island  social  enterprise 
operations:  Toolworks  Janitorial  Services  and/or  Rubicon  Programs  Landscaping.  Contact  the 
TIHDI  Job  Broker  for  these  services  and  for  further  information  on  the  TIHDI  Job  Broker  System 
to  discuss  and  develop  your  workforce  hiring  plan.

This  Addendum  to  Sublease  is  dated  as  of  October  1,  2013,  between  the  TREASURE 
ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY  ("Sublandlord"),  and  Embarcadero  YMCA,  a Branch 
of  the  YMCA  of  San  Francisco,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  corporation  ("Subtenant"),  relating 
to  certain  premises  described  in  the  Sublease. 

This  Addendum  supersedes  and  replaces  the  terms  of  the  Sublease  to  which  it  is  attached  to  the 
extent  of  any  inconsistency  between  the  Sublease  and  this  Addendum.  All  capitalized  terms  used 
in  this  Addendum  and  not  defined  herein  shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  in  the  Sublease.

Embarcadero  YMCA,  a Branch  of  the  YMCA  of  San  Francisco,  Inc.,  a California  non- 
profit corporation,  attached  hereto  and  made  a part  hereof  as  Exhibit  G.  The  Professional 
Services  Agreement  shall  remain  in  effect  for  the  term  of  this  Sublease.  If  the 
Professional  Services  Agreement  is  terminated  for  any  reason,  Sublandlord  shall  have  the 
right  to  terminate  this  Sublease  by  giving  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  of  termination  to 
Subtenant.  Subtenant  shall  offer  such  recreational  services  at  no-cost  to  the  Treasure 
Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  community.

WHEREAS,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on  Treasure 
Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by  the  United 
States  of  America  (“the  Federal  Government”);  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  May  2,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  Resolution  No.  380-97, 
authorizing  the  Mayor’s  Treasure  Island  Project  Office  to  establish  a nonprofit  public  benefit 
corporation  known  as  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  “Authority”)  to  act  as  a 
single  entity  focused  on  the  planning,  redevelopment,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation,  reuse  and 
conversion  of  the  Base  for  the  public  interest,  convenience,  welfare  and  common  benefit  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Authority 
as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base 
upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the 
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Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands  Trust,  vested  in  the  Authority  the  authority  to  administer 
the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  designation  of  the  Authority  as  the 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  under  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law 
in  Resolution  No.  11-12;  and  that  such  rescission  does  not  affect  Authority's  status  as  the 
Local  Redevelopment  Authority  for  Treasure  Island  or  the  tidelands  trust  trustee  for  the 
portions  of  Treasure  Island  subject  to  the  tidelands  trust,  or  any  of  the  other  powers  or 
authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  August  8,  2006,  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  approved  a 
Professional  Services  Agreement  (the  "Agreement")  and  month-to-month  Sublease  with  the 
Embarcadero  YMCA,  a Branch  of  the  YMCA  of  San  Francisco,  Inc.,  a California  non-profit  ^ 
corporation  (the  “YMCA”),  for  the  operation  of  the  Treasure  Island  Gymnasium  (aka  “Building 
402”)  and  programming  of  recreation  and  leisure  services  at  the  Gymnasium;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  YMCA  was  selected  in  accordance  with  a competitive  solicitation 
process  in  which  the  YMCA  submitted  the  only  response  to  a Request  for  Proposals  for 
Management,  Operation  and  Programming  of  Recreation  and  Leisure  Services  at  Treasure 
Island  Gymnasium  issued  by  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  May  of  2013,  the  Authority  issued  a Request  for  Proposals  for  the 
Management,  Operation  and  Programming  of  Recreational  Services  at  the  Treasure  Island 
Gymnasium  (the  “RFP”)  to  again  solicit  competitive  proposals  for  operation  of  the

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WHEREAS,  A review  panel  consisting  of  representatives  from  TIHDI,  The  Villages  at 
Treasure  Island,  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  and  Parks  Department,  the  San  Francisco 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  Good  Neighbors  of  Treasure/Yerba  Buena  Islands  reviewed 
and  scored  the  two  responses  based  on  several  key  criteria  including  respondents  experience 
providing  recreation  and  leisure  programming  to  a diverse  community,  prior  experience 
working  with  diverse  communities,  and  experience  providing  recreation  and  leisure 
programming  for  youth  and  children;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  YMCA’s  response  received  the  highest  score  of  the  two  responses  by 
an  average  difference  of  approximately  10  points  and  on  August  15th  a Notice  of  Intent  to 
Award  Contract  was  issued  naming  YMCA  of  San  Francisco/Embarcadero  YMCA  as  the 
intended  awardee;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Project  Office  staff  and  the  YMCA  have  negotiated  a Professional 
Services  Agreement  and  Sublease  for  Building  402,  the  Treasure  Island  Gymnasium, 
commencing  on  October  1,  2013  and  ending  on  June  30,  2018  with  an  annual  not  to  exceed 
Contract  Amount  of  $145,000  for  Fiscal  Year  2013-2014  and  is  subject  to  annual  Authority 
Board  budget  approval  for  year-round  recreational  programs,  services  and  activities  to  the 
Islands  community;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Directors  hereby  approves  (i)  Professional  Services 
Agreement  with  the  Embarcadero  YMCA  a Branch  of  the  YlVICA  of  San  Francisco,  Inc.,  a

BACKGROUND 

In  1993,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  ("NSTI"),  consisting  of  both  Treasure  Island  and  portions 
of  Yerba  Buena  Island,  was  designated  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base  Realignment  and 
Closure  Commission  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510  and  its  subsequent  amendments.  The 
Department  of  Defense  subsequently  designated  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("City"), 
and  later  TIDA,  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  (“LRA”)  responsible  for  the  conversion  of  NSTI 
under  the  federal  disposition  process. 

The  City  and  the  Navy  entered  into  the  Base  Caretaker  Cooperative  Agreement  executed 
March  12,  1997,  as  amended  from  time  to  time  (collectively,  the  “Cooperative  Agreement”),  for 
the  interim  management  and  operation  of  NSTI  during  the  disposition  process.  Under  the 
Cooperative  Agreement,  the  City  agreed  to  assume  certain  responsibilities  for  (i)  operation  and 
maintenance  for  the  water,  waste  water,  storm  water,  electric  and  gas  utility  systems  on  the  Base, 
(ii)  security  and  public  health  and  safety  services,  (iii)  grounds  and  street  maintenance  and  repair, 
and  (iv)  property  management  and  caretaker  services.  These  caretaker  responsibilities  were  later 
assumed  by  TIDA  in  1998. 

The  Cooperative  Agreement  includes  Function  Annexes  that  describe  in  detail  the  caretaker 
duties  for  which  TIDA  is  responsible  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement.  Functional  Annex  6 - 
Utilities  Services  - describes  the  Caretaker  responsibilities  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of 
utilities  systems  at  NSTI  that  TIDA  is  responsible  to  provide.  The  SFPUC  has  provided  these 
utility  services  on  NSTI  on  behalf  of  TIDA,  including  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
active  NSTI  utility  systems  and  the  delivery  of  utilities  to  the  occupants  and  users  of  NSTI. 
SFPUC  activities  include  delivery  of  electricity,  gas,  water,  stormwater  and  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  existing  wastewater  treatment  plant  and  related  facilities  and  pipe  network  on 
NSTI. 

The  SFPUC  has  been  performing  utility  services  for  TIDA  since  1997  without  benefit  of  a 
written  agreement  with  TIDA.  The  SFPUC  has  insisted  upon  payment,  and  has  been  paid  by 
TIDA,  for  these  services,  including  under  a 2009  MOU  where  certain  escaped  costs  are  being 


reimbursed  by  TIDA  over  the  course  of  10  years  (from  2009  to  2019).  The  SFPUC  payments 
come  from  utility  revenues  collected  by  the  SFPUC  or  TIDA,  as  well  as  other  TIDA  revenues. 
The  SFPUC  and  TIDA  have  prepared  an  MOU  to  memorialize  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
SFPUC’s  continued  performance  of  certain  defined  utility  services,  including  TIDA’s 
reimbursement  obligation. 

The  SFPUC  previously  consented  to  a Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  (the  “DDA”) 
with  the  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  (the  “Developer”)  for  the  proposed 
development  of  NSTI,  including  an  Infrastructure  Plan  describing  certain  infrastructure  to  be 
built  by  the  Developer.  The  PUC  also  entered  into  an  interagency  Cooperation  Agreement  with 
TIDA  and  with  other  City  departments  in  connection  with  the  proposed  development  of  NSTI. 
The  project  under  the  DDA  will  include  (1)  up  to  8,000  new  residential  units,  at  least  25  percent 
of  which  (2,000  units)  will  be  made  affordable,  (2)  adaptive  reuse  of  approximately  31 1,000 
square  feet  of  historic  structures,  (3)  up  to  approximately  140,000  square  feet  of  new  retail  uses 
and  100,000  square  feet  of  commercial  office  space,  (4)  approximately  300  acres  of  parks  and 
open  space,  (5)  new  and/or  upgraded  public  facilities,  including  a joint  police/fire  station,  a 
school,  facilities  for  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  and  other  community  facilities,  (6)  a 400- 
500  room  hotel,  and  (7)  landside  improvements  for  a new  400  slip  marina  (the  “Project”). 

The  DDA  included  a form  of  conveyance  agreement  from  the  Navy  to  TIDA  (the  “EDC  MO  A”) 
which  contemplated  an  attached  utilities  agreement.  The  form  of  EDC  MOA  has  been  revised 
and  the  parties  have  not  yet  agreed  upon  the  form  of  utilities  agreement.  The  PUC  has  been 
active  in  assisting  TIDA  in  negotiations  with  the  Navy  over  the  phased  transfer  of  the  island  and 
the  issues  relating  to  the  utility  infrastructure.  While  negotiations  continue  on  the  revisions  to 
the  EDC  MOA  and  the  proposed  utilities  agreement,  TIDA  continues  to  perform  its  obligations 
under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  including  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  utility 
infrastructure  on  NSTI. 

TIDA  staff,  working  with  the  SFPUC  and  the  Controller’s  Office,  is  developing  and  intends  to 
seek  authorization  this  Fall  for  a financing  proposal  to  enable  approximately  $10  million  for 
utility  repairs  and  upgrades  at  NSTI.  The  parties  anticipate  that  this  repair  and  upgrade  work 
will  be  performed  by  or  through  the  SFPUC,  and  paid  for  by  TIDA.  Because  of  the  aging 
infrastructure  at  NSTI,  this  is  a minimum  amount  that  TIDA  and  the  SFPUC  believe  must  be 
spent  in  the  next  few  years  to  keep  the  utility  infrastructure  operational. 

DISCUSSION 


During  the  term  of  this  MOU,  the  SFPUC  will  continue  to  provide  utility  services  for,  and  on 
behalf  of,  TIDA  on  NSTI  consistent  with  past  practices  and  to  the  extent  feasible  given  the 
condition  of  the  utility  systems  and  related  infrastructure  and  the  availability  of  funding.  The 
utility  services  to  be  provided  are  described  in  Functional  Annex  6 of  the  Cooperative 
Agreement,  and  the  MOU  references  the  Functional  Annex  to  clarify  those  caretaker 
responsibilities  assumed  by  the  SFPUC  from  those  for  which  TIDA  retains  responsibility. 

TIDA  shall  pay  the  SFPUC  for  the  costs  to  provide  utility  services  under  the  MOU.  The  SFPUC 
shall  recommend  to  TIDA  annual  budgets  and  supplemental  budgets  as  needed  to  perform  the 
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Services  and  the  parties  will  meet  and  discuss  all  recommended  repairs,  upgrades  and  ongoing 
utility  costs,  and  continue  to  make  adjustments  to  budgets  and  charges  as  needed.  All  amounts 
collected  by  the  SFPUC  from  NSTI  residents  and  businesses  shall  be  credited  against  amounts 
otherwise  due  and  owing  from  TIDA  to  the  SFPUC.  The  parties  will  meet  and  confer  on  a 
regular  basis  to  review  charges  and  payment  amounts  and  recommend  changes  if  appropriate. 

TIDA  is  negotiating  the  EDC  MOA  with  the  Navy  for  the  conveyance  of  all  of  NSTI  other  than 
the  portions  occupied  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  Job  Corps,  the  United  States 
Coast  Guard  and  the  Federal  Highway  Administration.  The  EDC  MOA  will  address  the 
obligations  of  the  Navy  and  TIDA  with  respect  to  maintenance,  operation,  and  replacement  of 
utility  systems  during  the  course  of  the  transfer  process  through  a Utility  Agreement  that  is  also 
being  negotiated  between  TIDA  and  the  Navy.  It  is  anticipated  that  TIDA  and  the  SFPUC  will 
amend  this  MOU  or  negotiate  a new  MOU  for  utility  services  in  connection  with  the  final  EDC 
MOA  and  Utility  Agreement. 

This  MOU  is  being  concurrently  submitted  to  the  TIDA  Board  and  SFPUC  Commission  for 
consideration.  TIDA  will  be  presenting  this  item  to  the  September  1 1,  2013  TIDA  Board  meeting 
and  the  SFPUC  will  seek  approval  from  its  Commission  at  the  September  10,  2013  meeting.  If 
approved  by  the  SFPUC  Commission  and  the  TIDA  Board,  this  MOU  is  then  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  resolution. 

The  SFPUC  staff  intends  to  come  back  to  the  SFPUC  Commission  each  year  for  approval  of  an 
extension  of  (or  any  amendment  to)  the  MOU. 


RECOMMENDATION 

Staff  recommends  approval  of  this  Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  the  Treasure  Island 
Development  Authority  and  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  the  provision  of 
utilities  services  including  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  utility  infrastructure  on  Treasure 
Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island.

Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority 
(TIDA)  and  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC) 
Regarding  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  Utility  Services  during  the  Term  of  the  Base 
Caretaker  Cooperative  Agreement  between  TIDA  and  the  U.S.  Navy 


THIS  MEMORANDUM  OF  UNDERSTANDING  (this  "MOU")  is  entered  into  as 

September , 2013,  by  and  between  the  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO 

("City"),  a municipal  corporation  acting  by  and  through  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  ("SFPUC"),  and  the  TREASURE  ISLAND  DEVELOPMENT  AUTHORITY,  a 
California  non-profit  public  benefit  corporation  (“TIDA”),  collectively,  the  "parties",  upon  the 
following  facts,  intentions  and  understandings  of  the  parties: 


RECITALS 


A.  In  1993,  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  ("NSTI"),  consisting  of  both  Treasure 
Island  and  portions  of  Yerba  Buena  Island,  was  designated  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the 
Base  Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510  and  its  subsequent 
amendments.  The  Department  of  Defense  subsequently  designated  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  ("City"),  and  later  TIDA,  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  (“LRA”)  responsible  for  the 
conversion  of  NSTI  under  the  federal  disposition  process. 

B.  TIDA  was  created  in  1997  to  serve  as  a single-purpose  entity  responsible  for  the 
redevelopment  of  NSTI.  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter  1333 
of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (1)  designated  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  the  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law  with  authority  over 
NSTI,  and  (2)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  NSTI  that  are  subject  to  the  public  trust  for 
commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  (the  “Tidelands  Trust”  or  "Trust"),  vested  in  TIDA  the 
authority  to  administer  the  Tidelands  Trust  as  to  such  property  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
the  Act. 

C.  The  City  and  the  Navy  entered  into  the  Base  Caretaker  Cooperative  Agreement 
executed  March  12,  1997,  as  amended  from  time  to  time  (collectively,  the  “Cooperative 
Agreement”),  for  the  interim  management  and  operation  of  NSTI  during  the  disposition  process. 
Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  City  assumed  responsibility  for  certain  caretaker  duties 
at  NSTI  including  the  operation,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Navy's  utility  systems  that  service 
NSTI.  These  caretaker  responsibilities  were  later  assumed  by  TIDA  in  1998. 

D.  In  January  2012  in  response  to  AB26,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  its 
designation  of  the  TIDA  as  the  redevelopment  agency  under  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law,  but  preserved  TIDA’s  status  as  the  LRA  for  NSTI  and  all  other  powers  and 
authority  that  the  City  had  granted  to  TIDA  or  that  TIDA  otherwise  had. 

E.  The  Cooperative  Agreement  includes  various  Function  Annexes  that  describe  in 
detail  the  caretaker  duties  for  which  TIDA  is  responsible  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement. 
Functional  Annex  6 - Utilities  Services  - describes  the  Caretaker  responsibilities  for  the 


operation  and  maintenance  of  utilities  systems  at  NSTI  that  TIDA  is  responsible  to  provide.  The 
SFPUC  has  provided  utility  services  on  NSTI  on  behalf  of  TIDA,  including  the  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  active  NSTI  utility  systems  and  the  delivery  of  utilities  to  the  occupants  and 
users  of  NSTI.  SFPUC  activities  include  delivery  of  electricity,  gas,  water,  stormwater  and  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  existing  wastewater  treatment  plant  and  related  facilities  and 
pipe  network  on  NSTI.  Because  the  utility  related  facilities  are  not  owned  by  the  City  or  TIDA 
and  have  not  been  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  pursuant  to  City  ordinances,  these 
utilities  are  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFPUC.  The  SFPUC  has  been  performing  utility 
services  for  TIDA  to  the  extent  it  can  be  reimbursed  by  NSTI  utility  revenues  imposed  or 
collected  by  TIDA,  or  other  TIDA  revenues.  To  date,  the  SFPUC  has  performed  utility  services 
at  NSTI  without  a formal  agreement  with  TIDA,  and  the  purpose  of  this  MOU  is  to  memorialize 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  continued  performance  of  certain  defined  utility  services. 

F.  In  2011,  the  City,  TIDA  and  Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC. 
(“TICD”),  entered  into  three  related  agreements:  a Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  (the 
“DDA”)  between  TIDA  and  TICD;  a Development  Agreement  (the  ”DA”)  between  the  City 
and  TICD;  and  an  Interagency  Cooperation  Agreement  (the  “ICA”)  between  the  City  and  TIDA 
(for  reference  purposes,  all  of  these  agreements  are  dated  as  of  June  28,  201 1).  The  DDA  details 
a phased  program  for  the  development  of  NSTI  including  an  Infrastructure  Plan,  Exhibit  FF  to 
the  DDA,  which  describes  the  future  utilities  to  be  constructed  by  TICD  as  part  of  the 
development  project. 

G.  TIDA  is  negotiating  with  the  Navy  an  Economic  Development  Conveyance 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  (the  "EDC  MOA")  seeking  conveyance  of  all  of  NSTI  other  than 
the  portions  that  the  Navy  previously  conveyed  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  Job 
Corps,  the  United  States  Coast  Guard  and  the  Federal  Highway  Administration  through  federal- 
to-federal  transfers.  The  portions  of  NSTI  that  are  subject  to  the  EDC  Application  are 
collectively  referred  to  in  this  MOU  as  the  "Property".  Following  execution  of  the  EDC  MOA, 
the  Navy  will  transfer  the  Property  to  TIDA,  as  the  designated  LRA,  in  phases  in  accordance 
with  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  EDC  MOA  (the  “Transfer”).  The  EDC  MOA  will  address  the 
obligations  of  the  Navy  and  TIDA  with  respect  to  maintenance,  operation,  and  replacement  of 
utility  systems  during  the  course  of  the  Transfer  process  through  a Utility  Agreement  that  is 
being  negotiated  between  TIDA  and  the  Navy.  The  parties  anticipate  that  TIDA  and  the  SFPUC 
will  negotiate  a new  MOU,  or  an  amendment  to  this  MOU,  related  to  utility  services  provided 
under  the  term  of  the  EDC  MOA  and  Utility  Agreement. 

H.  For  purposes  of  this  MOU  utility  infrastructure  on  the  Property  that  has  not  yet 
been  transferred  to  the  City  is  referred  to  as  “Pretransfer  Infrastructure.” 

L The  parties  acknowledge  that  the  existing  infrastructure  on  NSTI  was  built  by  the 
Navy  and  does  not  meet  current  SFPUC  standards.  Given  the  state  of  the  existing  infrastructure, 
the  SFPUC  may  not  be  able  to  provide  utility  services  on  NSTI  equivalent  to  the  services  that 
SFPUC  provides  in  the  other  areas  of  San  Francisco,  pending  construction,  dedication  and 
acceptances  of  new  utility  systems.  SFPUC  has  worked  with  TIDA  on  plans  for  long  term 
capital  improvements  to  the  substandard  infrastructure  through  the  redevelopment  of  NSTI. 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  the  parties  hereto  agree  as  follows: 

1 . Term.  The  term  of  this  MOU  will  commence  on  the  date  on  which  the  parties  hereto 
have  executed  and  delivered  this  MOU  and  will  expire,  unless  sooner  terminated,  on  September 
30,  2014,  unless  amended  by  the  parties  in  writing. 

2.  Provision  of  Utility  Services. 

(a)  During  the  Term,  the  SFPUC  agrees  that  it  will  continue  to  provide  utility 
services  for,  and  on  behalf  of,  TIDA  on  NSTI  consistent  with  past  practices,  and  to  the  extent 
feasible  given  the  condition  of  the  utility  systems  and  related  infrastructure  (the  “Services”). 
These  Services  are  described  in  Functional  Annex  6 of  the  current  Cooperative  Agreement  with 
noted  exceptions  and  amendments  as  shown  on  Exhibit  A,  attached  hereto,  and  subject  to  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  this  MOU.  The  scope  of  the  Services  may  be  amended  by  written 
agreement  between  the  parties  hereto.  In  no  event  shall  the  SFPUC  be  required  to  continue  to 
provide  the  Services  if  TIDA  fails  to  fulfill  its  payment  obligations  set  forth  in  Section  3 below. 

(b)  The  parties  acknowledge  that  all  Services  rendered  by  the  SFPUC  to  TIDA 
hereunder  are  as  a contractor,  not  as  a public  utility  provider,  and  the  SFPUC’s  expenditure 
authority  in  providing  the  Services  is  limited  to  the  funds  realized  under  Section  3 below  as 
payment  for  the  Services.  These  payments  are  expected  to  include  funds  for  the  day-to-day 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Pretransfer  Infrastructure,  including  any  claims  or  judgments, 
so  that  the  SFPUC  is  made  whole. 

(c)  The  Navy,  as  the  owner  of  NSTI,  has  responsibility  for  investigating  and 
remediating  Hazardous  Materials  consistent  with  Federal  and  State  law,  and  the  terms  of  the 
pending  EDC  MO  A.  TIDA  is  responsible  for  conveying  information  concerning  Navy  activities 
to  SFPUC  and  developing  and  distributing  Health  and  Safety  Plans  for  the  use  of  SFPUC 
employees  performing  services  under  this  MOU.  TIDA  agrees  to  inform  SFPUC  as  soon  as 
practicable  of  any  work  that  the  Navy  is  performing  as  part  of  the  remediation  or  otherwise,  that 
will  impact  Navy  infrastructure  that  the  SFPUC  is  responsible  under  this  MOU  to  service.  TIDA 
agrees  to  convey  as  built  drawings  of  any  repaired  or  replaced  Navy  infrastructure  to  the  SFPUC 
as  soon  as  practicable.  Upon  SFPUC’s  request,  TIDA  will  schedule  meetings  with  the  persons 
most  knowledgeable  about  the  Navy’s  remediation  activities  in  order  to  provide  current 
information  to  the  SFPUC. 

(d)  The  SFPUC  will  inform  TIDA  of  all  known  conditions  related  to  providing 
Services  that  could  result  in  threats  to  public  health  and  safety  or  regulatory  violations  due  to 
infrastructure  failure.  The  SFPUC  conducted  a condition  assessment  of  certain  utility 
infrastructure  on  NSTI,  and  provided  those  reports  to  TIDA.  In  addition,  the  SFPUC  provided 
TIDA  an  assessment  and  cost  estimate  for  the  most  immediate  necessary  capital  improvements 
for  the  existing  utilities  on  NSTI,  including  system  reliability,  regulatory  compliance,  and 
public/worker  safety.  TIDA  is  pursuing  Board  approval  of  capital  funding  in  the  amount  of  $10 
Million  to  address  critical  near  term  repairs  to  the  existing  infrastructure.  SFPUC  will  coordinate 
with  TIDA  in  the  implementation  of  those  capital  repair  projects.

(e)  SFPUC  will  not  continue  to  provide  Services  if  conditions  at  NSTI  work  locations 
present  a threat  to  the  health  and  safety  of  SFPUC  staff  or  contractors.  SFPUC  shall  notify 
TIDA  when  it  becomes  aware  of  circumstances  that  pose  an  immediate  or  near  term  threat  to  the 
health  or  safety  of  SFPUC  staff  or  others.  Immediate  threats  to  the  health  or  safety  of  SFPUC 
staff  will  result  in  the  immediate  cessation  of  applicable  Services  until  TIDA,  or  a third  party, 
remedies  the  unsafe  situation  to  a satisfactory  level  to  permit  the  continuation  of  the  applicable 
Services.  Near  term  threats  to  the  health  or  safety  of  SFPUC  staff  will  be  reported  by  the 
SFPUC  to  TIDA  with  a summary  of  work  needed  to  remedy  the  unsafe  situation,  including  an 
estimated  timeframe  for  how  long  the  SFPUC  will  be  able  to  safely  provide  utility  services 
before  the  situation  must  be  remedied. 

(f)  As  noted  in  Recital  I above,  the  existing  infrastructure  on  NSTI  was  built  by  the 
Navy  and  does  not  meet  current  SFPUC  standards.  SFPUC  is  not  responsible  for  permit  or 
regulatory  violations  that  result  from  facilities  that  the  SFPUC  has  notified  TIDA  are  in  need  of 
repair  or  replacement.  SFPUC  currently  prepares,  and  will  continue  to  prepare,  the  reports  for 
state  and  federal  wastewater,  stormwater,  air  emissions  and  drinking  water  permits  for  the  Navy, 
but  the  Navy  is  responsible  for  certifying  and  submitting  those  reports.  The  Navy  is  also 
responsible  for  meeting  any  permit  violation  reporting  requirements.  The  SFPUC  currently 
uploads,  and  will  continue  to  upload  data  to  C.I.W.Q.S,  but  the  Navy  is  ultimately  responsible 
for  certifying  all  monitoring  data  and  reporting. 

(g)  TIDA  is  responsible  under  the  Cooperative  Agreement  for  communications  with 
the  Navy  and  all  third  parties  on  NSTI  regarding  the  conditions  of  the  utility  systems,  and  any 
interruptions  to  Services.  The  SFPUC  will  assist  as  needed  in  any  such  communications. 

3.  Compensation. 

(a)  TIDA  shall  pay,  or  cause  the  SFPUC  to  be  paid  by  the  occupants  of  NSTI,  for  the 
costs  to  perform  the  Services,  including  any  claims  or  judgments  arising  from  such  performance, 
such  that  the  SFPUC  is  made  whole  (without  penalty  or  profit).  The  SFPUC  shall  recommend 
to  TIDA  annual  budgets  and  supplemental  budgets  as  needed  to  perform  the  Services  and  the 
parties  will  meet  and  discuss  all  recommended  repairs,  upgrades  and  ongoing  utility  costs,  and 
continue  to  make  adjustments  to  budgets  and  charges  as  needed.  The  SFPUC  agrees  to  invoice 
NSTI  residents  and  businesses  consistent  with  existing  practices.  The  parties  will  meet  and 
confer  to  discuss  recommended  changes  to  charges.  All  amounts  collected  by  the  SFPUC  from 
NSTI  residents  and  businesses  shall  be  credited  against  amounts  otherwise  due  and  owing  from 
TIDA  to  the  SFPUC  under  this  MOU. 

(b)  In  January  2009,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  an  agreement  between  the 
SFPUC  and  TIDA,  where  TIDA  agreed  to  make  payments  to  the  SFPUC  in  the  amounts  set  forth 

. in  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  Regarding  Utility  Rate  Adjustments,  to  reimburse  the 
SFPUC  for  unpaid  amounts  of  utility  services  provided  during  Fiscal  Years  1997/1998  through 
2005/2006  over  a term  extending  to  the  Fiscal  Year  2018/2019,  and  TEDA  shall  continue  to  make 
those  payments  pursuant  to  such  MOU  until  all  the  payments  have  been  made. 

(c)  The  parties  further  agree  to  meet  and  confer  on  a regular  basis  to  review  charges 
and  payment  amounts  and  make  recommendations  as  to  changes  if  appropriate.

4.  Cooperation.  The  SFPUC  and  TIDA  agree  to  cooperate  with  one  another  to 
implement  the  terms  of  this  MOU  in  good  faith,  and  shall  meet  regularly  to  discuss  utilities 
operations  and  maintenance  matters  at  NSTI. 

5.  Notices.  Any  notice  given  under  this  Agreement  shall  be  in  writing  and  given  by 
delivering  the  notice  in  person,  by  commercial  courier  or  by  sending  it  by  regular  mail,  with 
postage  prepaid,  to  the  mailing  address  listed  below  or  any  other  address  notice  of  which  is 
given.  For  the  convenience  of  the  parties,  copies  of  notices  may  also  be  given  by  facsimile,  to 
the  telephone  number  listed  below  or  such  other  numbers  as  may  be  provided  from  time  to  time.

7.  Miscellaneous  Provisions. 


a.  California  Law.  This  Agreement  shall  be  construed  and  interpreted  in  accordance 
with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  and  the  City,  including  the  City’s  Charter.

The  provisions  of  this  Agreement  shall  be  construed 
as  a whole  according  to  their  common  meaning  and  not  strictly  for  or  against  any  party  in  order 
to  achieve  the  objectives  and  purposes  of  the  parties.  Any  caption  preceding  the  text  of  any 
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section,  paragraph  or  subsection  or  in  the  table  of  contents  is  included  only  for  convenience  of 
reference  and  shall  be  disregarded  in  the  construction  and  interpretation  of  this  Agreement. 

e.  Further  Assurances.  The  parties  hereto  agree  to  execute  and  acknowledge  such 
other  and  further  documents  as  may  be  necessary  or  reasonably  required  to  carry  out  the  mutual 
intent  of  the  parties  as  expressed  in  this  Agreement. 

f.  Necessary  Approvals.  This  Agreement  may  be  subject  to  approval  by  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority,  each  in 
its  sole  and  absolute  discretion.

Bold  parenthetical  comments  [Example]  are  provided  to  clarify  the  Caretaker  roles  assumed  by 
the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (TIDA)  and  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (SFPUC)  under  this  MOU  and  to  provide  clarifying  language  for  certain  other 
terms. 
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FUNCTIONAL  ANNEX  6 


UTILITIES  SERVICES 

6.1.  Description 

6.1.1.  The  Utilities  Services  function  provides  for  maintenance  and  operation  of  electric,  natural 
gas,  sanitary  sewer,  sewage  treatment  and  storm  sewer  systems  by  the  Caretaker  as  well  as  for 
establishment  of  rates  and  collection  of  revenue  to  offset  operating  costs. 

6.1.2.  The  Caretaker  may  use  Building  264  and  storage  lot  292  at  Treasure  Island  for  performance 
of  the  Utilities  Services  function. 

6.2.  Concept  of  Operations 

6.2.1.  Lease  of  Utility  Systems  to  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority:  It  is  the  intent  of  the 
Caretaker  to  enter  into  a lease  for  Navy  owned  utility  systems  serving  Naval  Station  Treasure  by  the 
signing  of  EDC/LIFOC  for  the  property.  Prior  to  execution  of  the  planned  lease,  and  within  the  term  of 
this  agreement,  the  Caretaker  will  operate  utility  systems  in  accordance  with  requirements  of  this  Annex 
and  of  the  Technical  Execution  Plan  for  Utilities  Management  which  is  attached  to  and  made  part  of  this 
agreement.  After  execution  of  the  lease,  provisions  of  this  agreement  pertaining  to  utilities  operations  will 
be  extinguished  and  requirements  of  the  lease  will  prevail. 

6.2.2.  Assumption  of  Environmental  and  Operating  Permits  by  the  Caretaker:  The  Caretaker  agrees  to 
cooperate  with  the  Navy  and  regulators  to  support  the  timely  transfer  of  the  permits  required  for  the 
continuing  operations  of  the  Caretaker.  This  includes  updating  the  permits  to  provide  the  organizational 
name(s)  of  the  current  operators  for  purposes  of  reporting  required  under  the  permits.  The  Caretaker  will 
operate  utilities  in  conformance  with  applicable  permits  and  will  perform  regular  monitoring  and 
reporting  required  by  these  permits.  All  responses  (written  or  oral)  to  violations  or  operations  outside  the 
permit  limits  will  be  brought  to  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Navy,  however,  the  responsibility  to 
operate  within  the  permit  limits  rests  with  the  Caretaker.  Specific  schedules  for  transfer  of  the  below 
listed  permits  shall  be  included  in  the  EDC  MOA,  L1FOC  and  any  other  leases  entered  into  by  the  Navy 
and  the  Caretaker.  [The  SFPUC  will  perform  the  services  described  in  this  section  in 
accordance  with  Sec  2(f)  of  this  MOU]

6.2.3.  Operations 

6.2.3. 1.  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  operate  and  maintain  utility  systems  at  Treasure  Island  and 


Yerba  Buena  Island,  as  described  in  the  applicable  Technical  Execution  Plan  (see  paragraph  6.2.3.3), 
including  electric,  natural  gas,  water,  sanitary  sewer,  storm  sewer  and  sewage  treatment  systems.  The 
Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  defray  associated  costs  through  revenue  generated  by  charging  uniform  rates 
established  by  the  Caretaker  [TIDA], 

6. 2. 3.2.  All  storage  and  handling  of  materials  and  equipment  necessary  for  utility  maintenance  shall 

be  done  in  accordance  with  the  Treasure  Island  Storm  Water  Pollution  Prevention  Plan. 

6.2.3. 3 The  Technical  Execution  Plan  (TEP)  for  this  annex  is  attached  and  made  part  of  this 

agreement.  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  agrees  to  conform  to  the  requirements  and  guidelines  of  the  TEP 
that  defines  the  extent  of  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  responsibility  for  utilities  operations  as  well  as  specific 
operating  procedures. 

6.2.4.  Purchase  of  Utility  Commodities:  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  be  responsible  for  purchase 
of  all  electricity,  natural  gas  and  water  consumed  on  TI  and  YBI  and  for  purchase  of  electric  power 
provided  to  the  east  water  pump  station  serving  the  base.  [East  water  pump  station  is  currently 
inactive;  back-up  electrical  power  provisions  already  fulfilled]The  Caretaker  remains 
responsible  per  modification  P00009  of  this  agreement,  and  agrees  to  make  payment  for  back-up 
electrical  power  delivered  to  Treasure  Island  under  Navy  contract  during  fiscal  year  1999.  Payment  will 
be  made  by  the  Caretaker  directly  to  the  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  upon  submission  of  invoices  by  that 
company  to  the  Navy. 

6.2.5.  Recovering  Funds  for  Consumption  by  the  Navy:  Consumption  for  which  the  Navy  is 
responsible  have  been  determined  through  estimates  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  Navy  and  the 
Caretaker.  Estimated  Navy  consumption  is  itemized  in  figure  6-1.  Total  annual  charges  will  not  exceed 
$48,139.92  annually  or  $4,01 1.66  per  month.

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6.2.5  System  Extension  and  Provision  of  New  Service 

6.2.5. 1 . New  Services  Requested  by  the  Navy  and  other  Federal  Users:  Subject  to  the  availability  of 
funds  for  such  purpose,  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  provide  any  extension  or  alteration  of  systems  along 
with  any  metering  or  service  connections  requested  by  the  Navy  or  as  concurred  to  by  the  Navy  for  other 
Federal  users  on  the  base.

3.0  Systems  Definitions,  Extent  of  Caretaker  Responsibility  for  Utilities  Distribution 

The  physical  extent  of  each  utility  system  that  will  be  maintained  by  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  is  as 
described  below.

3.1  Water  System:  Facilities  that  are  operated  and  maintained  by  the  Caretaker  [SFPETC]  under  the 
Cooperative  agreement  consist  of  the  existing  w'ater  delivery  facilities  at  NAVSTA  TLYBI  including: 

3.1.1.  Supply  and  delivery  pipelines,  originating  at  the  supply  points  for  NAVSTA  TLYBI  from 
San  Francisco  City  Distribution  System  and  from  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility7  District  (EBMUD).  The 
Caretaker  [SFPUC;  if/w  hen  connection  utilized]  agrees  to  conform  to  all  requirements  of  California 
Department  of  Transportation  S.F.O.B.B.  Permit  No.  16  Dated  22  November  1944  as  it  pertains  to 
operation  of  the  pipeline  originating  at  the  East  Bay  Municipal  Utility  District  service  point  in  Emeryville 
to  the  last  (upstream)  point  of  attachment  of  the  Bay7  Bridge  on  YBI. 

3 . 1 .2.  Water  storage  facilities 

3.1.3.  Water  pumping  and  chlorinating  stations 

3.1.4.  The  water  pumping  station  located  in  pier  E23  of  the  east  span  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay- 
Bridge. 

3.1.5.  All  supply  lines  that  cross  through  or  under  any  leased  or  non-leased  building  for 
facility  that  do  not  serve  that  building  or  facility. 

3.1.6  For  metered  buildings  and  facilities,  the  Caretaker  [SFPLTC]  responsibility  ends  at  the  first 
valve  or  meter  upstream  of  the  building  or  facility. 

3.1.5.  For  building  and  Facilities  that  arc  not  metered,  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  responsibility  will  include 
all  supply  lines  and  w7ater  system  facilities  up  to  five  (5)  feet  from  any7  building  or  facility7. 
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3.2  Sanitary  Sewer  System:  Facilities  which  are  operated  and  maintained  by  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC] 
consist  of  the  existing  sanitary  sewer  collection  and  pumping  facilities  at  NAVSTA  TI/YBI,  including: 

3.2.1.  Waste  water  treatment  plant  including  all  facilities  within  the  perimeter  fence  of  the  plant  and 
including  all  piping  and  appurtenant  facilities  to  the  point  of  discharge  to  San  Francisco  Bay. 

3.2.2  Waste  water-pumping  stations  [and  associated  control  rooms] 

3.2.3  Mainline  sewers 

3.2.4  Forced  mains 

3.2.5  Collection  and  service  sewers  to  the  limit  of  lease  holding  for  leased  facilities. 

3.2.6  For  buildings  and  facilities  which  are  not  leased  or  otherwise  occupied,  or  which  are  in  use  by 
the  Navy  or  Navy  Customers;  Collection  and  service  sewers  to  either  [a]  the  last  cleanout  upstream  of  the 
mainline  sewer  along  the  service  to  the  building  or  facility,  or  [b]  a point  five  (5)  feet  from  the  foundation 
of  the  building  or  facility. 

3.3  Storm  Water  System:  Facilities  which  are  operated  and  maintained  by  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC] 
consist  of  the  existing  stonn  water  collection  and  discharge  facilities  at  NAVSTA  TI/YBI  including: 

3.3.1  Storm  water  collections  system  from  the  transition  structure  of  surface  flow  entering  the  below 
surface  piping  (including  drop  inlets  and  other  collection  structures).

3.4  Natural  Gas  System:  Natural  gas  is  delivered  to  NAVSTA  TI/YBI  by  a supply  line  owned  by  the 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Co.  (PG&E).  PG&E  also  owns  and'  operates  the  main  meters  and  pressure 
reducing  stations  at  the  point  of  delivery.  The  responsibility  of  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  is  for  all  facilities 
downstream  of  PG&E  facilities  including: 

3.4.1  Supply  and  delivery  pipeline  downstream  of  the  main  meter  and  pressure  reduction  station 
located  on  NAVSTA  TI/YBI. 

3.4.2  Supply  lines  to  and  including  that  last  valve  or  corporation  stop  leading  to  all  leased,  non- 
leased,  occupied  or  non-occupied  buildings  and  facilities. 

3.5  Electrical  Distribution  System:  Facilities  that  are  operated  and  maintained  by  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC] 
consist  of  the  existing  transformational  and  distribution  facilities  at  NAVSTA  TI/YBI  including: 

3.5.1  The  entire  high  voltage  transmission  line  serving  Treasure  Island  originating  at  the  point  of 
connection  to  the  breakers  at  the  Port  of  Oakland's  Davis  Substation  at  Point  Arnold  including  overhead 
and  underground  elements  of  the  line  located  on  the  Fleet  and  Industrial  Supply  Center  and  the  Oakland 
Army  Base  [now  Port  of  Oakland  and  City  of  Oakland],  the  underground  element  extending  from 
the  Oakland  Army  Base  including  the  junction  with  the  submarine  section  of  the  line  and  the  submarine 
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section  including  the  junction  and  the  underground  section  of  line  at  Treasure  Island  to  the  point  of 
connection  at  the  main  Treasure  Island  substation. 

3.5.2  Main  substation  at  NAVSTA  TI/YBI. 

3.5.3  Distribution  system  and  related  equipment  between  the  substations  and  the  end  users. 

3.5.4  For  metered  buildings  and  facilities,  service  up  to  and  including  the  meter. 

3.5.5  For  building  and  facilities  which  are  not  metered  or  which  have  dedicated  switch-gear  or 
transformers  at  the  building  or  facility,  service  to  the  low  side  of  the  dedicated  switch-gear  or  transformer 
and  shall  include  the  dedicated  switch  gear  or  transformer. 

3.5.6  For  buildings  and  facilities  which  are  not  metered  and  which  do  not  have  dedicated  switch-gear 
or  transformers  at  buildings  or  facilities,  service  to  the  weatherhead,  building  perimeter,  or  equipment 
connection. 

3.5.7  The  Davis  Substation  at  the  Fleet  and  Industrial  Supply  Center  [Now  Port  of  Oakland], 
Oakland,  CA. 

4.0  Organization  and  Communication 

4.1  Caretaker  and  Navy:  Although  there  is  no  requirement  for  regular  meetings  between  the  Caretaker 
[TIDA]  and  the  Navy,  all  essential  communications  (status  of  environmental  clean-up  projects,  etc.)  with 
the  Navy  shall  be  conducted  with  the  appropriate  Navy  SWDIV  ("Southwest  Division,"  the  Navy's 
Facilities  Management  Headquarters  located  in  San  Diego)  representative.  Notification  of  planned 
outages  or  any  other  pertinent  utilities  information  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Navy  Caretaker  Site  Office 
with  the  same  consideration  and  priority  as  extended  to  any  other  utility  customer  served  by  the 
Caretaker.

5.0  Preventative  Maintenance  & Repair  Work:  Regularly  scheduled  preventive  maintenance  and  all  non- 
emergency repair  work  will  be  executed  as  determined  necessary  by  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC;  subject  to 
funding  availability].  Financial  reporting  [by  TIDA]  to  the  appropriate  Navy  representative  is 
required  by  provisions  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement. 
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6.0  Trouble  Call  Response  and  Reporting 

6. 1 Origin  and  Reception  of  Trouble  Calls:  Trouble  calls  may  be  initiated  by  any  customer  by  calling 
311.  The  311  Operator  will,  in  turn,  direct  calls  requiring  response  that  falls  within  the  scope  of  the 
CA  to  the  appropriate  Caretaker  department  or  subcontractor. 

6.2  Caretaker  Points  of  Contact:  In  addition  to  the  3 1 1 telephone  number,  the  Caretaker  shall  provide 
to  the  Navy  Caretaker  Site  Office  an  up  to  date  list  of  telephone  numbers  for  primary  Caretaker 
managers  responsible  for  utilities  operations  at  NAVSTA  TI/YBI.  This  list  includes  the  responsible 
utility  group  and  will  be  used  by  the  Navy  in  cases  of  emergency  and  when  responses  to  trouble  calls 
do  not  occur  within  a reasonable  time  period  (see  response  targets  of  Table  6-2).  Note:  Appendix 
‘A’  provides  operational  procedures  for  Trouble  Calls  and  Emergency  Response  in  addition  to  key 
points  of  contact  - both  Caretaker  and  Navy.

6.3  Caretaker  Trouble  Call  Reception,  Response  Targets  and  Reporting:  Upon  receiving  a request  from 
the  CSO  or  other  authorized  party  for  trouble  call,  the  Caretaker  reception  desk  will  issue  a Trouble  Call 
(TC)  number  which  will  serve  as  a key  identifier  for  the  call  and  will  be  used  to  track  and  report  on 
response.  The  Caretaker  will  maintain  records  of  all  TC#’s  issued  along  with  pertinent  details  on  response 
and  resolution  and  will  provide  summaries  of  this  information  to  the  Navy  Utilities  PM  as  requested. 

7.0  Emergency  Response 

7.1  Emergency  Requirements 

7.1.1  Definition:  911  should  be  called  where  it  has  been  determined  or  is  suspected  that 
immediate  action  is  required  to  eliminate  a threat  to  human  health,  the  environment,  to  protect 
property  or  to  avoid  disruption  of  essential  operations. 

7.1.2  Reporting:  Direct  reporting  to  the  Navy  is  not  required  during  an  event,  however,  the  Caretaker 
[TIDA]  will  provide  the  Navy  with  a written  summary  of  any  "significant  event"  (major  personal  injury 
or  death,  major  property  damage,  "large"  fires  for  example)  that  has  occurred  at  TI/YBI. 
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8.0  System  Extension,  Provision  of  New  Service 

8.1  New  Services  Requested  by  the  Navy  and  other  Federal  Users:  Subject  to  the  availability  of  funds  for 
such  purpose,  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  provide  any  extension  or  alteration  of  systems  along  with  any 
metering  or  service  connections  requested  by  the  Navy  or  as  concurred  to  by  the  Navy  for  other  federal 
users  on  the  base.  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  recover  costs  for  such  work  for  other  Federal  users  directly 
from  the  other  Federal  users.  Costs  incurred  for  any  such  work  requested  by  and  executed  for  the  Navy 
will  be  reimbursed  via  the  provisions  of  this  agreement  or  by  amendment  of  this  agreement  as  may  be 
required 

8.2  New  Services  Required  by  the  Lessees  or  Licenses:  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  may  also  provide 
[authorize]  system  extensions  and  alterations  along  with  metering  and  service  connections  required  to 
fully  and  exclusively  meter  use  of  water,  electricity  and  natural  gas  within  any  premises  which  may  be 
under  license  or  lease.  Costs  for  any  such  work  will  be  borne  by  the  Lessee  or  Licensee.  The  Cooperative 
Agreement  (paragraph  6.2.5)  forbids  delivery  of  any  utility  commodity  to  a premise  under  lease  or  license 
that  is  not  fully  and  exclusively  metered  (exceptions  may  be  granted  if  plans  are  in  place  for  the 
installation  of  subject  meter.).  [All  utility  connections,  extensions  and  alterations  will  only  be 
performed  by  the  SFPUC  after  a building  permit  and  occupancy  certificate  are  obtained 
from  the  authorities  having  jurisdiction  (i.e.,  Department  of  Building  Inspection)  and  all 
utility  service  connection,  inspection,  and  building  costs  and  fees  are  paid  in  full.] 

9.0  Purchase  of  Utility  Commodities:  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  be  responsible  for  purchase  of  all 
electricity,  natural  gas  and  water  consumed  on  IT  and  YBI  and  for  purchase  of  electric  power  provided  to 
the  east  water  pump  station  serving  the  base  [Currently  inactive] 

10.0  Billing  and  Payment  for  Utilities  Consumption:  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  defray  costs  of  utility 
commodities  purchased  and  costs  , of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  utility  systems  through 
revenues  generated  by  charging  uniform  rates  established  by  the  Caretaker  [TIDA].  The  Caretaker 
[TIDA]  will  enter  into  Utility  Service  Contracts  (USC's)  with  all  Federal  users  including  the  Navy  or  the 
Navy's  contractors  as  required.  The  USC  shall  contain  pertinent  information  regarding  the  utilities 
agreement  between  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  and  the  specific  Federal  user,  including  rates.  The  Caretaker 
[SFPUC]  will  purchase  electricity,  natural  gas  and  water  including  electric  power  for  the  cast  water 
pump  station  serving  TI  and  YBI  [East  water  pump  station  is  currently  inactive]. 

10.1  Billing  Non-Navy  Tenants:  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC  if  requested  by  TIDA]  will  be  responsible 
for  billing  and  [TIDA  will  be  responsible  for]  obtaining  payment  from  all  Lessees,  Licensees  and 
non-Navy  Federal  activities  permitted  to  receive  utilities  services  on  the  base.  Charges  to  these  tenants  for 
use  of  electricity,  natural  gas,  water  and  sewer  service  will  be  determined  by  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  (per 
Annex  6,  paragraph  6.2.3. 1).  In  general,  consumption  will  be  read  from  meters  which  frilly  and 
exclusively  measure  permitted  consumption.  Where  determined  to  be  more  economic,  consumption  may 
be  determined  through  engineered  estimates  prepared  by  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]. 

10.2  Recovering  Funds  for  Consumption  by  the  Navy:  Units  of  consumption  for  which  the  Navy  is 
responsible  have  been  determined  through  estimates  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the  Navy  and  the  Caretaker 
[TIDA]  . The  Cooperative  Agreement  lists  estimated  uses  and  the  annual/monthly  charges  to  be  billed  by 
the  Caretaker. 

10.3  Charging  for  Sanitary  Sewer  Service:  Deleted. 
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1 1 .0  Outage  Management 

11.1  Scheduled  Outages:  The  following  procedures  will  be  used  by  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  for  any  utility 
outage  not  resulting  from  an  emergency  or  unplanned  failure: 

11.1.1  Caretaker  Action:  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  shall  coordinate  all  outages  directly  with  the  applicable 
parties  including  the  Navy  and  its  contractors.  Prior  to  a scheduled  outage,  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  shall 
contact  all  customers  (including  those  who  may  be  impacted)  that  will  be  impacted  and  provide  the 
following  information: 

• Purpose  of  outage 

• Utilities  commodities  affected 

• Buildings  and  facilities  affected 

• Proposed  start  and  completion  dates  and  times 


1 1 . 1 .2  Coordination  by  Navy:  Navy  representative  will  coordinate  the  outage  request  for  Navy 
managed  facilities.  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  coordinate  the  outage  all  non-Navy  and  any  affected 
utilities  customers. 

11.1.3  Planned  Outages:  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  execute  the  outage  at  the  agreed  upon  time. 
Authorization  from  the  Navy  is  not  required 

11.1.4  Disapproved  or  Cancelled  Outages:  In  cases  in  which  the  outage  cannot  be  executed,  the 
Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  revisit  all  impacted  customers  and  advise  them  of  cancellation  or  revised  outage 
schedule  and  why  it  was  necessary. 

1 1.1.5  Unscheduled  Outages:  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  take  immediate  action  to  restore  service. 
Authority  from  the  Navy  is  not  required.  An  "information-only"  notice  to  the  Navy  representative  is 
required  after  the  event  (verbal  or  written  ok). 

12.0  Excavation  Management 

12.1  Scheduled  Excavations:  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  serve  as  the  initial  point  of  contact  for  all 
parties  seeking  to  perform  excavations  at  TI/YBI  and  will  implement  procedures  to  assure  that  no 
excavation  is  permitted  without  advance  clearance  with  regard  to  underground  utilities  (see  Annex  6.  TEP 
paragraph  13.0)  and  from  the  designated  Navy  representative  for  environmental  conditions.  The  following 
procedure  will  be  used  by  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  to  obtain  Navy  concurrence  for  any  excavation  not 
resulting  from  an  emergency  or  unplanned  system  failure: 

12.1.1  Excavation  Process:  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  shall  retain  established  Underground  Service  Alert 
(USA)  membership  for  the  area  encompassing  TI/YBI  and  shall  be  the  initial  point  of  contact  for  all 
excavation  activities  within  said  region.  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  locate  and,  within  48  hours  of 
notification,  clearly  mark  all  utilities  in  the  vicinity  of  proposed  excavation  prior  to  start. 

12.1.2  Excavation  Coordination/Navy  Concurrence:  Where  necessary,  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will 
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refer  evacuation  requests  to  the  designated  Navy  representative  to  ensure  environmental  conditions  of  soil 
in  and  around  the  area  of  the  planned  excavation  site  can  be  conveyed  to  all  parties  so  that  they  may  plan 
accordingly 

12.1.3  “Approved”  Evacuation  Requests:  In  cases  in  which  the  excavation  plan  is  acceptable  as 
proposed,  the  Navy  will  immediately  inform  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  of  its  concurrence  and  will  provide 
the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  with  any  special  requirements  which  may  be  imposed  by  the  Navy  [TIDA  to 
inform  original  requestor  of  any  special  requirement].  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  then  perform 
the  excavation  or  permit  the  excavation  to  be  performed  by  the  original  requestor  at  the  agreed  upon  time 
and  in  accordance  with  any  special  requirements  which  may  be  imposed  by  the  Navy. 

12.1.4  "Disapproved”  Excavation  Requests:  In  cases  in  which  the  excavation  notification  or  request 
cannot  be  concurred  to  for  environmentally  related  reason(s),  the  Navy  will  propose  alternatives  in 
writing  to  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  for  coordination. 

13.0  Marking  Utilities  Locations: 

13.1.  Electric,  Gas,  Water,  and  Sewer:  The  Caretaker  Utilities  Manager  [SFPUC]  will  locate  and 
clearly  mark  all  electric,  natural  gas,  water,  and  sewer  utilities.  Requests  for  marking  and  response 
handled  through  the  trouble  call  procedure  described  in  paragraph  6.0,  above  will  conform  to  the  response 
targets  of  Table  6-2.  In  addition,  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  locate  and  clearly  mark  all  electric,  natural 
gas,  water,  and  sewer  utilities  in  any  area  in  which  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  proposes  performing  an 
excavation  (see  Excavation  Management,  paragraph  12.0).  Marking  shall  be  made  based  on  the  Navy 
provided  base  maps  and  the  best  available  local  knowledge.  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  take  best 
efforts  to  mark  abandoned  lines  to  include  steam  distribution  based  on  available  drawings. 

13.2  Telephone  and  abandoned  lines:  For  telephone  and  other  lines  that  are  not  Navy  owned,  the 
USA  Dig  will  be  notified.  Caretaker  Utilities  Manager  [TIDA]  will  provide  San  Francisco 
Telecommunications  with  copy  of  approved  Dig  Permit  (primary  415-550-2725,  sec  415-550-2747).  The 
Utilities  Manager  [TIDA]  will  coordinate  marking  of  these  lines.  Abandoned  lines  will  be  marked  if 
known  based  on  Navy  maps. 

14.0  Maintenance  of  Government  Furnished  Vehicles:  The  Caretaker  has  full  responsibility  for 
maintenance  and  repair  of  Navy-provided  vehicles,  tools  and  equipment.  The  Navy  may  provide 
additional  equipment,  as  it  becomes  available,  to  support  the  operation  and  maintenance  at  T1  and  YBI. 

15.0  Environmental  and  Operating  Permit  Management:  The  Caretaker  agrees  to  cooperate  with  the  Navy 
and  regulators  to  support  the  timely  transfer  of  the  permits  required  for  the  continuing  operations  of  the 
Caretaker.  This  includes  updating  the  permits  to  provide  the  organizational  name(s)  of  the  current 
operators  for  purposes  of  reporting  required  under  the  permits.  The  Caretaker  will  operate  utilities  in 
conformance  with  applicable  permits  and  will  perform  regular  monitoring  and  reporting  required  by  these 
permits,  All  responses  (written  or  oral)  to  violations  or  operations  outside  the  permit  limits  will  be 
brought  to  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Navy,  however,  the  responsibility  to  operate  within  the  permit 
limits  rests  with  the  Caretaker.  The  Caretaker  will  comply  with  all  regulatory  requirements.  [The 
SFPUC  will  perform  the  services  described  in  this  section  in  accordance  with  Sec.  2(f)  of 
this  MOU.] 
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15.1  Storm  Water  Permit:  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC)  will  completely  oversee  all  monitoring  and  reporting 
requirements  of  the  Storm  Water  General  Discharge  Permit  (issued  by  RWQCB)  and  the  TI  Storm  Water 
Pollution  Prevention  Plan  (sampling,  laboratory  analysis,  and  annual  report  preparation),  For  the  entire 
duration  of  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  support  the  Navy  in  the 
enforcement  of  permit  requirements  and  the  abatement  of  non-compliance  violations  noted  during 
tenant/lessee  inspections.

16.0  Responding  to  Environmental  Hazards. 

16.  1 Definition:  Environmental  hazards,  for  the  purpose  of  this  discussion,  are  defined  as  spills  or 
releases  of  hazardous  substances  to  the  soil  which  pose  potential  hazards  to  Caretaker  personnel 
attempting  to  perform  utility  systems  maintenance  or  repair  or  which  may  pose  a threat  to  human  health  in 
general  or  to  the  environment.  This  definition  does  not  include  hazardous  materials  that  may  be  part  of 
utility  system  equipment  or  facilities  near  utility  system  equipment  such  as  lead  or  asbestos  insulation  or 
lead  based  paint. 

16.2  Awareness:  The  Navy  has  undertaken  an  extensive  program  under  its  Installation  Restoration 
Program  (1RP)  to  document  and  remedy  environmental  hazards  as  defined  above.  Environmental 
conditions  on  the  base  are  documented  by  the  BASEWIDE  ENVIRONMENTAL  BASELINE  SURVEY 
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(1995),  SITE  SPECIFIC  ENVIRONMENTAL  BASE  LINE  SURVEYS  (SSEBS),  and  by  the  BRAC  CLEAN- 
UP PLAN  (BCP).  Caretaker  [TIDA  & SFPUC]  personnel  engaged  in  utilities  operations  should  be 
aware  of  these  sources  which  show  locations  and  types  of  contamination  at  NAVSTA  TI/YBI  in  order  to 
avoid  unnecessary  contact  with  contaminated  soil.  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  coordinate  with  the  Navy 
to  obtain  the  most  current  maps  and  characterization  of  the  hazards. 

16.3  Procedures:  Safety  procedures  normally  observed  by  the  Caretaker  should  be  observed  at  all  times  in 
order  to  minimize  contact  with  contaminated  soil.  The  following  procedures  should  be  followed  by 
Caretaker  [TIDA  & SFPUC]  personnel  in  the  event  work  is  required  in  an  area  documented  to  contain 
contamination  or  if  undocumented  contamination  is  encountered  or  suspected. 

16.3.1  Planned  Excavations 

16.3.1.1  In  conformance  with  excavation  permit  request  procedures  provided  under  paragraph  12.0, 
above,  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  will  inform  the  Navy  of  the  location  and  planned  schedule  for  any 
excavation  (see  12.1.1). 

16.3.1.2  The  Navy  will  provide  disclosure  of  environmental  conditions  in  or  adjacent  to  the  excavation 
area.  Disclosure  will  be  communicated  to  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]  in  writing  in  accordance  with  excavation 
request/permit  procedures  (see  12.1.3). 

16.3.1.3  The  Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  perform  the  excavation  in  accordance  with  Caretaker  [SFPUC] 
health  and  safety  practices,  and  any  applicable  Federal,  State,  or  local  regulations.  The  Caretaker 
[SFPUC]  will  perform  the  excavation  using  any  required  protective  equipment. 

16.3.2  Unplanned  Evacuations 

16.3.2.1  When  soil  contamination  is  encountered  or  suspected  in  the  course  of  unplanned  excavations,  the 
Caretaker  [SFPUC]  will  cease  work  and  immediately  contact  its  Environmental  oversight  office 
[TIDA],  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  and  the  Navy  may  then  evaluate  conditions  and  determine  a course  of 
action. 

16.3.3  Disposal 

16.3.3.1  In  any  case  in  which  contaminated  excavation  spoils  [where  contamination  did  not  arise 
from  Navy  occupancy/activity  of  NAVSTA  TI/YBI]  are  produced  (either  through  an  approved  planned 
excavation  or  through  an  unplanned  excavation)  determination  of  proper  management  and  disposition  of 
the  spoils  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  Caretaker  [TIDA]. 

16.3.3.2  The  Caretaker  [TIDA]  shall  be  responsible  for  disposal  of  soil,  water,  and  other  contaminated 
materials  [where  contamination  did  not  arise  from  Navy  occupancy/activity  of  NAVSTA  TI/YBI] 
generated  as  a result  of  Caretakers  excavations.

UTILITIES  TROUBLE/EMERGENCY  CALL  REPORTING  PROCEDURES

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"),  which  is  currently  owned  by 
the  United  States  of  America,  acting  by  and  through  the  Department  of  the  Navy;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Base  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1333  of  the  Statutes  of  1968  (the  “Act”),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority  (“TIDA”)  as  a redevelopment  agency  under  California 
redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base  upon  approval  of  the  City’s  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the  Base  which  are  subject  to  Tidelands 
Trust,  vested  in  TIDA  the  authority  to  administer  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and 
fisheries  as  to  such  property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  12,  1997,  the  City  and  the  Navy  executed  the  Base  Caretaker 
Cooperative  Agreement  in  which  the  City  agreed  to  assume  certain  caretaker  responsibilities 
for  the  interim  management  and  operation  of  the  Base  during  the  disposition  process;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  TIDA  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  in  1997;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1998  TIDA  assumed  the  caretaker  responsibilities  outlined  in  the 
Cooperative  Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement  the  City,  and  later  TIDA,  agreed  to 
assume,  in  addition  to  other  responsibilities,  certain  responsibilities  for  operation  and 
maintenance  of  the  water,  waste  water,  storm  water,  electric  and  gas  utility  systems  on  the 
Base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  has  been  performing  utility  services  for  the  Base  on  behalf  of 
TIDA  without  benefit  of  a written  agreement  for  such  services;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  a competitive  bid  process,  the  TIDA  Board  selected  Treasure  Island 
Community  Development,  LLC  (“TICD”)  as  the  proposed  master  developer  of  the  Base;  and, 
WHEREAS,  In  June  2011  the  TIDA  Board  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved 
numerous  transactions  and  entitlement  documents  related  to  the  proposed  development  of 
the  Base,  including  a Disposition  and  Development  Agreement  with  TICD  (the  “DDA”)  and  an 
attached  Infrastructure  Plan  describing  certain  infrastructure  to  be  built  on  the  Base  by  TICD; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  transaction  documents,  the  development  is  anticipated  to 
include  (1)  up  to  8,000  new  residential  units,  at  least  25  percent  of  which  (2,000  units)  will  be 
made  affordable,  (2)  adaptive  reuse  of  approximately  311,000  square  feet  of  historic 
structures,  (3)  up  to  approximately  140,000  square  feet  of  new  retail  uses  and  100,000  square 
feet  of  commercial  office  space,  (4)  approximately  300  acres  of  parks  and  open  space,  (5) 
new  and/or  upgraded  public  facilities,  including  a joint  police/fire  station,  a school,  facilities  for 
the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  and  other  community  facilities,  (6)  a 400-500  room  hotel, 
and  (7)  landside  improvements  for  a new  400  slip  marina  (the  “Project");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  reviewed  and  consented  to  the  DDA  and  the  Infrastructure 
Plan,  and  was  a party  to  an  Interagency  Cooperation  Agreement  under  which  various  City 
agencies  agreed  to  work  with  TIDA  in  connection  with  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  21,  2011,  the  Planning  Commission  by  Motion  No.  18325,  and 
the  TIDA  Board  of  Directors  by  Resolution  No.  11-14,  as  co-lead  agencies,  certified  the 
completion  of  the  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  Project  (the  “EIR”).  In  consenting 
to  the  DDA,  the  SFPUC  (as  well  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  other  City  departments) 
made  certain  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (“CEQA”),  including  a 
mitigation  monitoring  and  reporting  program  and  a statement  of  overriding  considerations'; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  contemplated  and  the  EIR  considered  the  ongoing  use, 
maintenance  and  repair  of  the  utility  infrastructure  to  the  date  of  replacement  by  TICD.  Since 
the  EIR  was  finalized,  there  have  been  no  substantial  project  changes  and  no  substantial 
changes  in  project  circumstances  that  would  require  revisions  to  the  EIR  due  to  the 
involvement  of  new  significant  environmental  effects  or  an  increase  in  the  severity  of 
previously  identified  significant  impacts,  and  there  is  no  new  information  that  would  change 
the  conclusions  set  forth  in  the  EIR;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  24,  2012,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rescinded  designation  of 
TIDA  as  the  redevelopment  agency  for  Treasure  Island  under  California  Community 
Redevelopment  Law  in  Resolution  No.  11-12,  and  such  rescission  does  not  affect  TIDA’s 
status  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  for  Treasure  Island  or  the  Tidelands  Trust  trustee  for  the 
portions  of  Treasure  Island  subject  to  the  Tidelands  Trust,  or  any  of  the  other  powers  of  TIDA, 
including  the  power  to  implement  and  complete  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  TIDA  and  SFPUC  staff  have  negotiated  a Memorandum  of  Understanding, 
a copy  of  which  in  on  file  with  the  Board  Secretary  (the  “Memoranda  of  Agreement”),  to

Beck  discussed  Cooperative  Agreement  renewal  between  TIDA  and  the  US  Navy: 
Finalizing  for  submission  to  BOS  and  preparing  two  companion  measures  (1)  MOU 
between  SFPUC  and  TIDA  as  well  as  (2)  a financing  proposal  to  allow  TIDA  to  invest 
additional  money  to  improve  reliability  of  existing  utility  infrastructure.  Additional 
information  will  be  provided  at  the  next  TIDA  Board  meeting.  Also  working  with  the 
Navy  to  finalize  the  Economic  Development  Conveyance  (EDC)  document  which  is  the 
key  document  between  TIDA  and  the  Navy,  giving  the  City  half  of  the  land  title  on 
development  parcels  and  will  address  remaining  issues  relating  to  utilities.  Staff 
anticipates  bringing  this  in  front  of  the  Board  in  near  future. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Richardson,  Mr.  Beck  stated  the  EDC  Agreement 
will  move  forward  with  the  Utilities  Agreement  if  progress  is  made  on  the  language  or  it 
will  move  forward  on  its  own. 

Director  Dunlop  requested  to  meet  with  Mr.  Beck  to  receive  additional  technical 
information  relating  to  development.

Leasing  Activities:  Two  new  subleases  signed  resulting  in  $212,000  in  additional  annual 
revenue.  Film  and  special  events  discussed.  Dragon  Boat  in  its  9th  year  and  is  the  largest 
Dragon  Boat  competition  in  the  U.S.  Event  this  coming  weekend  is  Strut  Your  Mutt 
hosted  by  Best  Friends  Animal  Society. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  Director  Richardson  relating  to  crime  stats,  Ms.  Saez 
noted  that  she  could  make  a status  report  available  to  the  Board  relating  to  the  housing 
rules  and  how  they  are  applied  to  on-Island  offenders.

Enclosed  is  our  payment  of  Percentage  Rent  in  the  amount  of  $386,189  for  the  Aug  201 3 period,  calculated 
per  the  sublease  agreement.  This  figure  is  based  on  the  accompanying  attachments.  These  expenses 
' included  reserve  funding  as  outlined  in  the  sublease  requirements  and  accrued  funds  to  pay  Possessory 
Interest  charges  of  the  property.  In  addition,  the  amount  disbursed  has  been  reduced  by  $9,378,  recouping 
1 /36th  of  prior  year  audit  adjustments  outlined  in  the  2010  Audit  (with  an  additional  $13.32  deduction  in  final 
repayment  month). 

Calculation  of  Funds  Available  for  Distribution 

TIDA  receives  95%  revenues  remaining  after  adjusting  gross  revenues  by  operating  expenses,  current 
accretion  due  and  the  repayment  of  ledger  balances  based  on  sublease  specifications.  Funds  expended  for 
replacement  reserve  eligible  items  are  expensed  in  the  period  expenses  are  recognized.  To  the  degree  that 
these  costs  are  reimbursed  from  the  replacement  reserve  account,  percentage  rent  will  be  adjusted  in  the 
period  that  the  reserve  draw  is  approved. 

For  the  month  of  Aug  2013  , actual  Total  Revenues  were  about  1.62%  below  budgeted  Total  Revenues.  Total 
expenses  for  Aug  2013  were  approximate  13.78%  below  budgeted  for  the  month.  The  result  was  that  Funds 
Available  for  Aug  201 3 Distribution  were  $41 6,386  or  about  21 .30%  above  budgeted  amounts. 

Calculation  of  Percentage  Rent 

Based  on  operations,  a total  of  $416,386  in  adjusted  Gross  Revenues  after  costs  of  operations  are  available 
for  distribution  for  the  Aug  2013  period.  These  revenues  are  distributed  as  follows:

Per  the  Sublease,  Development,  Marketing  and  Property  Management  Agreement  between  the  Treasure 
Island  Development  Authority  and  the  John  Stewart  Company,  the  Base  Rent  for  the  Sublease  must  be 
adjusted  using  a “CPI  Adjustment”  (Section  15.2).  The  agreement  specifies  that  the  adjustment  will  use 
the  CPI  for  Urban  and  Wage  Earners  and  Clerical  Workers  published  most  immediately  preceding  the 
Adjustment  Date  and  compare  this  to  the  Index  published  most  immediately  preceding  the  prior  Lease 
Year.  % 

The  CPI  for  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose  area  is  attached  (from  the  United  State  Department  of 
Labor,  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics). 

Based  on  the  underlying  sublease  agreement  language,  the  underlying  $500,000  base  rent  is  inflated  by 
CPI  increase  between  2012  and  2013.  Base  rent  for  the  2012-13  periods  has  been  605,700.  The  Base 
Rent  for  2013-14  is  therefore  adjusted  as  follows: 

Year  over  year  adjustment  from  2012  to  2013  is  240.262/234.648  = 1.023925  (see  attached) 

The  new  Base  Rent  adjustment  for  the  upcoming  period  is: 

(605,700.00)  X (1.023925)  = 620,191.00  (or  51,682.59  monthly) 

The  adjusted  Base  Rent  payments  as  prescribed  under  the  sublease  will  thus  be  adjusted  to  $51 ,682.59 
monthly  for  the  April  2013  to  March  2014  period.

There  are  very  many,  very  bright  white  lights  in  the 
Bay  Bridge  tunnel  through  Yerba  Buena  Island.  It's 
not  a problem  during  the  day,  when  drivers’  eyes  are 
accustomed  to  brighter  light.  However,  at  night  the 
lights  are  excessively  bright  and  in  significant  contrast 
to  the  rest  of  the  lighting  on  the  Bay  Bridge. 

Our  eyes  get  accustomed  to  the  light  in  our 
environment,  and  at  night  our  pupils  dilate  to 
accommodate  the  darker  driving  conditions.  It  takes 
about  a half  hour  for  human  eyes  to  fully  adjust  to 
darker  conditions,  but  only  moments  for  a bright  light 
to  cause  our  pupils  to  contract,  and  many  minutes  for 
them  to  acclimate  again. 

Not  only  is  it  painfully,  blindingly  bright  when  entering 
the  tunnel,  it  is  then  a hazard  to  exit  the  tunnel  (at 
night)  into  a very  dimly  lit  bridge  with  diminished 
visual  acuity. 

I thought  the  bright,  white  lights  would  go  away  after 
construction  had  ceased,  but  it  seems  they  are  there 
to  stay  unless  someone/everyone  speaks  up. 

Please  consider  this  commentary  seriously.  As  they

Stewart  Company  (JSCo) 

Dear  Mr.  Gardner, 

As  you  are  aware,  TIDA  staff  and  the  John  Stewart  Company  were  engaged  in 
negotiations  towards  a Sixth  Amendment  to  the  Agreement  to  extend  the  term  and 
make  additional  material  revisions  to  the  Agreement.  These  mutually  agreed  upon 
revisions  included  the  requirement  that,  beginning  July  1, 2013,  JSCo  would  engage 
contractors  paying  no  less  than  a Prevailing  Wage  for  future  alterations  or 
improvements  performed  on  the  Premises  deemed  a "public  work  or  improvement". 

“Public  work  or  improvement"  is  defined  by  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Section 
6.1  (J)  to  mean: 

"...any  erection,  construction,  renovation,  alteration,  improvement, 
demolition,  excavation,  installation,  or  repair  of  any  public  building, 
structure,  infrastructure,  bridge,  road,  street,  park,  dam,  tunnel,  utility  or 
similar  public  facility...” 

As  part  of  the  Agreement,  JSCo  performs  routine  maintenance  tasks  at  residential  units, 
such  as  re-lighting  of  pilot  lights,  alignment  of  sliding  glass  doors  and  replacement  of 
residential  appliances  deemed  past  their  useful  life,  either  through  its  own  staff  or  by 
hiring  outside  parties.  The  Administrative  Code  does  not  contemplate  such 
maintenance  work  when  defining  Prevailing  Wage  requirements.  However,  when 
looking  to  the  State  for  guidance,  8 California  Code  of  Regulation  Section  1 6000 
defines  maintenance  as: 

“Maintenance.  Includes: 

(I)  Routine,  recurring  and  usual  work  for  the  preservation,  protection  and 
keeping  of  any  publicly  owned  or  publicly  operated  facility  (plant,  building, 
structure,  ground  facility,  utility  system  or  any  real  property)  for  its  intended

purposes  in  a safe  and  continually  usable  condition  for  which  it  has  been 
designed , improved,  constructed,  altered  or  repaired. 

(2)  Carpentry,  electrical,  plumbing,  glazing,  [touchup  painting,]  and  other  craft 
work  designed  to  preserve  the  publicly  owned  or  publicly  operated  facility  in  a 
safe,  efficient  and  continuously  usable  condition  for  which  it  was  intended, 
including  repairs,  cleaning  and  other  operations  on  machinery  and  other 
equipment  permanently  attached  to  the  building  or  realty  as  fixtures. 

Exception:  1 : Janitorial  or  custodial  services  of  a routine,  recurring  or  usual  nature 
is  excluded. 

Exception :2:  Protection  of  the  sort  provided  by  guards,  watchmen,  or  other 
security  forces  is  excluded. 

[3]  Landscape  maintenance.  See  Public  Contract  Code  Section  2 1002. 

Exception:  Landscape  maintenance  work  by  “sheltered  workshops"  is 
excluded ." 

This  basic  maintenance  work  performed  by  JSCo  that  does  not  involve  "erection, 
construction,  renovation,  alteration,  improvement,  demolition,  excavation,  installation, 
or  repair"  is  thus  not  considered  a “public  work”  under  our  City  laws.  However,  services 
required  of  JSCo  under  the  Agreement  that  fall  outside  the  scope  of  regular 
maintenance  work,  and  go  beyond  general  maintenance  for  the  preservation  and 
protection  of  the  existing  facilities,  are  considered  to  constitute  a public  work  or 
improvement.  Project  Office  staff  is  happy  to  assist  any  necessary  engagement  with 
the  City's  Office  of  Labor  Standards  Enforcement  to  discuss  any  work  situation,  in 
advance,  to  assist  you  in  determining  whether  the  prevailing  wage  requirements  apply 
to  that  situation. 

As  the  Agreement  is  currently  in  a month-to-month  holdover,  we  have  mutually  agreed 
to  amend  the  Agreement  to  require  the  payment  of  prevailing  wages  for  public  works 
and  improvements  as  contemplated  in  this  letter. 

Thank  you  for  your  continued  attention  to  this  matter.  Please  do  not  hesitate  to  contact 
me  should  you  have  any  questions  or  concerns  on  this  matter  you  wish  to  discuss.

• Look  for  a break  at  the  Toll  Plaza  median. 

• At  the  break  near  the  metering  light  bar  you  will  see  an  area  that  you  may  use  as  a turn-around.  At  this 
location  you  may  turn  around  without  having  to  travel  through  the  Toll  Plaza.  No  toll  fees  are  collected 
at  this  location. 

• Follow  the  directions  on  message  sign  boards  for  Westbound  (WB)  detour. 

• Continue  Westbound  back  onto  the  bridge  using  caution  as  you  merge  back  into  the  Westbound  traffic 
from  the  shoulder. 

• Please  see  attached  map  marked  Eastbound  detour  as  a reference. 

• Detour  will  be  removed  as  soon  as  the  work  is  completed.

Parolee  Auto  Boost 

Officers  were  assisted  in  catching  a parolee  violating  his  parole,  by  a neighbor  in  the  area  of  4th 
and  Brannan  Sts.  The  neighbor  called  911  when  he  saw  a man  breaking  into  a vehicle  on 
Brannan  Sts.

The  suspect,  who  was  on  parole,  was  later 
booked  at  County  Jail  for  violating  his  parole,  burglary  of  a vehicle  and  possession  of  burglary 
tools.

Investigation  of the  Week 

Last  week  a wanted  bulletin  was  published  in  regards  to  a 
case.  This  person  had  served  a prior  prison  sentence  for  arson  and  possession  of  explosive 
devices.  The  subjects  last  known  address  was  in  the  SOMA  district.  Officers  canvassed  the  area 
of  his  address  and  spoke  to  residents  and  businesses  in  the  area  to  call  if  they  see  the  subject  in 
the  neighborhood.  The  officers  were  not  successful  in  the  first  few  days  of  the  search  and  then 
they  received  the  break  they  were  looking  for.  The  officers  received  a call  from  a concerned 
citizen  that  advised  them  of  the  subject’s  whereabouts.  Officers  responded  to  the  area  and 
located  the  wanted  subject  and  he  was  taken  into  custody. 


Significant  Arrests 


Lid  Sobriety  Refusal 

Officers  responded  to  reports  of  a drunk  driver  on  the  700  block  of  Mission  St.  Officers  found  a vehicle  parked 
in  the  middle  of  the  street,  blocking  traffic.  The  driver  was  out  of  the  vehicle,  vomiting  on  the  sidewalk  and  the 
passenger  was  still  sitting  inside  the  car.  Officers  began  the  initial  investigations  of  a DUI.  The  driver  explained 
to  Officers  that  he  was  at  night  club  prior  to  the  incident.  The  driver  admitted  to  having  a few  alcoholic 
beverages  but  refused  to  submit  to  a field  sobriety  test  and  requested  a blood  draw  test  to  determine  his  level  of 
intoxication.  A half  full  bottle  of  vodka  was  located  on  the  floor  in  the  vehicle.  After  a blood  draw  was 
administered  the  driver  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  driving  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  and  unlawful 
transportation  of  alcohol.  Occurred;  09/08/13  at  2:55am. 


Ongoing  Public  Nuisance 

Southern  Homeless  Outreach  Officers  arrested  a 56  year  old  female  for  committing  a public  nuisance  on  the 
sidewalk  of  13th  and  Folsom  Sts.  The  same  Officers  have  been  working  closely  with  the  female  for  the  last  six 
months,  attempting  to  provide  her  with  housing  and  social  services  in  which  the  city  offers  to  its  homeless 
population.  The  female  has  been  living  on  the  sidewalk  behind  Sports  Authority  for  the  last  six  months  and  has 
refused  to  accept  a room  provided  to  her  by  the  Officers  and  the  Homeless  Outreach  Team.  Officers  determined 
that  the  female  is  one  of  the  primary  persons  responsible  for  the  large  amount  of  trash  that  is  collect  in  that  area. 
On  this  particular  date  Officer’s  assessed  the  area  and  arrested  the  female  for  committing  a public  nuisance  and 
for  several  outstanding  warrants.  The  female  was  booked  into  County  Jail  and  Department  of  Public  Works 
responded  to  the  area  for  clean  up.  Occurred;  09/09/13  at  7am.

One  Firefighter  even  saw  the 
female  with  her  hand  on  the  alarm  bar  as  they  drove  away.  On  the  third  response  the  SFFD  Lieutenant  flagged 
down  a police  officer,  who  questioned  the  female.  The  female  explained  that  she  did  not  have  any  sort  of  an 
emergency  that  would  entail  her  pulling  the  fire  alarm  box.  Officers  placed  the  female  under  arrest  for  abusing 
the  emergency  system.  Due  to  the  amount  of  times  the  female  pulled  the  alarm,  she  was  booked  at  County  Jail. 
Occurred;  09/13/13  at  10:20pm. 


“Molly”  The  New  Ecstasy 

A 19yr.old  club  patron,  was  enjoying  his  Wednesday  night  at  a club  on  Harrison  St  when  he  became  enraged 
with  his  girlfriend.  The  verbal  argument  alerted  security  and  the  clubber  was  escorted  off  the  premise.  This 
angered  him  even  more  and  security  resorted  to  calling  the  police  for  assistance.  Officers  arrived  on  scene  and 
quickly  assessed  the  behavior  of  the  male  clubber,  who  refused  to  leave  the  area  and  exhibited  signs  of 
intoxication.  Officers  placed  him  under  arrest  for  public  intoxication  and  before  transporting  him  to  County  Jail, 
they  located  8 capsules  containing  a crystalline  substance.  These  capsules  are  a form  of  methamphetamine,  now 
called  “Molly”  and  it  has  hit  the  club  scene.  The  male  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  the  possession  of 
Methamphetamine  and  public  intoxication.  Occurred;  09/11/13  at  10:20pm. 


DUI  Porsche. 

While  breaking  up  a large  fight  at  3rd  and  Harrison  Sts,  dispatch  told  units  on  scene  that  a possible  stolen 
vehicle  was  headed  in  their  direction.  Officer  soon  after  observed  a Porsche  driving  with  its  head  lights  out.  The 
Porsche  cut  off  another  driver  and  came  to  a stop  at  a red  light.

vehicle  tampering,  lost  property,  theft,  and  vandalism/graffiti  reports.

SEPD  ALERT  Program 


San  Francisco  Police  Department 
Auxiliary  Law  Enforcement  Response  Team  (ALERT) 

The  San  Francisco  Police  Department  has  developed  a volunteer  citizen  disaster  preparedness  program.  The 
Auxiliary  Law  Enforcement  Response  Team  (ALERT)  will  recruit,  train,  credential,  and  uniform  volunteers  to 
assist  law  enforcement  in  the  event  of  a natural  or  manmade  disaster.  Volunteers  must  be  at  least  16  years  of 
age  and  live,  work,  or  attend  high  school  in  San  Francisco. 

The  ALERT  program  is  modeled  after  and  works  in  partnership  with  the  San  Francisco 
Fire  Department's  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response  Team  (NERT).  The  ALERT  program  will  train 
members  of  the  public  to  assist  law  enforcement  in  essential  tasks  after  a major  disaster.  Such  tasks  may 
include:  traffic  control,  foot  patrol  of  business  and  residential  areas,  reporting  criminal  activity,  working  in 
partnership  with  NERT  volunteers  to  provide  well-being  checks,  assisting  with  medical  aid,  at  district  police 
stations,  or  with  Animal  Care  and  Control  in  the  handling  of  pets,  securing  resource  locations,  and  delivering 
logistical  supplies.  In  addition,  ALERT  members  will  direct  individuals  to  mass  casualty  and  shelter  locations, 
assist  at  reunification  centers,  provide  support  at  schools  for  reunification,  and  participate  in  Operation  Return. 

Volunteers  will  receive  training  from  both  the  San  Francisco  Fire  Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Police 
Department.  ALERT  volunteers  will  first  complete  the  Fire  Department’s  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response 
Team  (NERT)  training  ('wASTv.sfgov.org/sfherf).  and  then  graduate  into  an  eight  hour  Police  Department  course 
specifically  designed  for  ALERT  team  members.  The  ALERT  program  will  have  Basic,  Senior,  and 
Supenisory  level  positions.  Based  upon  the  volunteer’s  level  of  additional  training,  he/she  may  wish  to  obtain 
Senior  or  Supervisory  level  status. 

All  ALERT  volunteers  will  be  subject  to  a basic  background  check  given  to  all  Police  Department  volunteers. 
After  the  completion  of  training  and  having  met  any  and  all  requirements,  the  ALERT  volunteer  will  be  given 
identifying  credentials  reflecting  their  level  of  training  and  role  within  the  ALERT  program.  For  a

SFFD  NERT  Program 

The  San  Francisco  Neighborhood  Emergency  Response  Team  (NERT)  is  free  training  from  the  San 
Francisco  Fire  Department  in  how  to  help  yourself  and  your  neighbors  prepare  for  and  respond  to  a 
disaster  by  working  together.  The  20-hour  training  includes  personal  preparedness,  light  search  and 
rescue,  disaster  medicine,  shutting  off  your  utilities,  and  how  to  participate  as  a member  of  a 
neighborhood  response  team.  NERT  also  offers  continuing  training  for  graduates,  and  activities  that 
support  building  robust  neighborhood  teams.

Lastly,  I wanted  to  speak  about  a new  monthly  program  we  are  going  to  implement  here  at 
Southern  Station  in  October.  It  is  going  to  be  “ Coffee  with  the  Mid  Market  Foot  Beats.  ” This 
will  give  everyone  in  the  Mid  Market  area  an  opportunity  to  meet  the  two  Sergeants  and  twenty 
officers  assigned  to  the  foot  beats.  I know  many  of  you  have  met  some  of  these  officers  already 
but  we  just  had  a seniority  sign  up  and  we  have  some  new  officers  that  are  on  the  beat  now.  The 
i wgoal  of  this  program  is  to  give  you  an  opportunity  to  meet  the  officers  and  bring  all  of  the 
I Stakeholders  in  the  Mid  Market  area  together  to  work  with  the  foot  beat  officers,  to  build  and 
maintain  a good  working  relationship.

1 The  most  frequent  illegal  driving  behavior  resulting  in  injury  accidents  in  Southern  Police  District  is 
I CVC  22350,  violations  of  the  basic  speed  law.  The  second  most  common  illegal  behavior 
! contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21453(a)  running  a steady  red  light.  Finally,  the  third  illegal 
behavior  contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21950(a),  Pedestrian  Right  of  Way  violations.  These 
j violations  occur  in  a variety  of  locations  and  in  some  locations  a mix  of  two  or  more  violations  have 
1 resulted  in  injury  accidents. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  directed  officers  to  “Focus  on  the  Five”  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
the  district  when  they  are  not  on  an  assigned  call  for  service.  We  will  be  engaging  in  increased  traffic 
enforcement  in  the  below  listed  area’s  that  have  been  identified  as  dangerous  intersections. 


Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard:  Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard  is  the  highest  intersection 
for  injury  related  crashes.  Vehicles  traveling  eastbound  are  turning  right  onto  Octavia  Boulevard  and 
causing  collisions  with  eastbound  bicyclists  in  violation  of  22101(d)  CVC  resulting  in  serious  injury 
accidents. 

7th  Street  between  Harrison  Street  and  Folsom  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  is 
located  on  7th  Street  between  Harrison  and  Folsom  Street.  School  has  returned  to  session  and  based 
upon  recent  incidents,  as  well  as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related 
fraffic  collisions,  especially  involving  children.  Eastbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and 
1 driver’s  failing  to  yield  to  pedestrians  when  making  the  right  turn  onto  Folsom  Street  from  northbound 
7th  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC. 

Harrison  Street  at  4th  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Middle  School  is  located  on  Harrison  Street 
between  4th  and  5th  Streets. School  has  returned  to  session  and  based  upon  recent  incidents,  as  well 
as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related  traffic  collisions,  especially 
involving  children.  Westbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and  driver’s  failing  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  crossing  east  on  Harrison  Street  and  south  on  4th  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  will 
be  aggressively  enforced  in  this  corridor. 

10th  Street  between  Mission  Street  and  Brannan  Street:  10th  Street  between  Mission  and  Brannan 
is  the  second  highest  “key  red  light  running  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21453(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 

Mission  Street  between  5th  and  10th  Streets:  Mission  Street  between  10th  and  5th  Streets  is  one  of 
the  highest  “key  pedestrian  right  of  way  injury  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 
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Significant  Arrests 
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Grab  (N  Go 

A city  resident  got  oft' her  bike  on  Market  St  between  6th  and  7th  Sts,  to  text  message  a friend.  While  text 
messaging,  a suspect  grabbed  the  iPhone  out  of  the  victims  hand  and  quickly  took  flight  on  foot.  Before  the 
suspect  fled,  he  grabbed  the  victim’s  wallet  out  of  the  front  basket  of  her  bicycle.  The  victim  screamed  for  help 
and  witnesses  began  chasing  the  suspect,  towards  Un  Plaza.  A Southern  Police  officer  driving  on  Market  St, 
spotted  the  suspect,  holding  the  wallet.  The  suspect  was  detained  and  placed  under  arrest.  The  victim’s  stolen 
items  were  returned  to  her.  Occurred;  09/14/13  at  1:30pm. 

Resistive  Muni  Passenger 

A Muni  driver,  finishing  his  route  called  91 1 after  several  failed  attempts  in  waking  up  an  intoxicated 
passenger.  Officers  arrived  and  tried  several  different  times  to  wake  the  passenger  and  escort  him  off  the  bus. 
The  passenger,  smelling  strongly  of  alcohol  woke  up  but  refused  to  exit  the  bus.  Officer  had  to  resort  to  a more 
hands  on  approach.  The  passenger  resisted  the  officer’s  attempts  to  place  him  into  hand  cuffs.  The  passenger  bit 
down  into  one  of  the  officer’s  arms,  leaving  bite  marks,  break  the  officer’s  skin  and  causing  great  pain  to  the 
officer.  Officers  deployed  pepper  spray  into  the  resisting  passenger’s  face.  Back  up  units  arrived  and  assisted  in 
gaining  control  of  the  intoxicated  passenger.  The  passenger  was  placed  into  hand  cuffs.  The  passenger  was 
medically  treated  and  cleared  at  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  and  later  booked  at  County  Jail  for  battery  on  a 
police  officer,  resisting  arrest  and  public  intoxication.  The  officer  also  received  medical  treatment  for  the  bite 
wound.  Occurred;  09/15/13  at  4:50am. 


Auto  Boosting  Biker 

In  the  early  morning  hours,  a witness  heard  the  sound  of  glass  shattering  from  the  street.  The  witness  peered 
over  the  balcony  of  his  third  story  apartment  and  saw  a suspect  rummaging  through  the  glove  box  of  a vehicle. 
There  were  shards  of  glass  on  the  sidewalk,  near  the  front  passenger  door.  The  suspect  removed  a larger  item 
from  the  vehicle  and  made  a quick  getaway  on  a black  mountain  bike.

The  suspect 
was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  vehicle  burglary  and  the  possession  of  burglary  tools.  Occurred;  09/15/13  at 
5:24am. 


Muni  Robbery 

A Muni  passenger  received  a phone  call  while  riding  the  bus  at  6th  and  Market  Sts.  As  the  passenger  answered 
the  phone  call,  a suspect  ripped  the  phone  out  of  her  hand  causing  such  a great  force  that  her  head  almost  hit  the 
seat.  The  suspect  jumped  off  the  bus  and  began  running.  The  passenger  chased  after  the  suspect  while 
screaming  for  help.

The  passenger  demanded  for  her  phone  back  and  the  suspect  pushed  the  victim  away.  Officers  seeing  that  a 
crime  had  just  occurred  took  chase  on  foot  after  the  suspect.

Arrest  of the  Week 


Muni  Victim 

A female  victim  was  ridding  Muni,  waiting  to  get  off  the  bus  when  a subject  slapped  her  iphone  out  of  her  hand 

Kiusing  it  to  fall  onto  the  ground.  The  victim  then  struggled  with  the  subject  to  regain  control  of  the  cell  phone. 

hich  caused  the  cell  phone  to  fall  off  the  bus  and  onto  the  street.  The  iphone  was  incased  in  a wallet  phone 
case,  containing  the  victim’s  driver  license  and  debit  card.  The  suspect  snatched  the  iphone  from  die  ground  and 
on  foot  down  7th  St.  Officers  in  the  area  were  flagged  down  by  concerned  witnesses.  The  Officers  caught  up  to 
the  suspect  and  began  running  after  him.  The  suspected  ducked  into  a comer  of  a garage,  attempting  to  hide 
from  the  officers.  After  a brief  struggle.  Officers  placed  the  suspect  under  arrest  The  victim  and  witnesses  all 
identified  the  suspect  as  the  male  that  robbed  the  victim.  The  victim’s  iphone  and  wallet  were  returned  to  her. 
The  suspect  was  booked  at  County  Jail.  Occurred;  09/25/13  at  6:20pm. 


Traffic  Safetv/Enforcement 


The  most  frequent  illegal  driving  behavior  resulting  in  injury  accidents  in  Southern  Police  District  is 
CVC  22350,  violations  of  the  basic  speed  law.  The  second  most  common  illegal  behavior 
contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21453(a)  running  a steady  red  light.  Finally,  the  third  illegal 
behavior  contributing  to  injury  accidents  is  CVC  21950(a),  Pedestrian  Right  of  Way  violations.  These 
violations  occur  in  a variety  of  locations  and  in  some  locations  a mix  of  two  or  more  violations  have 
^resulted  in  injury  accidents. 

throughout  the  year  we  have  directed  officers  to  “Focus  on  the  Five”  most  dangerous  intersections  in 
the  district  when  they  are  not  on  an  assigned  call  for  service.  We  will  be  engaging  in  increased  traffic 
enforcement  in  the  below  listed  area’s  that  have  been  identified  as  dangerous  intersections. 


Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard:  Market  Street  at  Octavia  Boulevard  is  the  highest  intersection 
for  injury  related  crashes.  Vehicles  traveling  eastbound  are  turning  right  onto  Octavia  Boulevard  and 
causing  collisions  with  eastbound  bicyclists  in  violation  of  22101(d)  CVC  resulting  in  serious  injury 
accidents. 

7th  Street  between  Harrison  Street  and  Folsom  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Elementary  School  is 
located  on  7th  Street  between  Harrison  and  Folsom  Street.  School  has  returned  to  session  and  based 
upon  recent  incidents,  as  well  as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related 
traffic  collisions,  especially  involving  children.  Eastbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and 
driver’s  failing  to  yield  to  pedestrians  when  making  the  right  turn  onto  Folsom  Street  from  northbound 
7th  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC. 

Harrison  Street  at  4th  Street:  Bessie  Carmichael  Middle  School  is  located  on  Harrison  Street 
between  4th  and  5th  Streets. School  has  returned  to  session  and  based  upon  recent  incidents,  as  well 
as  citizen  complaints;  this  area  has  high  potential  for  pedestrian  related  traffic  collisions,  especially 
involving  children.  Westbound  red  light  violations  of  21453(a)  CVC  and  driver’s  failing  to  yield  to 
pedestrians  crossing  east  on  Harrison  Street  and  south  on  4th  Street  in  violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  will 
be  aggressively  enforced  in  this  corridor. 

10th  Street  between  Mission  Street  and  Brannan  Street:  10th  Street  between  Mission  and  Brannan 
is  the  second  highest  "key  red  light  running  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21453(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 

Mission  Street  between  5th  and  10th  Streets:  Mission  Street  between  10th  and  5th  Streets  is  one  of 
the  highest  “key  pedestrian  right  of  way  injury  corridors”  with  a violation  of  21950(a)  CVC  resulting  in 
serious  injury  accidents. 


SignijUant  Arrests 

Narcotics  Sales  on  Market  Street 

The  intersection  of  Market  & Jones  Sts  and  the  900  block  of  Market  St  are  areas  known  for  a high  volume  of 
sales  and  the  usage  of  narcotics.  In  the  afternoon  of  09/08/13  the  Southern  Mid  Market  street  foot  beat  team 
began  a surveillance  of  the  area.  Officers  posted  in  an  undisclosed  location  where  they  had  an  unobstructed 
view  of  the  intersection.  Officers  observed  a suspect  loitering  in  the  area,  reach  into  his  jacket  pocket  and  take 
out  a pill  bottle,  often  used  to  carry  narcotics.  The  suspect  took  out  a small  object  from  the  pill  bottle  and  he 
began  beckoning  people  walking  passed  him.  Another  subject  approached  the  suspect  and  the  officers  observed 
a hand  to  hand  narcotics  sale.  Officers  alerted  the  surrounding  units  and  the  two  suspects  were  placed  under 
arrest.  Two  pill  bottles  containing  marijuana  and  small  amounts  of  cash  were  located  on  the  suspect  and  a small 
amount  of  marijuana  was  located  inside  the  second  suspect’s  hand  when  officers  placed  him  under  arrest. 

Occurred;  09/08/13  at  2:20pm. 

Walgreens  shoplifter  I 

Walgreens  security  employees  attempted  to  stop  a shoplifter  outside  of  the  Walgreens  store  located  at  Market  St 
and  Van  Ness  Ave.  The  shoplifter  selected  a can  of  whip  cream  and  a bag  of  Kit  Kat  and  Snickers  candy  bars. 

The  shoplifter  began  eating  the  items  inside  the  store  before  exiting  without  paying  for  the  items.  The  shoplifter 


pointed  a screw  driver  at  security  while  they  attempted  to  detain  him.  Security  quickly  backed  away  from  the 
shoplifter,  fearful  for  their  safety.  The  shoplifter  ran  back  into  Walgreens,  dropping  the  screw  driver  and  the 
^ndy  on  the  ground.  Security  flagged  down  police  officers  who  were  in  the  area.  The  shoplifter  made  it  very 
'ear  that  he  did  not  want  to  talk  to  the  police  by  physically  resisting  the  officer.  With  the  help  from  back  up 
units,  the  shoplifter  was  placed  under  arrest  for  shoplifting.  It  was  later  discovered  that  the  shoplifter  is  a 
transient  sex  offender  who  is  required  to  register  once  a month.  The  shoplifting  sex  offender  has  not  registered 
since  April  of  2012.  He  was  later  booked  at  County  Jail  for  shoplifting  and  failure  to  register  as  a sex  offender. 
Occurred;  09/20/13  at  12:10pm. 

Victim  or  Burglar? 

Witnesses  called  911  regarding  a victim  crying  for  help.  When  officer  responded  they  found  a male  lying  in  the 
middle  of  the  roadway  bleeding  from  his  feet.  The  male  was  in  extreme  pain  and  mumbled  that  he  had  been  hit 
by  a tan  colored  car.  Officers  began  to  canvas  the  area  in  search  for  evidence  or  witnesses.  A large  pool  of 
blood  and  a pair  of  shoes  were  discovered  in  a door  way  a feet  away  from  where  the  male  was  lying.  The  blood 
trail  led  to  a stairway  of  a business  on  Kansas  St.  And  above  the  stairway  were  two  broken  out  windows.  Below 
the  windows  was  a tom  black  awning  and  underneath  the  awning  was  a damaged  iron  gate.  The  male’s  injuries 
gave  reason  to  believe  that  the  injuries  were  sustained  while  burglarizing  the  building.  The  male  quickly  turned 
into  the  lead  suspect  of  a burglary  and  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  attempted  burglary.  Occurred;  09/21/13 
at  1:00am. 

Loaded  Pistol 

Violence  Reduction  Team  officers  witnessed  a possible  drug  transaction  near  Taylor  St  and  Golden  Gate  St. 
Officer’s  attention  was  alerted  when  they  recognized  a known  drug  deal.  The  drug  dealer  and  a female  subject 
;ot  into  a vehicle  together.  The  drug  dealer  placed  a medium  sized  white  bundle  into  the  female’s  purse.  The 
male  then  exited  the  vehicle.  Believing  that  a drug  deal  had  just  occurred,  Market  St  foot  beat  officers  stopped 
the  female  subject.

Undercover  officers  arrested  a female  on  the  lOOOblock  of  Market  St  for  selling  marijuana  to  an  undercover 
decoy  officer.  The  officers  began  their  sting  in  the  afternoon  and  several  units  set  up  around  the  intersection  of 
Jones  and  Market  Sts.  The  decoy  set  out  on  foot  and  asked  the  female,  loitering  in  the  area,  where  he  could  find 
“weed.”  The  female  took  some  marijuana  out  of  her  pocket  and  exchanged  it  for  money  that  the  decoy  officer 
provided  her  with.  The  other  officer  quickly  moved  in,  placing  her  under  arrest.  A larger  amount  of  marijuana 
was  found  in  her  possession  and  she  was  booked  at  County  Jail  for  the  sales  of  marijuana.  Occurred;  09/23/13 
at  2:20pm. 

Auto  Booster  Seeking  Shelter 

A victim  received  a phone  call  from  officers  on  a Monday  evening  concerning  his  vehicle  which  he  left  parked 
and  locked  on  Valencia  St  near  McCoppin  St.  A female  subject  was  found  sitting  inside  the  driver’s  seat  of  the 
car,  looking  inside  of  the  glove  compartment.  Officers  detained  the  female  and  found  mail  belonging  to  the 
victim  inside  of  the  female  subject’s  person  bags.

Significant  Incidents 


Car  Jacking 

While  parking  his  vehicle  on  5th  St,  a victim  was  approached  by  three  suspects.  One  of  the  suspects  opened  the 
driver’s  door  and  pulled  the  victim  out  of  the  vehicle.  The  three  suspects  then  punched  the  victim  in  the  face 
several  times  in  the  face  then  kicked  him  in  the  stomach  and  groin  area.  The  three  suspects  drove  away  in  the 
victim’s  vehicle.

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Vision  for  museum  to  again  be  Treasure  of  Island 


The  Treasure  Island  Museum  is  currently 
made  up  a series  of  historical  posters  and  a 
tiny  gallery  in  Building  One,  one  of  just  three 
structures  still  standing  from  the  1939-40 
Golden  Gate  International  Exposition  for 
which  the  island  was  built. 

But  a small  group  of  history  buffs  has  big 
plans  to  reopen  the  long-shuttered  museum  as 
an  interactive,  technologically  advanced  set  of 
galleries  that  explore  the  island's  past  and  its  role  in  the  future  - from  its  days  as  the  site  of 
the  World's  Fair,  to  its  time  as  home  of  the  first  trans-Pacific  passenger  flights,  to  its 
decades  as  a Navy  base  and  its  eventual  development  as  a sustainable  community. 

On  Saturday,  members  of  the  Treasure  Island  Museum  Association  laid  out  their  vision 
and  the  museum's  history,  part  of  an  ongoing  lecture  series  hosted  by  the  group.  The  hope, 
said  association  president  Walt  Bilofsky,  is  to  spark  an  interest  in  the  island's  rich  history 
and  get  people  involved  in  the  museum's  future. 

A new  museum  is  part  of  the  city  of  San  Francisco's  plans  to  redevelop  the  island  as  "a 
cutting  edge  sustainable  city,"  he  said  - but  the  association  will  have  to  raise  the  funding  to 
build  it,  and  to  re-establish  a collection. 

"Our  long-term  vision  is  to  bring  a museum  back  to  Treasure  Island,"  he  said.  "In  1939, 
when  the  World's  Fair  opened,  Treasure  Island  was  known  as  the  Magic  City  because  of 
the  state-of-the-art  electricity  provided  by  (General  Electric). 

"With  its  redevelopment ...  we  see  it  as  Magic  City  2.0." 

The  current  vision,  Bilofsky  said,  is  that  the  museum  will  be  made  up  of  three 
separate  galleries. 
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The  first  will  focus  on  bringing  the  island’s  history  to  life  witkandrtual  reality  tour  of  the 
World's  Fair,  including  videos  of  interviews  with  people  who  attended  that  exposition.  The 
second  will  explore  the  redeveloped  island,  looking  at  technologies  used  to  make  it  a 
sustainable  community.  The  third  will  look  at  future  environmental  challenges. 

Bilofsky  hopes  the  new  museum's  unique  placement  on  the  island  will  help  it  compete 
with  the  Bay  Area's  many  other  cultural  institutions  to  attract  visitors  from  all  over  the 
region  and  world. 

"We  are  a museum  of  place. ...  People  will  be  here  and  able  to  look  out  at  the  sustainable 
development  that  has  happened,  and  be  able  to  be  where  history  took  place,"  he  said. 
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But  there's  a lot  of  work  to  be  done  first.  The  association  must  undertake  a significant 
capital  campaign  to  raise  millions  of  dollars  for  construction.  And  it  needs  to  get  its 
historic  collections  bade. 


When  the  Navy  left  the  island  in  1997,  it  shuttered  the  museum  and  took  possession  of 
most  of  the  collection  that  had  been  accumulated  over  the  museum's  20-year  history,  said 
association  Vice  President  Anne  Schnoebelen.  Eventually,  the  city  was  able  get  back  most 
of  the  items  related  to  the  exposition,  the  construction  of  the  region's  bridges  and  the 
island's  creation  - but  the  Navy  kept  everything  military-related,  she  said.  It's  not  likely  the 
Navy  will  turn  over  that  material. 


The  hope  is  that  the  city  will  give  the  museum  back  most  of  what  it  has,  and  the 
association  will  add  its  own  collection  of  ephemera  and  other  items  that  members  have 
accrued  over  the  years,  she  said. 

It's  not  just  members  that  are  helping,  though. 

Jason  Vanderhill  of  Vancouver,  for  instance,  attended  Saturday's  lecture  in  part  to  give  the 
association  a series  of  historic  newspapers  that  he  has  collected.  He  became  interested  in 
the  island  after  running  across  photos  of  a mural  from  the  International  Exposition  at  a 
British  Columbia  museum,  and  now  he  regularly  corresponds  with  Schnoebelen  and 
others,  alerting  them  when  he  finds  Treasure  Island-related  items  online.

"I  think  a new  museum  would  be  great-  this  is  the  most  obvious  landmark  in  the  city 
besides  the  bridges,"  he  said.  "It's  a golden  destination,  right  in  the  middle  of  the  bay  - it's 
an  obvious  place  for  visitors  to  come. 

'There  is  something  so  captivating  about  being  on  an  island.  You  are  transported  to  a 
different  time  and  place." 

The  next  lecture  in  the  series  will  take  place  Oct.  5,  and  will  focus  on  muralist  Diego  Rivera 
and  painter  Frida  Kahlo's  impact  on  the  Bay  Area.

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America's  Cup  a bonanza  for  4th-graders

Yes,  Lt.  Gov.  Gavin  Newsom,  the  former  San  Francisco  mayor  who  was  instrumental  in  bringing  the  America's  Cup  regatta  here,  insists 
that  the  economic  activity  the  event  generated  will  top  the  estimated  $480  million  for  New  Orleans  from  the  last  Super  Bowl. 

We  won't  know  the  true  economic  impact  from  hosting  the  America's  Cup  for  the  first  time  for  weeks.  But  beyond  obvious  beneficiaries  like 
waterfront  restaurants  and  pedicab  drivers,  there’s  another  winner:  fourth-graders. 

The  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center,  a nonprofit  that  provides  sailing  and  related  lessons  to  youth  from  different  financial  backgrounds,  has 
so  far  received  $200,000  in  grants  and  other  awards  because  of  the  Cup,  with  at  least  another  $75,000  expected. 

The  money  is  being  used  to  start  an  "experiential  learning"  program  offered  free  to  fourth-graders  in  San  Francisco  public  schools,  where 
they  learn  about  bay  ecology,  maritime  histoiy  or  renewable  wind  energy.  Oh,  and  they  also  learn  how  to  sail. 

"This  is  huge  for  our  program,"  said  Jana  Steel,  the  sailing  center's  executive  director.  "We  can  only  go  up  from  here." 

The  money  has  allowed  the  Treasure  Island  nonprofit  to  buy  and  furnish  a double-wide  trailer  to  serve  as  a classroom  for  its  Set  Sail  Learn 
program.  The  donations  will  also  fund  an  instructor  and  new  boats.  The  15  classes  the  center  is  offering  this  fall  for  fourth-graders  filled  up 
within  five  days.  Steel  said.  Another  60  classes  are  planned  for  this  spring.  Each  can  accommodate  32  to  35  kids,  which  means  at  least 
2,400  public  school  fourth-graders  will  get  to  experience  the  bay  on  a sailboat. 

"Our  kids  are  benefiting  greatly  from  the  America's  Cup  being  in  San  Francisco,"  Steel  said. 

Almost  all  of  the  funding  for  the  Set  Sail  Learn  program  is  coming  from  the  America's  Cup  Organizing  Committee,  the  group  of  local  civic 
leaders  whose  primary  mission  is  to  raise  money  to  offset  city  costs  for  hosting  nearly  three  months  of  racing. 

Good  selling  poiratt 

Extending  the  benefits  of  the  regatta  to  underprivileged  youth  - part  of  Larry  Ellison's  racing  syndicate's  original  hosting  pitch  - was  a 
priority  of  Mayor  Ed  Lee  as  he  considered  the  long-term  benefits  of  the  event,  said  Kyri  McClellan,  CEO  of  the  organizing  committee. 

It  also  was  a good  selling  point  as  the  committee  tried  to  drum  up  donations  to  cover  what  at  one  point  were  expected  to  be  $22  million  in 
city  hosting  costs. 

The  organizing  committee  has  so  far  given  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  $175,000  out  of  a planned  $250,000.  The  funding  includes 
$50,000  from  the  $250,000  fine  that  the  International  Sailing  Federation  jury  recently  levied  against  Oracle  Team  USA  in  a cheating 
scandal  involving  preseason  races  months  earlier.  Lee  had  the  authority  to  designate  the  beneficiary  of  half  of  the  fine.  The  remaining 
$75,000  went  to  Mission  Neighborhood  Centers. 

Separately,  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center  got  an  additional  $25,000  from  an  earlier  fine  levied  against  Italian  team  Luna  Rossa, 

Steel  said. 

The  original  host  city  agreement  called  for  the  America's  Cup  Event  Authority,  the  business  arm  of  software  billionaire  Ellison's  Oracle 
Team  USA  racing  syndicate,  to,  among  other  things,  "conduct  youth  sailing  courses,  and  provide  event  passes  to  San  Francisco's  children, 
youth  and  families  at  no  cost." 

The  authority  has  provided  outreach  and  free  passes  to  numerous  groups,  and  says  it  hosted  1,600  schoolchildren  at  its  venues.  The 
authority  provided  50  tickets  to  the  Treasure  Island  Sailing  Center,  and  donated  a portion  of  proceeds  from  a concert  at  the  America's  Cup 
pavilion  earlier  this  year  that  amounted  to  about  $1,000,  Steel  said. 

The  authority  also  created  39  internships  for  local  youth  and  young  adults  and  said  it  supported  250  nonprofits,  including  SailSFBay, 
which  serves  as  a gateway  to  sailing  clubs  and  programs  around  the  bay. 

Maybe  next  time 

That  has  resulted  in  extensive  outreach  programs,  children’s  tours  and  an  updated  website  for  the  group,  but  not  funding  for  actual  youth 
sailing  classes,  said  John  Arndt,  associate  publisher  of  sailing  magazine  Latitude  38  and  a member  of  SailSFBay's  steering  committee. 

"Unfortunately,  the  event,  as  you  know,  had  a real  hard  time  getting  traction  with  teams,  with  sponsors,  and  had  a lot  of  turnover  with 
their  staffing,"  Arndt  said.  "It  was  a difficult  time  for  them  to  pay  attention  to  us. ...  We  really  didn't  create  the  program  we  hoped  to  create 
when  we  started." 

Who  knows?  Maybe  they'll  get  another  shot  in  three  or  four  years  now  that  Ellison's  team  pulled  out  a historic  comeback  to  keep  the  Cup.

BACKGROUND 

On  January  28,  1998  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (“Authority”)  and  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (“City”)  authorized  the  issuance  of  a Request  for  Qualifications 
(“RFQ”)  soliciting  interest  from,  and  evaluating  the  qualifications  of,  prospective  entities  to 
manage  a portion  of  the  former  Naval  Family  Housing  units  on  former  Naval  Station  Treasure 
Island  (“TI/YBI”)  as  market-rate  rental  housing.  A selection  committee  evaluated  the  responses 
and  recommended  selection  of  the  John  Stewart  Company  as  the  qualified  respondent  with 
whom  to  negotiate  a Sublease,  Development,  Marketing  and  Property  Management  Agreement 
(the  “Original  Agreement”)  for  the  market  rate  rental  housing  on  TI/YBI.  The  Original 
Agreement  was  approved  by  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  (“Authority  Board”)  at  its  January 
20, 1999  meeting,  by  the  City’s  Board  of  Supervisors  at  its  February  22, 1999  meeting,  and  was 
executed  effective  March  17,  1999. 

The  Authority  Board  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  approved  five  Amendments  to  the 
Original  Agreement:  the  First  Amendment  dated  August  15,  2000  amended  the  Premises;  the 
Second  Amendment  dated  June  12,  2003  amended  the  Phase  1 and  2 Premises  and  amended  the 
Rent  Schedule;  the  Third  Amendment  dated  March  22,  2006  extended  the  term  on  a month-to- 
month  basis  not  to  exceed  the  effective  date  of  a Disposition  and  Development  Agreement 
(“DDA”)  between  the  Authority  and  a master  developer  for  TI/YBI;  the  Fourth  Amendment 
dated  August  8,  2006  increased  residential  utilities  rates;  and  the  Fifth  Amendment  dated 
October  14,  2009  deleted  requirements  regarding  earthquake  and  flood  insurance  coverage.  The 
Original  Agreement,  as  amended  by  the  First,  Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Amendments,  is 
referred  to  collectively  as  the  "Agreement." 

On  April  21,  201 1,  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  (“Authority  Board”)  approved  the  DDA 
between  the  Authority  and  Treasure  Island  Community  Development  LLC  (“TICD”).  On 
June  7, 201 1,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  DDA  which  became  effective  on  July  14, 
2011.  Pursuant  to  the  Third  Amendment  to  the  Agreement,  the  scheduled  term  of  the  Agreement 
expired  on  that  date  but  has  continued  thereafter  on  a month-to-month  holdover  basis. 
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On  November  16th,  201 1 the  Authority  Board  approved  Resolution  11-67-1 1/16  authorizing  the 
Director  of  Island  Operations  to  enter  negotiations  with  the  current  Contractor  on  a subsequent 
amendment  to  the  Agreement  to  extend  the  term  and  make  other  appropriate  amendments 
including  requiring  the  payment  of  prevailing  wages  to  any  person  performing  labor  in  the 
construction  of  any  repairs,  improvements  and  alterations  to  the  residential  units  based  on  the 
nature  of  labor  performed;  clarifying  allowable  increases  and  decreases  in  unit  Rental  Rates 
upon  unit  turnover;  establishing  a per-unit  monthly  maintenance  fee  for  maintenance  of  off-line 
units,  and  amending  various  provisions  within  Section  34  of  the  Agreement  to  bring  the 
document  up  to  date  with  recent  revisions  to  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  codes, 
requirements  and  prohibitions 

The  Authority  Board  received  Open  Session  updates  on  subsequent  negotiations  at  the  April  11, 
2011,  September  12,  2012,  and  February  13,  2013  Authority  Board  meetings. 

Project  Office  staff  was  re-directed  to  prepare  for  solicitation  of  a new  Agreement  in  March, 
2013,  and  intends  to  issue  a Request  for  Proposals  (“RFP”)  to  identify  a Contractor  with  whom 
the  Authority  will  enter  into  a new  Agreement.  Topics  identified  for  amendment  in  the  current 
Agreement,  including  those  identified  above,  will  be  incorporated  into  the  framework  of  the  RFP 
and  subsequent  new  Agreement  between  the  Authority  and  the  selected  Contractor. 


SCOPE  OF  WORK 

An  initial  Scope  of  Work  of  the  RFP,  below,  has  been  assembled  by  Project  Office  staff  to  guide 
further  discussion  and  refinement  toward  the  Scope  of  Work  to  be  contained  in  the  final  RFP 
document.  This  draft  Scope  of  Work  is  generally  consistent  with  the  Scope  of  Work  performed 
by  the  current  Contractor: 

1 . Operate,  maintain,  and  manage  the  Treasure  Island  Market-Rate  Housing  Portfolio 
(“Portfolio”)  on  a day-to-day  basis  in  a clean,  safe,  attractive  and  sanitary  condition  and 
assure  the  Portfolio  remains  in  good  order  and  repair  for  safe  and  sanitary  residential 
housing.  Contractor  shall  be  expected  to  assume  full  responsibility  for  the  condition, 
operation,  repair,  maintenance,  and  management  of  the  Portfolio,  and  shall  be  expected  to 
keep  the  Premises  in  a good  condition.  Contractor  shall  also  be  expected  to  perform 
unanticipated  and  emergency  repairs  to  the  Portfolio  necessary  to  avoid  the  suspension  of 
necessary  services  to  the  Premises  and  to  assure  safe  and  sanitary  conditions  for 
Residential  Tenants  at  all  times. 

Any  labor  performed  by,  or  on  behalf  of,  Contractor  in  the  erection,  construction, 
renovation,  alteration,  improvement,  demolition,  excavation,  installation  or  repair  (not 
including  maintenance)  of  any  building,  structure,  improvement  or  similar  facility  on  the 
Premises  shall  be  paid  not  less  than  the  highest  prevailing  rate  of  wages,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  hours  and  days  of  labor  requirements,  that  are  established  under  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  Section  6.22(E)  and  6.22(F). 

2.  Manage  the  Residential  Tenant  application,  screening  and  subleasing  process  for 
vacancies  within  the  Portfolio  as  they  occur,  including  entering  into  Rental  Agreements 
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with  all  Residential  Tenants.  Contractor  shall  establish  and  maintain  at  all  times  a staffed 
on-Island  management  office  responsible  for  overseeing  all  of  Contractor’s  management, 
maintenance,  leasing,  marketing  and  other  operational  obligations  called  for  under  the 
Agreement. 

3.  Assure  monitoring,  lease  compliance  and  enforcement  of  all  terms  and  conditions  of  the 
Rental  Agreements,  the  Agreement  between  the  Authority  and  Contractor,  and  the  Master 
Lease  Agreements  between  the  Authority  and  the  United  States  Navy.
